C a u cu s o f R e p u b lic a n S e n a to rs. 


W a s h in g t o n , January 15th.—'The Repub­ 
lican Senators met in caucus at 10:.‘i0 this 
morning and adjourned at 1:30 F. m. Their 
purpose was to compare views with regard 
to the right of thc Senate to information as 
to the President's reasons for m aking re­ 
movals from office. The fact was stated 
that many of the inquiries addressed to the 
heads of departments by the Chairmen oí 
committees remain unanswered, but up to 
this tim e there are no indications of a pur­ 
pose to' refuse to give this information. No 
formal proposition was made and no action 
taken, while widely various opinions found 
expression with regard to the propriety of 
raising a formal issue with the Adminis­ 
tration at present upon this question. The 
majority were of the opinion that should 
the information sought not ultimately be 
forthcoming, the Republicans will, in jus­ 
tice to the men who have been suspended 
or removed for supposed cause, be required 
to take some formal action in the .Senate to 
secure the information or an avowal by the 
President that he will not give his reasons 
for making removals. There was unani­ 
mous concurrence in the opinion that the 
removed ollicials have a right to know 
whether they were removed for political 
reasons 
or 
maladministration of their 
trusts, and that it is the Senators’ duty to 
secure information if possible. 
C a p ita l N o te s. 
W ashington, January 151 h.—No busi­ 
ness of importance was transacted in the 
House of Representatives to-day. 
The 
Senate was not in session. 
Towers & Green, conducting a small 
banking business in this city, closed doors 
to-day. They are not ready to make a state­ 
ment of the condition of their atiairs, but 
say the failure is for a small amount. 
The House Committee on Rivers and 
Harbors to-dav resolved to limit the total 
amount of appropriation for improving the 
rivers and harbors to $11,000,000. 
Among the callers on the President to­ 
day, was Jesse D. Carr.

The Consul of the United State at Santi­ 
ago do Cuba reports to the Departm ent of 
State the existence of large quantities of 
guano on the south coast of the island of 
Cuba.

M ore V ic tim s o f th e R U zzard . 
D ksvhr (Cot.), January 15lh.—A report 
reached this evening from Benkelman, 
Neb., that two settlers, Fohr and Burns, 
who left there a week ago Monday on a 
hunting trip on the Arrickeree and M iddle 
Fork of the Republican, were found frozen 
to death eight miles from town. Both had 
evidently attempted to return home after 
the blizzard came up, but became Jo3t in 
the blinding snow. Fohr had stuck fhe 
muzzle of his gun in the ground, laid down 
near it and died. Burns managed to get 
200 yards further on before being overcome. 
Both were under large drifts of snow, and 
would not have been found but for the 
gunstock sticking out of the snow. A 
teamster and herder were found frozen near 
the same place yesterday and taken to 
town. Akron, on the eastern line of Colo­ 
rado, reports several 
persons frozen to 
death In the same storm. They are sup­ 
posed to have been homesteaders', living a 
great ways apart. They settled on the land 
last fall, and were wholly unprepared for 
the severe weather. Some of the bodies, 
when found, showed that they had been 
attempting to reach the neighboring ranch 
when overcome. Never in' the history of 
the West has so many persons perished 
from cold as ill this storm. 
Topeka (K s.), January 15th.—Reports 
were received here to-day of the finding oi 
the bodies of three more men in the south­ 
western portion ot the State, victims of the 
recent storm.

Wilson, 
colored, was hanged this morning for the 
m urder ot a river steamer m ate some time 
ago. H e remained calm to the Iasi, pro­ 
testing his innocence. 
Wilson killed Win. 
A. David, second mate of the steamer Fan­ 
nie Tw atuw on July 31. 1885. bv hitting 
him on the head with a rock. 
Wilson had 
been discharged anti ordered away from t lie 
steamer, returning to get some money he 
claimed was owing him. After the trap 
had been sprung the body for a moment 
remained motionless, and ihere was enacted 
j a scene ot horror which chilled the blood 
ot all who witnessed it. Two doctors, one 
on either side, were each holding the wrist 
when violent contortions of the hanging 
figure shook them aside, and before they 
could regain their hold upon the man, 
whose actions showed that he was in full 
possession of consciousness of all that was 
going on, be mad frantic struggles to re­ 
lease himself. His right hand shot up, 
clutched the rope and heid it firmly. It 
seemed as if the man must die by slow de­ 
grees from strangulation, but one of the 
doctors succeeded in disengaging the hand, 
and in a short tim e the body hung a life­ 
less corpse. 


L a k e P r o v id e n c e (La.), January 15th.— 
W illiam George (colored) was executed 
within the inelosure of the jail here to-day 
for the murder of Peggy Johnson, in 
August, 1SS2. H e was perfectly self-pos­ 
sessed, acknowledged that he feigned in­ 
sanity during the trial, and at the last mo­ 
ment cried out, “ I did kill Peggy John­ 
son. 
His neck was broken bv the fall, 
but from some cause his throat was gashed 
and blood was spattered all around. George 
was once quite a prom inent politician at 
\ icksburg. 
He was a Pension Agent, and 
preached that he would be a leader of his 
race. 


C o t e l l a (Texas). January 15th—Jose 
Maria Mondeola, who murdered Hodges 
the Southern 
Pacific 
Railroad 
station 
agent, eight m onths ago, wus hanged here 
this afternoon. Mondeola displayed great 
nerve, and professed penitence for his 
cnme. 
H e died in four minutes. 


N e v a d a (Mo.), January 1 5 th .— Henry S. 
Stair was executed here to-day, for the 
murder of Jacob Sewall and h i s sixteen- 
year-old son. 
A woman named Nannetti 
Osborne was implicated in the crime, and 
was also convicted and sentenced to be 
hanged ; but a stay of action was obtained 
in her case, and she was granted a new 


trial. Stair spoke from the scatfold half an 
hour, protesting his innocence and the in­ 
nocence of the woman implicated, sayiug 
they were the victims of circumstances. 
The drop fell at 1:2S o’clock, and in fifteen 
minutes the body was pronounced lifeless, 
and handed over to his father who will take 
it to Marshall, Ind., to-night, for interment.

Profit from the Industry—The Methods of Citrus Fruit Culture 
—Words to the W ise—Enemies of the Orange and 
the Best Devices for their Extermination. 


The fact* and the great part of the text in 
this article we take, by kind permission of 
L. M. Holt, publisher of the Press and 
Horticulturist. Riverside, San Bernardino 
conntv, from a work published by him, and 
entitled "T he Orange; Its Culture in Cali­ 
fornia; with a Brief Discussion of the 
Lemon, Lime, and other Citru3 Fruits, by 
W illiam A. Spalding. W ith an appendix 
on Insects Injurious to Citrus Trees and 
How to Combat Them, from the Work of 
Matthew Cooke.” The illustrations in this 
article arc used by permission of Mr. Holt. 
We have freely availed of his courtesy in 
th e matter, for the reason that the brief 
period in which the whole northern citrus 
fair scheme has been matured, has not af­ 
forded time for the preparation of original 
cuts or articles satisfactory to us. 
Nor has 
there been issued any work of such a prac­ 
tical and useful character for the orange- 
grower as that of Mr. Spalding. It is pre­ 
cisely the book to meet the wants of every 
person seeking information concerning the 
cultivation of citrus fruits for either com­ 
mercial or ornamental purposes. We can 
recommend the work of Mr. Spalding as 
the result of careful examination, and do 
not hesitate to avail of the permission to 
freely quote from it. But these extracts 
present only a small part of the work, 
which is exhaustive of the whole subject of 
the cultivation of citrus fruits, and em ­ 
bodies the results of long study and the ex­ 
perience of the culturists of southern Cali­ 
fornia, presented by a writer clear, forcible 
and entertaining. 


W ILL IT PAY TO RAISE ORANGES? 
Mr. Spalding replies, yes and no. It will 
pay to raise good fru it; it will not pas’ to 
raise poor. Simple as this proposition ap­ 
pears when reduced to print, it has taken a. 
good many of us here in California a long 
tim e to find it out. W hile experience has 
already demonstrated that this survival of 
the fittest is inevitable, we will ve! be com­ 
pelled to acknowledge that it is reasonable 
and just. The time was, and not so long 
ago either, when many of our people 
rushed into orange-growing as they would 
have rushed into a speculation in stocks. 
Carried away by the prospect of great re­ 
wards, they engaged in the industry blindly 
and recklessly ; planted orchards in locali­ 
ties not at all suited to them ; planted 
scrubby or infested trees; planted beyond 
their m eans: planted without a knowledge 


unfavorable outlook, found that they had 
their trouble for their pains and a freight 
bill to settle besides. 
Then it was that 
some superficial people began to inquire, 
“ Will orange growing pay?” 
“ Haven't 
we been deluded all this tim e in thinking 
it a remunerative business?” 


THOSE WHO GOT STARTED BIG HT; 
Who planted on high, mellow soils ; who 
took good care of their trees, and followed 
orange-growing 
as an industry, not a 
speculation, are the ones who suffered no 
loss through the time of depression, and 
who are now firmly grounded in the belief 
that orange growing pays. 
Last season 
while the average oranges of the lower 
valley were going at a dollar a box, and a 
slow sale at th a t; while many trees hung 
full of little fruit, not salable at any price, 
I talked with an orange-grower of Pasa­ 
dena, who was sending off his large, lus­ 
cious W ashington or Riverside Navels, 
and realizing therefore $.1 50 to $1 a box— 
“And if I had a hundred thousand boxes,” 
he said, “ I could sell every one of them 
at these prices. 
W ill 
orange-growing 
pay? Well, I rather think it will. It is 
to-day the best enterprise a man can en­ 
gage in.” 


THE ORANGE IN CALIFORNIA. 
The antiquity ol the citrus family is a 
subject of most interesting historical char­ 
acter. Concerning the introduction of the 
orange in California, tlte nucleusof orange- 
growing in this territory appears to have 
been at San (labriel Mission—but as to the 
tim e and circumstances history is aggru- 
vatingly silent. Colonel W arner as early 
as 1831', found orange trocs in Los Angeles 
county twenty-five or thirty years old. It 
is clear that the early Christian fathers had 
faith in the adaptability of the climate of 
southern California. 
For orange culture the lowlands are to be 
avoided, and on the “ middle lands” the 
chances of success increase as the valleys 
recede from the ocean. As to “ mesas,” 
their advantages for fruit growing are un ­ 
doubted, and the capacity of the foothills 
and elevated lands are now confessed. 


STATCS OF TH E ORANGE INDUSTRY. 


The orange tree is not indigenous to 
southern California, nor will it exist in Cal­ 
ifornia in a wild state. Tn the m atter of 
manuring the soil and preparing and pack­ 
ing the fruit alone are our culturists behind 
those of the best orange-producing coun­ 
tries. 
From 1870 to 1880 citrus culture in 
California presented the spectacle of a great 
industry run mad. Since then calm er pro-

of orange-growing, and sometimes with no 
natural taste for horticulture; 
planted, 
planted, planted anywhere, anyhow, any­ 
thing, if only they might possess them ­ 
selves of an orange grove. 
Taking advantage of this furor, the few 
nurserymen that carried citrus stocks put 
their prices up to a dcllar or two a tree, 
sold out. got rich. 
Then the frenzy of 
speculation extended to the propagation of 
orange seeds for relays of nurseries, and a 
■wider extension of plantations. Nursery 
projects were inaugurated, ranging through 
every degree from the hundred acre joint- 
stock enterprise to the row of oyster-cans 
which matcrfamilias established in the 
back yard to augment the family income. 
From this planting came trees that were 
good, bad and indifferent, of course, hut the 
average was, if possible, worse than the 
preceding supply. And when this hetero­ 
geneous stock was fairly on the market— 
then the deluge, or rather, the contrary. 
The dry season of 1876-7 came on, fol­ 
lowed by the wave of hard times which 
swept across the country. People who had 
planted on insufficient capital were the first 
to feel the pressure. Many were obliged to 
surrender their places ; joint-stock nursery 
projects failed ; some nurserymen sold out, 
or were closed out, and left the country. 
Thus 


TUB FUROR OF ORANGE PLANTING 
Received a check. Nursery stock being of 
slow sale, began to tall under the operation 
of the law of the survival of the fittest. 
M imt of the orange orchards already plant­ 
ed were too valuable to be abandoned, no 
m atter what the fate of the planter might 
b e , so somebody stepped in to carry them 
forward. Thus it was that, through all the 
times of depression and discouragement, 
the industry itself went steadily and surely 
forward. The unprecedented frosts which 
occurred in the winter of 1S79-80 gave a 
rude awakening to some people who plant­ 
ed in low. cold places. Not only was the 
n u r s e r y stock frosted to the ground, but in 


cetlure has been observed, and natural 
conditions studied. In 1881-2 we had in the 
State 62,130 bearing lemon trees and 4S4,- 
227 orange bearing trees. 
In 1882-3, in Los 
Angeles county, there were 526,040 orange 
and 50,565 lemon trees bearing. In 1881-2 
the California crop of oranges was 20,000,­ 
000, of which San Francisco consumed 
12,000,000. 
In 1879 Los Angeles sent to 
I. tah fifteen carloads of oranges, and found 
a good market. Since then the market has 
been extended to ail the chief centers of 
the East and West, and some citrus fruit 
has been shipped to Europe. From Jan­ 
uary to July, 1883, southern California 
shipped to Arizona, New Mexico, 1'tahand 
Colorado 151,4511 boxes, containing 30,290,­ 
000 oranges. From July to December, the 
sanie year, 10,000,000 more oranges were' 
shipped, and 5,000,000 were consumed in 
local markets, exclusive 
of 
45,000,000 
shipped to San Francisco. From 1882-3 
the annual increase is estimated at 10,000,­ 
000 a year. 


THE KEF.PING QUALITIES 
Of the California orange is due in a meas­ 
ure to its thick rind, rendering long ship­ 
ments feasible. In southern California the 
fruit ripens from December to March. (In 
northern California, we add, it is in season 
from November to February, but it is just 
to say that fully ripe oranges in northern 
California in a favorable season are best ob­ 
tainable in January). Mr. Spalding says 
that in southern California it ran remain 
on the tree from December to July without 
detriment. Floróla and Louisiana oranges 
sell from November 1st to March 1st, at 
which date the crop is exhausted. 
Mr. 
Spalding entertains no fear of the market 
ever being overstocked with good fruit. In 
1883-4. as early as December 1st, one culti­ 
vator had contracted his crop on the trees 
for $12,000, averaging $2 per box at 1.50 to 
the box. Fancy lots went up to $2 50, $3 
and even $5. In that year, however, the 
crop was short, but the num ber of bearing 
trees had greatly increased. Concerning 
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many instances five and six-j-ear-old trees 
were destroyed. 
The devastation among 
lemons and limes was even greater than 
among oranges. These frosts demonstrated 
that there were certain localities in "this 
country not at all adapted to arange cult­ 
ure. Some people, a little more fortunate 
in their locations, managed to weather 
through the cold year, and even two or 
three cold years afterwards, but for them 
there still remained a rude awakeniug 
when they found that their trees, having 
reached the bearing age. were capable of 
producing only an inferior quality of fruit. 
The season of 1882-3 was the most 
depressing for the orange industry that we 
have ever known. The trees set unusually 
full, and this alone had a tendency to dwarf 
the fruit and detract from its good quali­ 
ties. Then there were late frosts so severe 
that some of the fruit was nipped, and its 
juices 


INJURED OB TOTALLY DESTROYED. 
When the m arket opened the weather 
was cold and rainy, and people were in no 
mood for eating soar fruit. 
Prices went 
down. Some producers and dealers who 
shipped inferior oranges, in spite of the 


THE FROFITS OF ORANGE CULTURE 
It is sufficient to say that its great profit­ 
ableness is demons’rated by quotation of 
authorities in foreign sections. 
Riverside 
is deemed the model orange-growing settle­ 
ment. Of 200,000 trees, on 2,000 acres, 
in 
1883-4 
the 
total 
orange 
product 
was 25.000 boxes, at an average of $3. In 
1885 the product was estimated a: from 
100.000 to 150,000 boxes, at from $1 to $3 13 
per box net returns. 
Navels brought better 
prices, of course, than the seedlings. Tak­ 
ing $1 50 as the average, the net income on 
100.000 boxes would be $150,000; or on 
150.000 boxes $225.000. This is on tbe basis 
of 2,000 acres, giving from $75 to $112 50 
per acre net. «This includes all trees, and a 
proportion are not yet bearing, while prices 
ran lower than ever beiore. with one excep­ 
tion, as the phannels of trade are just open­ 
ing up. The Riverside district, witn all 
trees in full bearing, estimated at 5 boxes to 
the tree, or 1,000,000 boxes, with 75 cents á 
box estimated—a low pnce, scarcely likely 
to be visited—and theestimated net income 
is^ $750.000, or $375 per acre. In Colonel 
W ilson’s older orchard a sinele acre yielded 
nearly $1,800 in one year. Three years ago 


Mr, Dalton netted $800 from a quarter of 
an acre. 
(Of course, these are extreme 
cases.) It is not unusual for growers to 
clear $500 an acre, and in the season of 
1882-3 one producer in the San Gabriel val­ 
ley sold his crop—on 40 acres—on the trees 
at $23,00*. 
AN EXAMPLE. 
In the JVess and Horticulturist for October, 
1884, occurs the following; 
“ Mr. D. C. Twogood has 450 seedling 
orange trees, covering six acres. The trees 
were planted twelve years ago, and the 
roots were three years'old when the trees 
were planted, thus making the trees now 
actually fifteen years old. They have been 
bearing about six or seven years. 
It is 
from this six acres that Mr. 'i'wogood ex­ 
pects to harvest 2,000 boxes of oranges. 
He judges his crop this vear from actual 
yields in previous years. 
lie has, however, 
about sixty budded trees, now bearing 
lightly, in addition to the 450 seedlings, 
and possibly it may require a porilon of 
this fruit to make* up his estimate. 
He 
also has ten acres of budded orange trees 
that are just beginning to show fruit. 
“ He has obtained $3 per box. with the 
exception of one year—two years ago— 
when, on account of the freeze, be got only 
$2 25 per box. 
If he gets $3 per box this 
year, that will be $1,000 per acre, which 
will pay 10 per cent, on an investment of 
$10,000 per acre, or something less, after 
deducting running expenses. 
“ Regarding the cost of caring for a place, 
that depends upon circumstances. If a 
man has a five-acre tract, it costs him more ) 
to take care of it than it does if he lias 
twenty ct forty acres. A man can hire all 
the work done in an orange orchard lor 


Sweet has attained the greatest popularity 
of any of the budded kinds. 


THIN-SKINNED ’OB PAPER BIND ST. MICHAEL. 
Fruit small, round, thin-skinned, highly- 
flavored and a delicious sub-arid ; one of 
the best budded varieties, and destined to 
increase in popularity; keeps well, and 
therefore a good shipper. 
A vender once 
told me they sold on the streets 'of Los 
Angeles better than any variety lie could 
obtain. Trees dwarfish in habit, thorny. 


MALTESE BLOOD. 
This variety derives its name from the 
peculiar m arking of the pulp, which seems 
to be streaked and clotted with blood. This 
queer characteristic varies with fruit from 
different trees, different ages of trees, and 
in diflerent stages of ripeness, in some in­ 
stances being barely traceable, and in 
others tbe blood-red stain suffusing the 
entire pulp. Tbe older the tree grows 
the more marked the fruit. The Maltese 
blood is a little under medium size, smooth, 
round and fine texlured; juicy, high- 
flavored, and the pulp tender and melting. 
The tree is a semi-dwarf; thornless, oronly 
slightly thorny. 
KONAH. 
A California seedling from seed grown 
on Konali Island; most of the character­ 
istics of a tiret-class seedling, the chief ad­ 
vantage being in the uniformity of fruit; 
thick rind, juicy, large. The tree grows to 
the full size of a seedling, and is thorny. 


DU ROI. 
Size medium, round, skin firm ; quality 
good, fruit apt to be ribbed somewhat like a 
musk melon. Trees prolific, vigorous, few 
thorns. 
Long grown in Florida, ami im ­ 
ported from there. 


THE NAVEL ORANGE. 


$30 per acre a year, but. in addition to this 
work, he must give a certain am ount of 
personal care and attention not called for 
in the $30 per acre contract. 
If he expects 
to hire all the work done, hut to supervise 
it in person and do a little him self occa­ 
sionally, $30 per acre ought to keep an 
orchard in good shape tor one year. 
“ W ith this years crop, Mr. Twogood 
will have taken about $12,000 of fruit from 
his six acres in twelve years since planting— 
all of which, of course, has been within 
the last six years. The orchard has cost 
him something like the following figures:

per acre?” 
As the market goes, Mr. Twogood does 
not realize $3 per box for his fruit, but at 
half that price, provided the crop holds up 
to estimate, his returns will be $500 an 
acre. 
If, in the evolution of the orange in­ 
dustry, the time shall come when a grove 
in full bearing yields only $100 an acre net, 
the profit ought to satisfy a man of mod­ 
erate ambition. 
W ith ten acres in trees, 
yielding a revenue of $!,000 a year, and 
the hundred and one accessories and econ­ 
omies of country life, a man ought to beable 
to live and support a family. 
He may en­ 
joy not only the substantial comforts, but 
many of the elegancies of life.. 
This is an 
independence. 


CHARACTERISTICS— BUDDED 
VARIETIES— TITE 
RIVERSIDE NAVEL. 
Lack of space prevents our considering 
this im portant subject further than to refer 
to the established conclusions, that the 
orange revels in a high tem perature; that 
the capacity of trees greatly vary; that the 
lemon and lime are more susceptible to 
cold and frost; that the orange here is 
long-lived. The leading orange varieties 
are very num erous; but one can coiint on 
his fingers those desirable for budding. The 
chief ¿¡asses of orange are the Riverside 
navel. Mediterranean sweet, paper rind St. 
Michael and Maltese blood, all foreign. 
Every other orauge is giving way to the 
Riverside navel, which has come to be uni­ 
versally acknowledged to be the best. A 
sinull proportion of Mediterranean sweet, 
St. Michael and Maltese blood are planted, 
and it is likely that other kinds will find 
their way to a share of popular favor. 
The Riverside Navel, also known as 
W ashington Navel, Umbilical, Bahia, Ein- 
bigou, is of medium size, round, skin smooth 
and of fine texture; nearly seedless; ju ic y ; 
high flavored; pulp melting ; quality the 
best. 
The peculiarity which gives this 
fruit its name is a protuberance in the blos­ 
som end closely resembling the hum an 
navel. This is in reality a little kernel, 
enveloped in the skin, which when ex­ 
amined proves to he an aborted orange. 
The tree is semi-dwarf, and bas a few small 
thorns. In 1873 the Agricultural Depart­ 
m ent at W ashington 
imported several 
orange trees from Bahia, Brazil. One of 
these was sent to Mrs. L. C. Tibt'its. of 
Riverside, San Bermtrdino county, this 
State, who distributed a few buds among 
some friends. But liitleattention was paid 
to the original tree or to its offspring until 
1879, when some of the fruits were ex­ 
hibited. Their beautiful color, peculiar 
form, and excellent quality attrae.ted im m e­ 
diate attention, and stimulated its propa­ 
gation. It was named Riverside Navei to 
distinguish it from the Australian Navel, 
introduced about the same time. The lat­ 
ter is distinctly ribbed lengthwise, of light 
color and inferior quality, while the River­ 
side is smooth, of a golden bronze tint and 
a fine texture; satin-like skin ; its flavor is 
delicious—something like a combination of 
the best qualities of the Messina and Flor­ 
ida oranges—and the fruit has the adddi- 
tional advantage of few or no seeds. Since 
the Riverside Navel made its appearance 
it has eclipsed ail competitors, and has 
taken first premiums wherever exhibited. 
Soon after it was brought to public notice, 
Mr. T. W. Cover, of Riverside, became pro­ 
prietor of the original stock, and he dis­ 
seminated buds throughout the orange- 
growing portion of the State. 


MEDITERRANEAN SWEET. 
-Medium to large; o v al; pulp and skin of 
fine texture; flavor delicate, less acid than 
other variety of orange grown h e re ; nearly 
seedless; ripens late. The tree is a serni- 
dwarf. almost thornless, matures early and 
has a tendency to overbear. Fruit should 
be thinned vigorously to insure a fair 
growth of wood and development ot fruit 
remaining. Thomas A. Garey. who intro­ 
duced this orange, says of i t : “ About the 
year 1870 I imported several varieties of 
orange trees from Messrs. Ellwanger <fc 
Barry's nursery at Rochester. N. Y. 
I 
think the importation included all the 
varieties offered for sale bv this firm. One 
of the trees was labeled Shaddock. When 
the Shaddock fruited, the fruit proved to be 
a first-class orange, instead of the coarse, 
worthless fruit its name led m eto expect. 
I called it 1 Garey's Favorite,’ but subse­ 
quently christened it ‘ Garey’s Mediter­ 
ranean Sweet.' Messrs. Ellwanger & Barry 
were appealed to. but could not identify the 
fruit with any known Tariety." Next to 
the Washington Navel, the Mediterranean

A seedling from fruit brought from the 
peninsula by Dr. J. Shaw twenty-five years 
ago.

HOM08AS8A. 
Of Florida origin ; size of fruit medium, 
somewhat flattened, very* heavy; 
color 
b rig h t; skin very smooth, thin, tough and 
dense; pulp fine, sweet and juicy; flavor 
full and vinous; 
membrane covering seg­ 
ments of pulp very iliin and small ; ripens 
very early and keeps and carries w ell; 
quality best. Tree prolific, vigorous, very 
thorny. 


TANGERINE, MANDARIN 
OR 
KID-GLOVE 
ORANGE. 
This is a dwarf, both in tree and fruit, 
and has been grown for ornament and 
curiosity more than for any other purpose. 
I see, however, that its cultivation is ex­ 
tending in Florida to supplya certain dilet­ 
tante custom, which iikes to eat its orange 
without soiling its gloves. 
The fruit is 
very small, saffron-colored, flattened at the 
ends, and the skin parts readily from the 
pulp, while ;the pulp divides readily into 
sections without the loss of juice. 
It has a 
peculiar fragrance and flavor, but altogether 
amounts to little more tl\,an a bon-bon. Its 
use is only a passing faacy, I think, and a 
man would hardly be justified in planting 
a large grove of Tangerines. The tree, or 
shrub, as it m ight bo termed, is regarded 
by some botanisls as a distinct species, and 
by others as a marked variety of the sweet- 
orange. 
U is very ornam ental, being dis­ 
tinguished by its small, lanceolate leaves; 
slenJer, flexible branches; somewhat for­ 
mal liabitof growth, and the flowers, which 
are white and smaller than those of the 
ordinary orange. 
PUMALO. 
A dwarf tree with peculiar glossy ioliage, 
leaves drawn as if by a puckering string, 
and a fruit as large as the baby's head. Not 
good to eat. Grown for ornam ent only. 


BERGAMOT. 
Fruit large, rough, flattened; quality 
fair; 
leaves large and broadly winged; 
when bruised give forth a delicious aroma 
not unlike that of bergamot, from which 
peculiarity the tree derives its 
name. 
Grown mostly for ornam ent and curiosity. 
Besides the above, Mr. Garey enumerates 
the varieties which he imported or propa­ 
gated. 
The following varieties grown in Florida 
are held in high esteem there, but have 
never been cultivated in California, so far 
as I am informed. 
For this list I am 
mainly indebted to Manville’s “ Practical 
Orange Culture.” 


EARLY OBLONG.

BITTER SWEET. 
Medium size; juice sweet and pleasant 
when separated front the inner bitter rind. 
Used in sum mer as a substitute for the 
sweet fruit. Tree indistinguishable from 
the above. Native wild orange of Florida. 


PROPAGATION. 
Mr. Spalding’s method was to buy trees 
for his orchard and planting seeds from 
some other m an’s orchard. He planted in 
June. 
He made boxes In by 5 inches out 
of “ shooks,” left cracks of a quarter inch 
between the bottom boards for drainage, 
the lids not placed. Sediment was had 
from a ravine winter-flooded, a line washed 
soil, grayish black, light and crumbling 
readily, as near pure humus as nature ever 
prepares. This was pulverized, screened, 
and a third part of sifted sand added. This 
made warm, rich, gravel-free soil, that 
would not pack. The boxes were two- 
thirds filled and leveled off with a board, 
notched at the ends so as to let the middle 
section drop down below the box edge. 
The 
boxes 
were 
then 
arranged 
as 
in 
a 
cut 
elsewhere 
shown, 
on 
ground 
graded 
to 
a 
level. 
Under 
the 
boxes 
are placed 
narrow strips, 
to perm it free circulation of air beneath for 
warmth and drainage. The boxes made 10 
rows, 16 to the row, in four tiers, with 18 
inches between the tiers' alleyways, and no 
alleys around the outside. For seed, well- 
matured seedlings were chosen, and these 
were’had cheaply in quantity from partially 
rotted fruit. 
However, foreign seeds have 
since been used. 
From thoroughly rotted 
fruit the seeds are extracted by use of a 
sieve of i-inch meshes. Sound fruit was 
cut latitudinally nearly to tbe seeds, the 
halves torn apart and the seeds forced out 
by the ball of tbe thumb. The seeds must 
not dry before planting, and to keep them 
moist they may he kept in a bucket qf 
water until used. Size and plumpness are 
the best tests for native seeds, the fuller be­ 
ing the more fertile. W ith Tahiti seeds the 
waier test is reliable—reject all that float. 


PREPARATORY TO PLANTING. 
When a row of boxes is in place they 
were sprinkled lightly to give consistency 
to the soil. A 19-inch board, with outside 
guides to slip over the boxes and set with 
round beaded pins, 
and called " The 
Stamper” (elsewhere illustrated), was then 
applied, leaving 114 little indentations. One 
seed only was then dropped into each hole. 
Then a half inch of the prepared soil was 
put in as a covering, another and more 
shallow striker used to level off. and then 
came the wetting and spraying with a tine 
rose 
sprinkler until the soil was well 
moistened. 
Mr. Spalding's 
propagating-house re­ 
sembled a chicken-coop. 
It is elsewhere 
illustrated. 
It was roofed over with lath, 
and was 20x30 feet in size and 6 feet in 
bight. 
It was built of 2x3 wood-posts, 
6 
feet 
apart, and longitudinal posts' 
as shown. 
‘T he lath-work 
was in re­ 
movable 
panels 
on 
the 
sides 
and 
roof to give all the sunshine needed, 
or afforded a semi-shade without removing 
the boxes. This house covered the boxes, 
of course. Around its sides was a base of 
three-inch strips with open spaces of an 
inch between to guard against depredating 
animals. This house is deemed very super­ 
ior to muslin structures in every way. 


THE BOX SYSTEM 


Distributes the seeds regularly, secures 
room in plenty, renders transplanting un­ 
necessary for a year, when the tree is ready 
for the nursery and can be taken directly in 
the boxes, and by use of a Widney, or 
other transplanter, a ball of earth can be 
taken up with the roots, thus augmenting 
the life chances of the plant. 
The ex­ 
pense of the 160 boxes and the house and 
soil and labor is $67 40 for the 18,000 seeds 
planted. The house should be convenient 
to ivater; 
the 
surface 
of 
the 
soil 
m ust 
not 
become 
dry 
at 
first. 
A m ulching with wheat chaff over the 
boxes after planting aids in retaining the 
moisture. The boxes must not be kept 
too wet, for "dam ping off” may occur and 
the roots, stems and leaves rot. 
At first 
irrigation was had every alternate day, and 
later on twice a week, .and then once until 
the rains set in. 
In six weeks the shoots 
began tn appear, and in three months all 
were ifp. 
W here any fail extra plants are 
made. 
Weeding m ust be atteudcd to and 
the soil kept clean. 
Manure that pro­ 
duces interlopers greatly increases labor. 
Sacks must be used to protect the plants 
from the cold. 
A s a resuit of the process described, of 
18,000 seeds planted 10,000 became trees 
from four to twelve inches in bight in one 
year, and were worth $250.

For the following description of this 
tree 1 am indebted to A. F. Styles, of Jack­ 
sonville. He writes: “ This new Japanese 
orange was intródneed into Florida several 
years since by Mrs. General Vanvalken- 
burg, of St. Nicholas, and is destined to 
take high rank among the new varieties. 
The tree is of dwarf habit of growth, en­ 
tirely thornless and very hardy. 
In the 
cold 'sn a p ” of December. 1830. the leaves 
of this tree did not even curl, while all 
other varieties, with the same exposure, 
lost all their leaves. 
It is sore to bear the 
second year from budding, and if will boar 
too heavily unless prevented by thinning. 
It makes a mnch more vigorous and thrifty 
tree if budded on n sweet stock in prefer­ 
ence to the sour or bitter-sweet.”

TH E NURSERY— BUDDING. 
: 
The treatm ent in the nursery involves all 
the questions of soil, warmth, water, etc., 
' and the use of the transplanter, by which 
1 a plug of earth is raised with the roots from 
the boxes. Budding is done in the fall, 
spring and early summer. The stock must 
l^e in the condition when the bark slips 
readily. Trees planted in the nursery in 
the spring are sometimes budded the fol- 
, lowing spring, but generally not until the 
j end of the second year in the nursery. The 
methods of budding arc not here entered 
upon. 
A WORD TO THE WISE. 
Mr. Spalding’s advice is quoted below in 
full: “ The man who contemplates plant­ 
ing an orange orchard—especially the man 
of limited means—ought to stop and think 
twice. He should consider that it is a great 
undertaking to raise orange trees; and he 
should also bear in mind that, during the 
long period in which they are attaining 
j maturity, his family and himself m ast 
t 
. 
j have a living. 
If, after weighing the mat- 
aixe above meaium, somewhat flattened, ter carefully, he coraos to the conclusion 
color ordinary, grain fine, pulp molting 
that he is possessed of the requisite oour- 


age, perseverance, energy and thrift for the 
undertaking, with a natural taste for it 
which will make his labors and trials en­ 
durable ; and if he thinks he can sec his 
way clear to keep the pot boiling through 
several non-producing years, why, let him 
fo ahead, and G04 speed him 1 
He is cm- 
arking in a good enterprise, and one that 
will surely bring its reward if intelligently 
carried through. 
“ Too many men undertake the growing of 
an orange grove without fully comprehend­ 
ing the magnitude of the task. 
When it is 
past the time for them to retire without 
sacrifice, they find out that it wus 11 fancy, 
not a well-settled purpose, that first pos­ 
sessed them , and the labors involved are 
too onerous to be borne; or their means 
have run out, they get into debt, mortgage 
the farm, and then, perhaps, as the trees 
are just about to bear, the result of all their 
labors and sacrifices is swept away! If a 
candid word ot m ine may set some over­ 
sanguine man to thinking, and avert from 
him the heart-burnings incident to the 
course above outlined, that word shall not 
pass unspoken.” 


TH E ORANGE ORCHARD 
Should have loose, well-drained soil. 
It 
flourishes best in sandy or gravelly loam. 
Hard-pan should be deep, if at all." These 
kinds of soil are good fur-the orange: Dis­ 
integrated granite, with vegetable deposit; 
gravelly alluvium ; sandy clay, chocolate 
colored; clayisn sand, brown ; sandy clay, 
reddish brown, colored by ferric acid, ami 
known as “ red land.” 
The best results cannot be accomplished 
in ground that bakes and packs hard under 
the action of water and sun, even though 
such ground be rich in all the chemical 
elements required in tree growth. On roll­ 
ing or elevated lands a southern, southeast­ 
ern or southwestern exiwsure is desirable. 
The orange luxuriates in warmth, and the 


cm uaiirorma arc the inlea. Plowing begins 
as soon as the rainy season is well on. 
Single plowing in the fall or early winter, 
if the soil is reasonably loose, is deemed 
ample. Twice a year is" certainly enough 
according to Mr. Spalding. 
Aside fróni 
this, work with the cultivator is all that is 
needed, followed in some cases by the har­ 
row or clod-crusher. 
After the rains, the 
soil m ust be kept mellow ar.d free from 
weeds. It is wise advice the author gives 
when lie says that judgm ent is the best 
monitor if the orchardist has u knowledge 
of the theory of cultivation. 


PRUNING OF THE TREE 
Has two objects : First—To give it sym­ 
metry. Second—To make it healthy and 
productive. 
No part of the orchardist’a 
work is more entertaining than this, be­ 
cause it furnishes intellectual as weil as 
manual occupation. 
A man who would 
prune successfully must keep up a constant 
thinking, and should he prepared to give a 
good and sufficient reason tor every cut lie 
makes. 
His employment is like tiiat of 
the sculptor, for he is transforming an u n ­ 
gainly object into one of beauty ; but, un­ 
like the sculptor, the pruner m ust cut deep 
calculating to a nicety how nature may be 
relied 011 to round out the contour, ’ tin 
this subject the grower must study as cer­ 
tain the experience of others, and thor­ 
oughly inform himself. The question of 
fertilization will also gain his attention, tor 
no soil exists that m ust not, some time. t,P 
aided and renewed. 


ENEMIES OF TH E ORANGE TREE. 
The gopher, the hare, rabbit and squirrel 
are enemies to be fought, trapped and poi­ 
soned, and t lie grasshopper 11111st be counted 
also us a possible enemy. Blowing the 
ground kills the eggs, but sometimes the 
young trees may need to he wrapped ip 
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more the tree and the ground in which it 
stands are exposed to the direct ravs of the 
sun the better. 
The orchard should not be exposed to 
severe winds, and frost must be avoided 
and guarded against, of course. 
If the 
orcharu is 011 granite formation, beware of 
rocks. 
TH E TREES. 


lit selecting trees get the best, those two 
years old in budded growth and four years 
old in stock, and from five to seven feet 
high, are first class if vigorous. The dark 
green of the foliage indicates good health. 
Do not practice a false economy by buying 
half-price trees. Select the younger trees, 
but insist on health and thrift. Mark your 
trees with tags when you buy, so there can 
be no change made by the nurserymen 
without discovery. 
In taking trees from 
the nursery, consider their condition and 
the season. Take them, if possible, at the 
dorm ant stage ; that is, when they are rest­ 
ing from growing. This period is as nearly 
as a general rule will apply from middle 
of Match to the middle of A p ril: the month 
of June; the month of September; middle 
of November to the middle of December. 
. I he chief thing to be provided against 
in transplanting is cold ; the roots must 
suffer no chill. There are three common 
methods of transplanting citrus trees: 1st, 
balling or sacking the roots : 2d, puddling 
the roots : 3d, packing the roots in damp 
straw. 
The first is the best, though the 
most laborious. 
Description 
of 
these 
several methods should be studied and 
thoroughly mastered before any attempts 
are made ; so also should the methods of 
planting the orchards and the approved 
systems of cuhivation. Irrigation in south- 


cloth or paper. Chickens will aid the or­ 
chardist in fighting this pest. “ The mpst 
formidable enemies, after all, are the scale 
insects; probably because they are the 
most insignificant. They belong to a low 
order of anim al life known as coccidrr. 
: 
shall not here attem pt a technical descrip­ 
tion of the scale insects, but will rather 
refer the reader to ttie scientific discussion 
of the subject taken from tiie work of 
Matthew Cooke, and appearing as an ap­ 
pendix to this work. 
1 cannot too highly 
commend the efforts of Mr. Cooke iii be­ 
half of the fruit-growers of our Slate. They 
owe him a debt of gratitude which must 
needs be paid in installm ents by successive 
generations. 
For the fullest information 
relative to insects injurious to all tree and 
plant life I lake pleasure in referring my 
readers to Mr. Cooke's work, ' Injurious ! u- 
sects of the Orchard, Vineyard, etc. ’ 


TllK BLACK SCALE. 
This is the most common, and is consid­ 
ered the least dangerous of the scale fam­ 
ily. 
It may exist in a tree a long time 
without destroying it, but we may be sure 
the effect is constantly deleterious. The 
scale appears in ail tints from a white yel­ 
low ot the newly-hatched to a brown of 
middle age and black in maturity, and in 
form is a little blister adhering to leaf, stem 
or stock. It docs not attach itself to the 
fruit. Trees thus infested hould be thor­ 
oughly pruned and washed with a solution 
of whale-oil soap. 


FUNGUS, OR SMUT. 
This is an attendant of the black scale. 
Scientific investigation lias shown that tue 
scale excretes a gummy substance called 
honey-dew, which, in falling, attaches to

The Northern C'a.ifornia Citrus Fair was 
opened to the public on Monday, and is a 
most complete success—far exceeding the 
hopes 
and 
expectations of all, 
and 
the 
attendance throughout the whole 
week was all that could possibly be de­ 
sired. The projectors and manager.' of the 
citrus fair have cause to be proud of such 
a work, that not only satisfies the fullest 
expectation, but which even astonishes and 
almost bewilders those who have possessed 
greatest enthusiasm over the resources and 
boundless possibilities of central and north­ 
ern California. Several who visited the fair 
on Monday and evening have attended 
ail citrus fairs in southern California, and 
they were unanimous in the expression 
that the present exhibition far excels these 
in variety, extent and general character. 
The exhibits were all arranged taste­ 
fully, and all who visited the pavilion 
were loud in theirpraiseas well as astonish­ 
ment at its immensity. That such things 
grow in such variety and abundance in a 
section cf country unknown to fame as a 
producer of citrus fruits, astonishes not 
only the stranger within our gates, but the 
oldest inhabitant as well. There is some­ 
thing about all fruit that is pleasing to the 
eye, either in shape, size or color, in some 
much more than others. 
The orange 
seems to combine all the elements of 
beauty, and ripening as it does here at a 
season, apparently out of season, it has no 
competitor, and its charms claim the ado­ 
ration of all. The tree is ornamental in 
the highest degree; its blossoms, sweet- 
scented, fair to behold, typical of purity, 
the most appropriate wreath for the fair 
bride. Its fruit, golden in color, sweet in 
flavor, ripens in our winterless climate 
months before it does in the so-called 
citrus California, and during the months 
when one-half the Union is covered with a 
w eary waste of snow. 
To attempt a description of each exhibit 
—either as individuals, counties or sec­ 
tions—would be an undertaking beyond 
the scope of a newspaper paragrapher, and 
the columns of an ordinary daily paper 
could be filled for many months, to the 
exclusion of all other matters, were the at­ 
tempt made to do each justice. Even the 
ladies, who, it is said, have a vastly supe­ 
rior command of the language over the 
sterner sex, when things of beauty are to 
be described, find that their stock of com­ 
plimentary adjectives is inadequate to do 
the subject justice.

Some skeptical people, and there arc a 
few in the world, are loth to believe the 
story of the fall of man in the garden of 
Edeu. If, however, instead of the apple, 
Eve was tempted by a golden-colored 
orange, similar to those grown in northern 
California, the most skeptical will have to 
pardon her for her infraction of the law; 
and when we imagine her holding up be­ 
fore Adam's paralyzed gaze one of the 
golden spheres of the navel variety, and 
expatiating upon its delicate taste and juicy 
richness, the most determined disbeliever 
will have to admit that Adam s mouth 
watered, that he did take, and did eat: for 
who would not ? 
Adam, no doubt, was 
well pleased with the fruit, for he set about 
purchasing for his wife a new dress, which 
was the first case on record of a husband 
doing a thing of that kind. The orange on 
that occasion, however, was hardly up to 
tho'i on exhibition at the citrus fair, 
for, if they had been, instead of clothing 
Eve with a tig leaf, lie would have 
adorned be- with a seal-skin sacque. 
The number of visitors that called ves- 


terdav and last evening was large, and th® 
success of the fair is assured beyond a per- 
adventure. 
L. M Holt, of Riverside, and editor of 
the Pro» and Horticulturist, who visited 
the 
citrus 
fair and 
exhibiting 
fruit 
from Riverside, was asked 
as to his 
impressions about the display, when be re­ 
plied : ‘'The collection of citrus fruits at 
the Northern Citrus Fair is verv creditable, 
considering the fact that, with few excep­ 
tions. no attempt has been made in this 
section of the State to raise oranges and 
lemons for commercial purposes. Some of 
the fruit is very choice, and as fine as can 
be raised in any portion of the State. As a 
whole the collection is not as fine as those 
to be found annually at the southern Cali­ 
fornia citrus exhibitions at Riverside, 
trom the fact that most of the fruit 
here on 
exhibition 
is 
seedling and 
the selections made by men who have only 
a few trees and a small amount of fruit to 
select from, while the Riverside collections 
are mostly of budded fruit taken from 
large orchards where it is possible to select 
more carefully. The oranges in northern 
California ripen earlier than in Riverside, 
but not so much earlier as.is claimed. The 
fruit ou exhibition is not really ripe to-day; 
it would be much sweeter and better one 
or even two months lienee than it is now. 
I shall visit some of the best orange sec­ 
tions before going home, anil will give the 
public my impressions regarding the same. 
There need be no jealousy, or even com­ 
petition between the two sections of the 
5>jate relative to citrus fruits. 
Northern 
California seeks an early market and south­ 
ern California will depend on a late East­ 
ern market : hence, there is no conflict 
between the two sections. I am glad to see 
the industry doing so well in this portion 
ot the State. Your people should not con­ 
found Riverside oranges with Los Angeles 
oranges in referring to fruit produced in 
southern California. There is more simi­ 
larity between Riverside fruit and northern 
California fruit than there is between Riv­ 
erside and Los Angeles fruit.” 


FORMAL OPENING EXERCISES. 
The formal opening exercises of the fair 
took [dace in the oiii Wells-Kargo build­ 
ing, one door south of the Pavilion, on 
Tuesday evening. Albert Gallatin presiding. 
There was a large attendance, and s[>eeches 
were made by 3enator J. A. Kilcher oi Au­ 
burn, General N. 1*. Chipman of Red Bluff, 
Hon. N. I». Rideout of Marysville, and ex­ 
Senator Grove I.. Johnson of Sacramento. 
The speeches will be found in full else­ 
where in this issue. 
T h ir d D ay . 
Wednesday was the busiest day, so far, of 
the citrus fair, the pavilion being well pat­ 
ronized by visitors throughout the day and 
many hundreds attending in the evening. 
Over 3,909 school children, attended by 
their teachers, visited the pavilion between 
the hours of 12 and 4 o'clock p. m . This 
was a pleasing feature, and it is safe to say 
that tli ' young eyes which gazed upon the 
golden fruit with such admiration will not 
soon forget this, the first citrus fairof north­ 
ern California. While the people of Sacra­ 
mento have been admiring the fruitfulness 
of Yuba and Butte, the people from those 
counties who gazed upon the many hun­ 
dreds of bright, healthful and smiling 
faces, returned the compliment by remark­ 
ing; ‘ Productive Sacramente, "she takes 
th. cake." 
T. J. Sherwood, of Marysville, in speak­ 
ing of the Yuba exhibit, says: "The ex­ 
hibit of citrus fruit by the citizens of 
Marysville and Y’uba county amounts to 
5,990 pounds, by titty contributors, and em­ 
braces oranges, lemons, limes, citron, per­ 
simmons. olives, etc. By actual count in a 
canvass of the city of Marysville, occupy­ 
ing three days, by a competent person, it "is 
ascertained that there are 186 residences 
where bearing orange trees are now grow­ 
ing. ranging in number from four to one 
hundred each, in ail 1.881 tree'. . There are 
also 76 of them wiio have bearing lemon 
trees, in all 219. Seven who have limes, 0 
who have citron, 28 who have pomegra­ 
nates. 32 who have persimmons, 8 who 
have olives, and 34 who have locquat and 
Japanese plum trees, making a total of 
bearing trees of aii kinds named of 2..'18. 
There are also of young trees not yet bear­ 
ing fruit. 36 '20 oranges, 4,051 lemons, 420 
limes, 68 citron. 391 persimmon'. 210 
olives, and 180 locquat 
' " 
trees, making a tola' 
these varieties ot 35.253. There are also 
large numbers of almond, English walnut, 
chesnut and other nut-bearing tree'. There 
are in this county, outside of llie city of 
Marysville, some 3oo bearing orange trees, 
and over 9,000 almond trees, from which a 
lull carload of tine almonds were sent to 
Chicago, of the crop of 1885. The fruits 
and nuts exhibited at the citrus fair is a 
fair sample of what has been grown in this 
c unity, and we take pride in calling atten­ 
tion to their superiorquality. And when this 
has all been accomplished in about twenty- 
five years, in a comparatively new county, 
we think it is sufficient evidence of the fer­ 
tility of the soil and wonderful climate in 
which we are located." 
Dr. C. E. Stone, of Marysville whose ex­ 
hibit has attracted so much attention, says : 
“ My trees are seedlings, and commenced 
bearing when seven years old. This is the 
fourth year of bearing. The largest fruit 
was picked before the idea of contributing 
to the fair was conceived. 1 send both 
small and large—a good average. The box 
is at the disposal of the Directors, and need 
not be returned to me. 
1 hope the propo­ 
sition to send the exhibit to Washington 
may be acceptable to Senator Stanford, and 
a free distribution made among the rulers 
now assembled at the nation’s capítol. lit 
this way the capabilities ar.d possibilities 
of this section oi California, when freed 
from the menace of hydraulic mining, will 
more generally be made known." 


NOTE' or THE FAIR. 
There was a general expression of aston­ 
ishment yesterday on the part of visitors at 
the citrus fairat the wonderfully fine exhib­ 
its, but it was stated last evening that the 
¡’.; ist astonished individual was a prominent 
visitor from Los Angeie-. After passing 
part of the way back through the exhibi­ 
tion hall, and looking at the splendid 
array of citrus fruits on either side, and 
then casting his eyes down the long tiers 
of display for a distance of loo feet farther, 
he stopped short, and asked the party by 
whom he was accompanied, " Is this ail 
from northern California?” 
Bting in­ 
formed that it wa9, he irreverently gave 
vent to his surprise with the laconic re­ 
mark, “ Well. I’ll be d - d I" 
The beautiful Garland range, offered by 
L. L. Lewis A Co., as a special premium, 
has been placed in the front portion of the 
exhibition hail, and is much admired. It 
is a fine piece of mechanical or art work 
in the stove line, and took the world's di­ 
ploma at the New Orleans Exhibition last 
spring. 
Sullivan & Ravekes have added a new 
prize to the long list of premiums offered, 
in the form of a beautiful framed mantel 
mirror. 
L. D. Freer, of Oroville, who makes one 
of the finest exhibits in the fair, has one 
piate ot small, 
richly-colored, 
lemon­ 
shaped oranges, upon which he placed the 
following card; "T his is a citrus fruit, 
without a name as yet, and wants one. 
These specimens are from one tree and the 
growth of one year. 
They represent a 
spring, July. September and November 
crops, and the tree is now in bloom and 
all the crops, from the blossom to the ri[>e 
fruit, are now on the tree. A more beauti­ 
ful sight wa- never beheld. What is it?” 
Dr. Latham has written on the opposite 
side of the card the following : “ It is the 
Mikado—a common variety of orange in 
Ja[>an." 
L. N. Eyler, of Oroville, has an orange 
exhibit that attracts a great deal of atten­ 
tion. They arc large anil luscious, but that 
is not what draws the attention. The foli­ 
age is lull of holes—some of the leaves 
nearly gone, others quite so—and the rag­ 
ged leaves form a singular contrast to the 
perfect ones on all sides. The card ex­ 
plain- ail.

"This sample is from 
the second crop of this vear, the first crop 
having been entirely destroyed by grass­ 
hoppers. Note the condition of the leaves

SH A ST A COUNTY. 


In the early settlem ent o f California, Shasta 
county was known only a? si m ining region. .So 
m uch o f that county a? lies in th e upjH.*r Sacra­ 
m ento valley, however, was very early appre­ 
ciated f«>r its grazing .and agricultural value; l»ut 
the “ foothill'* regioLS and m iddle altitude of 
its m ountain ranges were not deem ed to have 
value for either agricultural or horticultural 
purposes. The value o f these regions, however, 
are now bett* r understood, ana no county in 
north*, rn ( 'alif<«rma has m ade such rapid prog­ 
ress iu (he direction o f w ealth and population 
as Shasta county. 
It possi ble s one pre-cm inent^l vantage over 
counties in the southern portion o f the State and 
even over counties near the central nart o f the 
State. 
Its annual rainfall is nearly double that 
oi Sacram ento, Yolo, Colusa and the valley por­ 
tion o f Butte. 
W herever soil adheres to the sides o f the 
m ountaius under a clim ate aflbrding sufficient 
rainfall to produce vegetation, a thick growth 
o f vegetation appears. 
All the hills o f Shasta 
county retaining any soil are covered w ith a 
thick growth o f vegetation; hence crops o f fruit 
are grown upon the h ill sides w ithout irriga­ 
tion. 
There is much valuable tim ber 1 cud in 
Shasta county, w hich has found developm ent 
by th e extension o f th e lin e o f th e California 
and Oregon Railroad. 
W ater-power for m e­ 
chanical use is abundant, and the people are 
enterprising and industrious.

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the upper surfaces of leaves, twigs and fruit. 
T his gum bolds the dust that chances to 
fell upon the surfaces covered by it, and 
the mass generates a fungus growth termed 
black sm ut. This smut, although seem ing 
to do no damage to the tree other than to 
render it unsightly, must retard its growth 
by obstructing the stomata or air-breathing 
surfaces of leaves and branches. 
It also 
renders the fruit unsalable, or nearly so. 
Neither scale nor sm ut should be tolerated 
in an orchard. The whale-oil soap solution 
extirpates both. 


THE BE» SCALE. 
T his is sim ilar to the black scale, except 
that it is som ewhat sm aller and of a red­ 
dish color. 
It adheres only to the under 
side o f the leaves and to the fruit, and 
avoids the lim b and trunk. 
The red scale 
is more dangerous than the black, and, if 
unm olested, will utterly destroy an orchard 
in a few years. 
The white or cottony cush­ 
ion scale approaches more nearly to a dis­ 
tinct anim al than either o f the other scales, 
and is the most dangerous o f the three. 


GCM DISEASE. 
Lemon trees especially, and orange trees 
occasionally, are subject to gum disease— 
an affection ot the bark clos’ to the ground. 
This is caused by injudicious irrigation. 
The bark splits and a gum exudes. The 
best treatment, upon discovering the first 
sym ptom s o f gum disease, is to cut away 
the affected part and daub the wound with 
paint, wax or tar. 
“ D ie back,'1 and m any o f the other 
m aladies to which the orange trees of F lo­ 
rida and som e other lands are subject, 
are w holly unknown in this country. 
The recipies anil methods o f treatment 
o f the pests referred toare elaborately set 
forth in the work of Mr. Cooke, and have 
m a n y tim es been described in the R s c o b d - 
U niok. 
W e do not reproduce them here, 
believing that they should be studied from 
the original text. 
T he washing of the 
young orchard is advised to counteract ex ­ 
traneous growth, either scale or smut. 
It 
is a preventive, and for older trees already 
infested is imperative. 
It might as well be 
accepted by the orange-growers of Cali­ 
fornia as an unavoidable conclusion that 
all orange trees, to be healthy, productive 
and long-lived, must be washed. 
The solution in common use for this pur­ 
pose is made of whale-ail, or som e other 
•cheap and strong soap. 
For my use I have 
found the addition of a little concentrated 
lye most efficacious. The strength of the 
solution needs to be varied to suit require­ 
m ents. 
The strongest is needed in treating 
obstinate scale. 
For sim ply washing trees 
to cleanse them, as a measure of preven­ 
tion, I recommend the following: 
Heat the water almost to the boiling 
point and dissolve in it sufficient concen­ 
trated lye to make it slippery between the 
fingers. 
Then add whale-oil soap, a quar­ 
ter pound to the gallon. The solution may 
be applied to the trees hot without danger 
of injuring them. 
For stronger washes, and those of various 
kinds, such as tobacco mixture, coal oil 
em ulsions, etc., the work of Matthew Cooke 
m ay he consulted. 
A broom or a scrubbing brush is service­ 
able for washing the stock and main lim bs 
of the tree. 
In treating the tops, the solu­ 
tion may be “ switched " in with a broom 
or brush or sprayed with a hand sprinkler. 
T he 
sw itching 
process 
is 
available 
only with small tree.- when the top3 are 
w ell thinned out. 
For those of larger 
growth 
a hand sprinkler, called “ the 
sprayer,” is used (shown by illustration in 
this article), and a 
small 
force-pump 
mounted on a barrel, containing the aolu-

tion and drawn in a wagon, is needed for 
large orchards. 
With this apparatus an 
orchard is soon gone over. 


T h e L em o n . 


Regarding the lemon Mr. Spalding says : 
“ Lemon culture in California has not kept 
pace with orange culture. 
For this two 
reasons are assignable : First, the territory 
adapted to the growing of lemons is much 
restricted: second, the lemons m oslvgrown 
have been inferior, and the demand and 
compensation correspondingly small. These 
obstacles are by no means insurmountable. 
Now that the suitable conditions for the 
lem on tree have been well defined by ex ­ 
perience, the fact is evident that there are 
m any locations—a large acreage—where the 
lem on may be successfully grown. 
Given 
a locality well suited to the requirements of 
the true and a selected variety, and I chal­ 
lenge the citrus growing world to produce a 
finer lemon than we can grow in southern 
California. 
Until five or six years ago no 
efforts were made to introduce fine varie­ 
ties of this fruit.” 
Discussing lemon culture in a paporread 
before the State Horticultural Society in 
1383, h. M. Holt, one of our best authori­ 
ties on citrus trees, has this to say : 
“ The clim ate must be such tliat the e x ­ 
treme cold shall not be hard enough to 
kill the trees or injure the fruit, and it must 
be o f such a character that the common 
scale and the fungus known as black dust 
shall not flourish. 
* 
* 
* 
Cold 
weather produces a thick skin, a lack of 
juice, and in the case of the lem on a lack 
of acid. 
Climate, also, has much to do 
with the common scale and black dust. 
They prevail mostly along the coast valleys, 
and increase front San Diego northward, 
witile the interior valleys are. more gen­ 
erally free from the pesfs. 
* 
* 
* 
Con­ 
ceding the fact that the urea of possible 
production is much smaller for lemons 
than for oranges, and that the industry is 
less likely to be overdone than any other 
branch of citrus culture, it seems to me 
that lemon growing offers inducements to 
the horticulturist who is rightly situated to 
engage in it. 
* 
* 
* 
In 1881 the 
importation of lem ons to the United States 
am ounted to 800,341 boxes, or a totaL of 
301,084,352 lemons. 
For the ten years pre­ 
ceding 18S1 there had been an average in­ 
crease of 54.271 boxes annually. 
As long 
as this vast and increasing consumption 
continues, there must be a field for lemon- 
growing.” 
A RETORT. 


A com m ittee reporting to the Riverside 
Citrus Fair Committee in 1883, after giving 
rules for improvement in lemon culture, 
said: 
“ W ith these rules fully observed, 
w e see no reason to doubt the prompt ap­ 
preciation o f California budded lem ons in 
every market, and a complete check given 
to the importation of foreign lemons into 
California. 
Lemons are propagated in the 
sam e manner as oranges. 
It is unneces 
sary, tiieref're, to review the subject, of 
propagation in this connection.” 
It is to 
be noted that lem ons grow in northern 
California contemporaneously with oranges, 
but only slight attention has been given to 
to their culture. 
The product is, however, 
Steadily improving. 


T h e L im e. 


The lim e grows in California with *he 
sam e culture as the orange and lemon. 
It 
is a dwarf tree or shrub, according to 
training, and bears a small fruit about one- 
h a lf or one third the size of the lemon, and 
strongly acid. 
“ The lim e industry in California—if it 
m ar be thus dignified—is in statu quo. 
Som e years ago these trees were planted 
to a considerable extent, but they proTed 
very susceptible to frost and were m ostly 
killed out. 
A grove of some size is to be 
found at the Sierra Madre V illa on the 
iuesa. at an elevation of eighteen hundred 
feet above sea-level. 
Here, being practi­ 
cally free from frost, the trees flourish and 
bear well. 
No systematic effort has ever 
been made to improve the quality of lim es 
grown here. The Mexican product is su­ 
perior to ours, and being imported in large 
quantities, and at low prices, practically 
drives California liracs out of the San 
Francisco market. 
Enough of the fruit is 
produced iu Southern California to supply 


local requirements, but there is at present 
no stim ulus for further plantations.” 


CITRONS 
Are cultivated to a less extent even than 
lim es. 
“ I may say, in fact, that they are 
only grown as curiosities. The same may 
be said of the Pum alo orange and Chinese 
lemon. 
All of these fruits are very large 
and thick skinned. 
W hen utilized, the 
rind is the valuable part, the pulp being 
either insipid or bitter. 
We are all fam il­ 
iar with the citron of commerce, which 
consists of the rind of the citron fruit, de­ 
prived o f its essential oil and cured as a 
preserve or confection.” 


CULTIVATION’ OF THE ORANGE. 


I n te r e s tin g a n d V a lu a b le E x p e r ie n c e o f 
a S a c r a m e n ta n U pon th e S u b ject. 


E ds. Record-Union : The old hypothesis 
that a California seedling orange is always 
“ a seedling with a thick rind ” is errone­ 
ous. Cultivation and application o f the 
proper food to its roots will produce an 
equal and often a superior orange than the 
parent tree. 
I planted seeds of the Havana 
or Loretto, the Java or Tahiti, and the 
seeds of a sweet orange imported by a Chi­ 
nese merchant, now eighteen and nineteen 
year; ago. 
As I was desirous of procuring 
hardy trees, and not so particular as to the 
number that survived my experiment (as I 
was not in the nursery business), I have 
never protected them from the tim e first 
planted. 
The second year tiie temperature fell to 
22°, the ground was frozen in the boxes an 
eighth of an inch, 75 per cent, o f the trees 
were killed. 
I considered that the orange, 
being a tropical tree, and like the human 
family, som e more hardy than others, I 
might get some hardy enough to stand all 
the vicissitudes of this climate, in course of 
years. 
I had about twenty trees left out of 
2<X) planted. 
Although the thermometer 
hanging on the trees has fallen to iff0 twice 
during that time, it lias done no damage of 
consequence to the hardy trees left me. 
The first year they fruited the oranges were 
fairly good, and the rind reasonably thin, 
and satisfactory to all who tested them. 
Rut in t wo seasons they had the proverbial 
thick rind, a quarter to three-eighths of an 
inch thick, ami became poorly flavored 
fruit. 
Considering there must be some de­ 
fect in the soil, by applying manure in two 
seasons more the oranges were better titan 
ever, with a rind the same thinness as 
formerly, and flavor superior to the parent 
orange. 
Professor Brown says that about 80 per 
cent, of orange tree ashes, fruit seed, leaves, 
stem and root is potash, lim e and phos­ 
phoric acid. 
In the stem —Lime, 55.13; 
potash, 
11.G9; 
phosphoric 
acid, 3.27. 
Leaves—Lime, 50.03; 
phos. acid, 3.27. 
Fruit—Lime, 24.52; 
potash, 38.47 ; 
phos. 
acid, 11.07. 
Seed—Lime, 18.97; 
potash, 
40; 
phos. acid, 23.20. 
Root—Lime, 59; 
potash. 15.48; phos. acid, 13.47. 
This shows that lim e is a very important 
food for an orange tree. 
An analysis of 
our soil shows only .63 o f 1 per cent, of 
lime, and only .07 of 1 per cent, of phos­ 
phoric acid—a poor natural soil for grow­ 
ing oranges. 
Wood ashes contain lime, 
potash and phosphoric acid. 
Hen manure 
has in its composition the stimulating 
qualities of guano, nitrogen, phosphoric 
acid, soda, lime, sulphuric acid, potash, etc. 
M ixing this with lim e and ashes one-third 
each, and adding two gallons to a wheel­ 
barrow load of cow manure, I applied that 
quantity to each tree. 
The next crop was 
thin-rinded, and success attended the ex­ 
periment. 
Som e assert that with age an orange 
grows thinner rind. 
That may be true in 
some soils and in other localities, but is not 
the experience in Sacramento. 
The sm all 
oranges one sees here are growing on the 
stock of the best imported oranges, and are 
starving for want of manure, having ex­ 
hausted the little food the soil contained. 
To keep orange trees in good condition re­ 
quires tact, patience and attention. 
Noth­ 
ing should be attempted on a poor soil 
Avltere food cannot reach its roots. 
Plant 
seeds of native, hardy trees, and subject 
them to the climate, and you will get 
hardy trees. 
The orange tree—originally 
a native of the hot tropics—lias been grad­ 
ually carried north, until it can survive a 
great degree of cold. 
But not all even of 
those seeds raised here would be hardy. 
Some would revert to their tropical nature 
—would perish ; and if raised by protec­ 
tion, would be worthless for open culture. 
Like a good horse, an orange tree requires 
care and attention.

CULTIVATION OF THE BANANA. 


A lth o u g h S trictly a T ro p ic a l P la n t It M ay­ 
b e G row n in S a c r a m e n to . 
[By Samuel II. Gerrish. | 
• Besides all th e conditions o f th e c lim a ta l 
circum stances, it is necessary also to know w h a t 
is th e v itality o f th e p la in its e lf; 
w h at its 
pow er of d istrib u tio n o\-er th e e arth , a n d th e 
stren g th of its resistan ce to th e d estru ctiv e 
agents w hich su rro u n d it.”—[R eelus 
The banana has been experim ented with 
in the southern and central part of the 
State, and although the result has not been 
satisfactory for general cultivation, still it 
has been demonstrated that as an orna­ 
mental plant it isa success. 
Occasionally a 
bunch of twenty or thirty bananas have 
been raised so as to be eatable. 
It is not 
im possible that in tinte the plant, by suc­ 
cessive 
suckering, 
may become 
hardy 
enough to bear regular crops—it would not 
be more a ston ishiig than the fact of regu­ 
lar crops of oranges that are now raised in 
this part of the State. 
Fifteen years' ex ­ 
perimental 
work with the banana en­ 
courages the hone that tim e may produce 
a hardier variety, or acclimate an' offspring 
of the varieties now cultivated. 
I have had 
the Daca, Rosacae, Cavendishii, El Babo 
and Martinique. 
The Daca and Caven­ 
dishii did not succeed. The other varieties 
are growing successfully in my garden. 
They are as beautiful,' large, and their 
growtli as healthy during the warm season, 
as anywhere on earth, and the fact that the 
Martinique has 
produced 
a bunch of 
bananas now ri|>emng, is encouraging for 
future experiments. 
The result of years of cultivating this 
noble plant, is that they must have an 
abundance o f water supplied without al­ 
lowing them to have their growth checked 
for want of it. 
Any kind of manure, fresh 
or old. applied m ixed with ashes, leaves or 
vegetables, piled around the stalks, all will 
be soon absorbed by the ravenous eater, 
which unfolds its gigantic leaves—the most 
beautiful plant in the tropics. Sink water, 
or any slops from the house, can be turned 
upon the soil near to it. and all will be 
soon absorbed. 
1 let a hill of three Mar­ 
tinique bananas have all the sink draining 
during the summer, and they sent up ten 
more suckers, some of which grew ten feet 
during the season. 
As the rainy s :ason and frosts approach 
pile all the old leaves from the trees, also 
straw and small twigs, around the bulbs on 
the ground, to keep the plants warm. 
Throw wood ashes over it. which is an ex­ 
cellent non-conductor of heat. 
This will 
also serve to fertilize the plant. I have had 
the tender, beautiful Rosacae banana for 
fifteen years. 
The first season it was 
killed to the ground, and each succeeding 
year it did better, and now will stand a 
frost of 25°—7° below freezing—with no 
damage except to its leaves. 
Last Febru­ 
ary it fruited, but the wind blew over the 
stalk containing the 
bunch, and that 
killed the fruit, it now grows luxuriantly. 
With the treatment mentioned above, 
any one can raise this most beautiful of or­ 
namental plants which give so tropical an 
air to the locality where grown. 
A bulb 
grows comparatively slow the first season, 
but with manure and water the second sea­ 
son it grows at a rapid rate, and is equalled 
by nothing but corn or bamboo. 
The best 
situation I have found is on the west side 
of a house or tree. 
The object is to shield it 
from the morning sun in winter, so as to 
allow it to warm more slowly when frosty 
weather is prevailing. 
The sun thawing 
too rapidly is more apt to injure them. 
Í 
have never seen weather that would kiü 
the bulbs of these three mentioned varie­ 
ties. 
1 am now cultivating solely for the 
pleasure of their grand tropical appearance. 


Since 1859 the number o f 
lightning 
strokes in Saxony has been found to in­ 
crease regularly, the annual number rising 
in twenty-three years from 67 to 189. This 
alarming increase is thought to be largely 
due to the destruction of the fores Is. 


DATES. 


B a te s G row n in C a lifo r n ia —S o m e A c co u n t 
o f th e D a te P a tín . 
Dates are on exhibition in the Northern 
California Citrus Fair. 
The red China date 
(H ong Cholev) is exhibited by J. W . 
Sm yth, o f Newcastle, Placer county. 
J. R. 
W olfskill exhibits dates from Yolo county. 
The first dates matured in California were 
grown upon the place of S. C. W olfskill, 
near W inters, Y olo county. Above we ¡ire- 
sent a cut of the first cluster o f dates grown. 
(The cut is from the 1‘aciñc liural /V e a of­ 
fice, San Francisco.) 
It does not give an adequate idea of the 
beauty ot the cluster. 
In nature it had a 
stalk two feet long, of a bright saffron color, 
and bending gracefully beneath the twenty- 
five pounds of berries. 
On the tree, a pict­ 
ure (from the same office) of which is given 
below, were four still larger bunches. This 
paint has borne fruit a number of years— 
since 1878 indeed. Owing to the absence of 
any staininate tree in the vicinity, up to 
1883 the fruit did not mature. 
Since then, 
however, the palm has been fertilized from 
a tree upon J. R. W olfskin’s place. 
Artifi­ 
cial fertilization is deemed in all date- 
producing regions an absolute necessity. 
The original W inters date-bearing palm 
stood in a row with numerous others, in a 
rather crowded position. 
The trees are 
supposed to be about twenty-seven years of 
age. 
For many years they received no at­ 
tention whatever. The trees are very large, 
front two to two and a half feet in diame­ 
ter, the trunk rising to a bight o f fifteen 
feet, with leaves from seven to twelve feet 
in length. 
On J. 11. W olfskill’s place a 
bearing date tree, a seedling, several years 
ago ripened dates, and it was the first to 
bring the date to full maturity in this State. 
A remarkably fine cluster from that tree 
was shown at the Bulletin office, San Fran­ 
cisco, as far back as the fall of the year 
1881, and an account was given of both date 
trees in the Bural IVess o f January 6, 1833. 
This latter tree was then described by W. 
G. Klee as a feather-leaved palm with seven 
feet of trunk, but with its waving plumes 
fifteen feet in hight. 
The diameter was 
given as eighteen inches. 
At about the 
hight of one’s breast, and between the 
lower leaves, the flat, bright, yellow and 
polished stalks appear that bear the coral- 
red berry, each about an inch in length, 
and covered with a delicate bloom. A more 


beantifnl sight among foliage can scarcely 
be conceived than these ¡iresented. 
This 
tree was grown from the seeds of the date 
o f commerce, and bore its first fruit at the 
aze of fifteen years. 
Beside it is a stam- 
inate tree, nearlv twice the size in hight 
and diameter. 
In Egypt the bearing age of 
the date palm is about fifteen years, so it 
w ill be seen that the tree attains maturity 
here at about the sam e age, and this may 
he taken as an indication of the adapt­ 
ability of the clim ate of California for this 
growtli. 
It gives us every reason to hope 
that after such success irom “a chance 
seedling.” great possibilities may be evolved 
from culture here. 
The soil for the date 
palm need not be rich ; on the contrary, it 
will thrive in a soil 
poor in humus, 
w hile 
it 
is 
less 
partial 
as to qual­ 
ity 
of 
water 
supplied 
it 
than 
any 
other 
important 
fruit - bearing 
tree. 
But the supply of water must he 
ample, and it will send down its roots to a 
very considerable depth for it. 
It is hardy, 


endures more of frost and cold than the 
orange, and would appear to be in every 
wav adapted to the clim ate of the warm 
valleys of California. 
The date palm is 
thephcenix o f botanists. It grows freely in 
Egypt, Arabia, l ’ersia and neighboring 
countries, where it is an important food 
supplier to the population. 
In those coun­ 
tries the date palm (P. duel’jlifera) is a lofty 
tree, and bears 
upward of a hundred 
weight of fruit, and sometimes two and 
three hundred weight, in a season. 
The 
cántela are fed upon the abortive fruit and 
ground da!e-stones. 
From the leaves are 
manufactured couches, baskets, bags, mats, 
brushes, etc. 
From the fibrous parts of the 
bases of the leaves a thread is had for 
ropes and rigging. 
The sap, fermented, 
makes a popular beverage. The trunk af­ 
fords material for fuel, for garden fences, 
etc. 
The young shoots make a delicate 
food, resembling asparagus, and the pith of 
the center yields a sort of starch, of nutri­ 
tive properties.

To K eep Iron from Rusting.— A compo­ 
sition has been invented by an English 
engineer which is claimed to effectually 
preserve iron front rust, being also usefully 
applicable to other materials, such as stone 
and wood, used in conjunction with metal. 
This composition consists of 100 parts vir­ 
gin wax, 125 of Gallipol, 200 o f Norwegian 
pitch, 100 of grease, 100 o f bitumen of 
Judea, 235 of gutta percba, 120 of red iead, 
20 of white lead; these ingredients being 
m ixed together in the order named, in a 
boiler, the gutta percha being cut up in 
sm all pieces or raspad. The mixture is 
stirred at each addition, and poured into 
molds. 
For iron it is melted and laid on 
with a brush ; for stopping holes it is used 
as a paste.—[Boston Transcript.

LESSONS OF THE FAIR 


The lessons of the N orthern California 
C itrus F air in this city are not many, but 
forcible. 
No mature person has visited 
th e exhibition to whom it has not been 
rich in suggestion. 
The press has been 
unanimous in agreement regarding its high 
value, and the probable results to flow 
from it. 
T hat it has exceeded in variety and 
volume of exhibits, and in the area repre­ 
sented, the most imaginative anticipations 
of its projectors is frankly confessed. This 
aJmission carries with it the concession 
that the general business public has been 
deficient in information concerning the 
adaptability of the soil and climate of the 
northern, central and eastern sections of 
the State, for the growing of citrus fruits, 
and especially lacking in knowledge of the 
capacity of the area for such products in 
volume. 
Citrus fruits have been, with hut very few 
exceptions, grown in no part of the region 
w ith a market in view ; they have not en­ 
tered into the commercial considerations of 
our people. 
It will therefore be readily 
understood why it is that so little atten­ 
tion lias been devoted to the proper culti­ 
vation of these fruits. 
We have treated 
the orange and the lemon tree in northern 
California as ornamental merely; thedate- 
palm and the olive have been simply 
curiosities, in which only those of consid­ 
erable means and leisure have indulged. 
Hence it is that the vast majority of the 
orange exhibits in the fair are seedlings, 
for budded varieties in northern California 
-have had no attention, save in a few ex­ 
ceptional cases. 
It is not, therefore, proper to consider 
these exhibits as in competition with those 
from Riverside, San Bernardino county, 
which is deemed by the people of southern 
California to be the ideal orange-growing 
section of the continent. There years of 
culture, 
patient 
labor, 
long 
waiting 
and 
broad 
experiment 
have 
pro­ 
duced 
wonderful 
results, 
in 
which 
all 
Californians 
take 
commend­ 
able pride. 
W hen 
like 
care 
shall 
have been bestowed upon the industry in 
northern California, and not until then, 
will it be justifiable to compare the pro­ 
ducts of the two regions. 
In short, the 
people of northern California are not ex­ 
hibiting their citrus fruits now as exposi­ 
tory of the capabilities of the section as to 
quality, but simply as to its capacity to 
grow at all, and to grow under widely 
varying conditions, at greatly differing al­ 
titudes, in 
valley, foothill and moun­ 
tain, in the atmosphere of the vicinity of 
Sacramento, and in the more rariüed air 
of producing sections from one to two 
thousand feet higher, and from one to two 
hundred miles 
more northerly. 
This 
essential fact we trust the press of San 
Francisco will make prominent when the- 
fruits shall lie exposed there, since it is 
vitally material to a correct estimate of 
th e exhibits by the people of that city. 
The fair has taught us, then, that there 
is great commercial possibility in the 
growing of citrus fruit in northern Cali­ 
fornia. 
It lias read us a lesson, also, upon 
the power of united effort by a communitv 
for a given end, and the need for greater 
intim acy between the |>eople of the north­ 
ern and central counties for the strengthen­ 
ing of that natural community of interest 
which topography, commerce, climate and 
production create. 
We may be encouraged by the result of 
the fair, also, in <he belief that by due 
care we can make northern California as 
justly renowned fot excellence and variety 
of citrus products as is southern Califor­ 
nia, and that in more than one direction 
we can surpass her most favored localities. 
It has lieen demonstrated that our semi- 
tropical fruits are much earlier in market 
than those of the Los Angeles and San 
Bernardino lielts, and that by cultivation 
we may lie able to produce the ripened 
fruit in time to supplv an Eastern early 
and mid-winter demand, and that, without 
Lcing thrown into competition with the 
producers of the South. 
The lessons of the fair also relate to a 
renewal of the spirit, so active last year, in 
inviting desirable immigration 
to the 


north and central sections. 
These regions 
have not been known abroad as fruitful of 
semi-tropic products, but hereafter the 
people of the East will have a broader and 
more correct knowledge of the subject. 
We shall be derelict of a plain duty to 
self-interest if we fail to make the facts 
now in our possession widely and thor­ 
oughly kuown abroad. 
But in all this m atter of developing a 
new industry, and of inducing more rapid 
settlement of the north country, we must 
not lie misled hv the enthusiasm of the 
moment. 
The 
citrus fair has been a 
great success: it has opened up an avenue 
of thought, heretofore practically closed ; 
it has encouraged high hojies and given 
renewed confidence in northern California. 
But orange culture is not to be brought to 
immediate peifection here. 
It must en­ 
counter difficulties, to be overcome only by 
resolute determination and experience. 
It 
demands patience and hard labor, perse­ 
verance and unrem itting energy. 
These 
will bring their sure rewards. 
They will 
give us results equal to the expectations of 
the most sanguine. 
W e must lie careful 
to hold out no false lig h ts; to encourage in 
the stranger no anticipations that may fall 
short of realization. 
We want the vast 
unoccupied area of the north section set­ 
tled. 
It has capacity for millions of 
people; 
its 
climate 
and 
soil 
are 
the most favored and inviting; it ap­ 
proaches near to the loftiest ideal of the 
home-seeker. 
N ature stands ready to aid tlie willing 
hand, lessen the burdens of the toiler and 
visit him with bounteous rewards. 
But, as 
excellence is the result of lalior, the immi­ 
grant must be given to understand that, 
even in fruitful, sunny, bountiful northern 
California, there are olistacles to lie met, 
but only to he overcome; toil to he en­ 
dured, hut only for rich rew ard; industry 
and energy to be applied, but which will 
repay here more speedily, amply and hap­ 
pily than anywhere else in the land.

fortunate. Los Angeles and Riverside are 
in the midst of a most productive belt, 
their fruit has attained a national reputa­ 
tion, the tame of their orange groves is as 
wide as the nation itself, and upon that 
fame, and upon that reputation, has their 
section been rapidly peopled by a wealthv 
a n i 
MOST DESIRABLE IMMIGRATION. 
Thousands of immigrants have passed 
through this section, en route to Los An­ 
geles to purchase land at $300 per acre, 
that were not aware of the fact that they 
were passing en route a section of country 
wherein citrus fruits could be raised to bet­ 
ter advantage, at a less outlay of labor, and 
upon land that is selling in any desired 
quantity at from $10 to $50 per acre. This 
is all true, and the citrus fair, which closes 
to-day, has clearly demonstrated the fact 
that the orange crop of northern California is 
several weeks earlier than that of the South­ 
ern portion, and being the first in the m ar­ 
ket, commands and receives the very best 
price. The people of this northern section 
do not envy the lais Angeles or Riverside 
section, but, on the contrary, rejoice at 
their prosperity. 
It is not their intention 
to build up a .reputation by pulling down 
that of their neighbor. Southern California 
is already crowded with im m igrants—the 
result of a most commendable and ener­ 
getic system of advertising. W hile the 
people of the north have been inactive, 
scarcely realizing themselves the capabil­ 
ities and possibilities of their soil, those of 
the south

To the world, and “ the dream of living in 
a land of oranges ” has added many fami­ 
lies and much wealth to their section. 
W hat judicious advertising has done for 
Los Angeles such public exhibitions as this 
citrus fair will do for northern California. 
Here is a section of country, the fairest the 
sun ever shone upon, valleys and foothills 
whose productiveness is no! excelled by 
that of any where, well timbered, well 
watered, an abundance of rainfall, trav­ 
ersed with numerous railroads and broad, 
navigable rivers, the greatest wheat pro­ 
ducing section of the earth and the natural 
home of the vine, the orange cud the olive. 
T hat the entire area embraced in some 
seventeen counties of this section is adapted 
to the successful and profitable cultivation 
of the different citrus fruits is now no 
longer a doubt, but an indisputable and 
established fact.

A person can have some idea of the 
vast extent of this territory when he is told 
that it extends from Calaveras to Siskiyou, 
and includes the entire valleys ami foot­ 
hills between the coast and Sierra Nevada 
ranges of mountains—an area in extent 
equal to all the New England States. The 
orange sections of Los Angeles, Riverside 
and San Gabriel could be dropped in one 
corner and not be materially noticeable. 
The fruit, as all the exhibitors state, grows 
with little irrigation in the north, and in a 
m ajority of eases irrigation is entirely un­ 
necessary. 
In the southern portion the

A MAN OF WEALTH AND DISTINCTION. 
But he who in the north conducts to his 
lands the silvery streams that flow con­ 
stantly from the mountains, is on a com­ 
mon equality with all his “ ken," for water 
is sufficiently abundant to supplv the wants 
of all. 
A gentleman who spent the greater por­ 
tion of his life in El Dorado county, ex­ 
presses much mortification over the fact 
that the people of that section made such 
a poor showing in the fair. 
Possessed of 
the same character of soil and general 
characteristics as Placer and Butte, and 
having many fine bearing citrus trees, it is 
strange that they should neglect tbis fair, 
to such ati extent as they have, which 
amounts to almost a total ignoring. 
As a 
fruit section, it has ever been considered 
one of the banner counties, and Colonia 
fruits and wine3 luivea national reputation. 
If El Dorado had been represented by 
a few of her energetic farmers, the same ais 
has Yuba, Butte and Placer, she could 
have made 


A SHOWINQ EQUAL TO THE BEST. 
The oranges grown at Colonia are of the 
best quality, and some of the trees have 
been bearing m any years. 
Yesterday was sét apart for visitors from 
San Francisco, and many of the people of 
the Bay availed themselves of the oppor­ 
tunity of “ taking it in." 
Among the 
vi-itors were several newspaper men, some 
of whom 
have, 
not 
intentionally, of 
course, but on account of lack of informa­ 
tion, been “ throwing cold water " upon the 
citrus fair, and “ pooh, poohing” our claim 
to the fact that citrus fruits mature in this 
section at an earlier date than they do in 
southern California or on “ fog farm s" in 
Marin. 
It is unjust for any San Francisco 
editor to condemn the entire section known 
as northern central California, by conclu­ 
sions arrived at from personal experience 
in “ fog farm ing” on the coast. 
In addition to exhibits heretofore m en­ 
tioned, two cans of fine sun-dried figs were 
yesterday entered by Alviah Pendleton, of 
Nicolaus. Sutter county. 
The attendance yesterday, especially in 
the afternoon, was quite large, and "the 
committee was busily engaged throughout 
the day in making comparisons of differ­ 
ent exhibits, so as to be able to bestow the 
premiums to the most meritorious. This 
they find no easy task, for every exhibit is 
worthy, and to draw the line of distinction 
in some cases is difficult, indeed. 


ADDRESS OF HON. JOHN P. IE Is n . 
At 8 r. 
m ., it having been announced 
that Hon. John P. Irish, of San Francisco, 
was to deliver an address in the Metropol­ 
itan Theater, a large audience assembled at 
that place. The First Artillery Band was 
present, and played several airs. The as­ 
semblage was called to order by the Presi­ 
dent. Albert Gallatin, who, in brief re­ 
marks. 
introduced 
the orator of 
the 
evening. 
Below is given a brief synopsis 
of the eloquent address, which was listened 
to with profound interest, and frequently 
interrupted with applause. 
Mr. Irish said : 
Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen : The 
delivery of an address on an occasion of 
this kind seems to im ply a degree of prepa­ 
ration, but in my case the daily duties I 
have to perform have forbidden such pre­ 
paration. I count myself happy, and you 
fortunate, that there is in this citrus fair of 
northern California an eloquence not given 
to the pen of man. 
I see this fair in points 
of view very different frorn that of older 
Californians. I remember the impression 
I entertained of northern California while 
I lived in the East, with a shiver. This 
portion of the State has suffered in the 
East and throughout the world from a va­ 
riety of misrepresentations and assaults, 
while art has condemned you regarding 
your climate. E lkin's great picture of Mt. 
Shasta has been exhibited at Vienna, Paris, 
London and other cities of Europe, where 
it commanded the attention of the art 
critics of the world, with its sum mit covered 
with snow and glittering with ice. It was 
so suggestive, that one could scarcely gaze 
upon its icy grandeur without feeling a 
cold shiver. Thev could remember that 


Mt. Shasta was in northern California, and 
to this day to them it remains 


A LAND OF ICE AND SNOW. 
The very name northern California had 
adiad effect in the East, and ninety out of 
every one hnndred people .there were will­ 
ing to hold up their hands and swear that 
neither oranges nor olives grew north of 
Tehachapi, and grapes could only be grown 
under glass. The men who built up south­ 
ern California, m any of them with whom 
he was personally acquainted with, are of 
that class who know how to make a noise, 
and also how to make the noise pay. The 
result of their effort is that orange, lemon, 
lime, olive and pomegranate are associated 
with the name of southern California. 
The same idea prevails in southern Califor­ 
nia. There they have come to believe that 
theirs is the only citrus-producing section 
on the coast. 
Dan Baker, whom I first 
knew in Iowa, where he was publishing a 
paper, got poor in the business, and, getting 
the orange fever, I suppose obtained a rail­ 
road pass to Santa Ana. 
At all events 
he got there, and is publishing a paper, the 
Santa Ana Standard. H ere is what I find 
in his paper: “ The people of northern 
California are talking of holding a grand 
citrus fair at Sacramento this month. 
We 
suppose special premiums wijl be paid for 
Montana bog oranges and Idaho lemons. 
We haven’t heard trom what point the 
Sacramento citrus-growers will buy their 
fruit for exhibition, butsuppose this county 
will furnish the principal exhibits." 
Now, Dan Baker is a good fellow and is 
honest in what he says. H e really thinks 
that the people of northern California are 
trying to create an immigration boom upon 
false representations. He fairly represents 
the people of southern California and those 
of the East. 
Italy has a population of 36.000,000, sus­ 
tained by the profits derived from the prin­ 
cipal products—the grape, olive and citrus 
fruits. Throughout the southern portion, 
in fact the whole of France, the principal 
business is the cultivation of the grape and 
the olive. They produce annual crops of 
those fruits, like we do the wheat crop in 
California. 
We have before us a future grander than 
all the past. In a few years the valley of 
the San Joaquin and Sacramento will be 
populated more densely than anv valley in 
this republic. 


WE MUST 
BE 
PRUDENT 
AND 
PROGRESSIVE. 
He had witnessed the m any changes that 
had taken place in the early tilling of the 
soil in the West. He had seen it go through 
the various changes of spring-sown and 
winter-sown grain ; had witnessed the im ­ 
poverishment of the soil, until it no longer 
refused to yield profitable harvest. The 
profits narrowed down to the size of the 
mortgage. Progressive, enterprising men 
caiue along, started pastures and dairies, 
and profited from the sale of butter and 
cheese. The farmers looked upon those in­ 
dividuals as enemies, and prophesied that 
the new business would not pay. and 
shook their heads when they predicted 
failures.

WHEAT RAISING IN CALIFORNIA. 
The happiest day for California will be 
when this people will have to buy their 


velop the resources of her soil, made pro­ 
ductive by tender skies and sunshine, and 
her people realize greater profits than there 
is in raising wheat. 
France contains a 
large population to the square mile, blithe 
and merry, well fed, cleanly dressed. They 
all have a clean blouse, a ciear eye and a 
bright smile. 
They all toll, are blithe, 
merry and happy, and are engaged in the 
profitable production of that which Cali­ 
fornia can produce in abundance. Between 
the Sierra Nevada Mountains and the Pa­ 
cific Ocean lies another France. 
Sacra­ 
mento, Marysville, Stockton and Red Bluff 
are the Bordeaux, Lyons, Marseilles. Havre, 
and at the entrance of the Golden Gate lies 
San Francisco—your Fans. 
Treat the immigrant well. 
If he conies 
in the spring, he is not a spring ciiicken, 
onlv to be plucked. 
He comes with pos­ 
sibilities. 
He should be able to borrow 
money cheaply, to invest in a new home. 
He should at feast be able to obtain a loan 
of $200 or $.'100. to enable him to buy a 
team and till his land. Encourage him ; 
don't try to squeeze the life out of him the 
first year. 
He is not an orange, to be 
squeezed. H e should be encouraged to go 
to work and assist in developing the coun­ 
try. 
He is only a machine. A dairy cow 
is 
only 
a 
machine 
used 
in 
the 
manufacture 
of 
butter 
and 
cheese. 
The 
im migrant 
is 
a 
maeliine 
which comes here to grapple barehanded 
witli nature, and produce something to his 
profit, and that ot the purchaser and con­ 
sumer. Help him. buy bis tree and vine, 
so that he can be able to produce some­ 
thing, and be of value to the community. 
We must get the man here first. The only 
way to succeed in that direction is to con­ 
vince him that the climate is difierent from 
his own, and 


NOT WHAT IT HAS BEEN REPRESENTED. 
This citrus fair is not representative of 
your oranges, limes and lemons, but of 
your climate. If I should tell the people 
of Iowa, or any of the States in the north­ 
ern portion of the Mississippi valley, what 
I beheld in your Pavilion to-day. they 
would not listen to me, but would remark, 
“ Ob. another crank from California. " 
I 
tell you your fair is only a climate which 
you should put a red ribbon on, and give 
it to the people of the East. 
Let them 
know that oranges grow from Tehachapi to 
Siskiyou ; that they are plucked at the base 
of Mt. Shasta, whose pictured representa­ 
tion of its sum m it glittering with ice has 
done so much to slander California. Print, 
write and telegraph it east that north­ 
ern 
California 
has 
the 
same climate, 
soil and 
golden 
sunset 
as 
that of 
southern 
California. 
Show 
the same 
spirit of 
enterprise 
that 
the 
people 
of the southern portion of the State has 
shown. 
As a specimen of their oush and 
enterprise, the speaker referred to the 
shrewdness of Mr. Holt, who, not to be 
outdone by northern California, placed 
in tlie citrus fair exhibits from Riverside, 
to bolster up the idea that 
southern 
California was the only place where the 
orange could be grown to perfection. Con­ 
tinuing, the speaker said those people ex- 
liihit genuine Chicago qualities, and that is 
what made southern California, which to­ 
day has become so populous, wealthy and 
proud that she talks of forming herself 
into a State by drawing a line across Cali­ 
fornia at some point south of San Francis­ 
co. 
It requires just such spirit as actuated 
Mr. H olt to come right here aud show you 
to your teeth that your claims for citrus 
fruits was not nearly so good as tlieir's. 
We want that spirit manifested among our 
people, and desire them to 


CLOSELY ADHERE TO TH E TRUTH. 
The reputation of the average Californian 
in the East for truth and veracity is very 
bad. 
I remember that coining out from the 
East a short time ago. 
I was traveling iu a 
car where, amongst others, were several 
Californians. One of the latter told a story 
about a big beet, another about the im ­ 
mense size of our oranges, a third about 
some mammoth pumpkins, and a fourth, 
by way of a climax, said, “ Yes; the fact 
is* that California raises the biggest of 
everything in the line of fruit, vegetables 
and flowers." 
“ Yes,” remarked an East­ 
ern man who had been a silent listener, 
“ aud you might have added, the biggest 
liars.” 
i remarked, “ Yes. sir, you are. 
quite right: we don't propose to tak en 
back seat even on that proposition." 
In this m atter we m ust keep w ithin the 
truth aggressively. 
A vast area of this sec­ 
tion is devoted to immense wlieat-fields. If 
we don't have a failure in some of the 
wheat-producing sections of the world the 
profits arising from wheat production are 
small. Our wheat profits depend upon the 
misfortune of some foreign section. The 
olive, grape and orange are not produced 
throughout the earth as cereals are. 
Italy 
has only a small area that can be used in 
their culture. The cultivation of the grape 
in France is confined to a sm all area com­ 
pared with the area suitable to such culture 
in California. The culture -of those fruits 
is unknown in England and Russia, and 
confined to the Mediterranean basin. Out­ 
side of California there is no wine produced 
in the United States. They make and 
bottle what they call wine in Missouri, 
Ohio and other places, but it is_ little more 
that a decoction of syrups. 
It is true men 


drink and get m em - over it, but still it is 
not wine, 


SUCH AS IS PRODUCED IN CALIFORNIA. 
There are 60,000.000 jieople in tiie United 
States andj40,000,000 on the British Isles. 
One hundred million of English-speaking 
people demand in some form the products 
of this State, either as wine-drinkers, con­ 
sumers of fruit, green or canned. We need 
not then take a stand against the Black Sea 
countries, or wait for some dire calamitv to 
befall some bread-producing section, ’but 
turn the wheat fields into vineyards and 
orchards, in which line we have no com­ 
petition, and there is no danger of an over­ 
production. 
My friend Boggs, who is here on the 
platform, is a good Christian and a big 
wheat farmer. If there should be a war in 
Europe which would result in their wheat 
being left in the fields to rot, Boggs couldn't 
or wouldn’t 
feel sorry. 
1 would not 
blame him, 
for who would not who 
is

that 
business? 
1 ei 
us get out of raising wheat as soon 
as we can, and devote our broad acres to 
the cultivation of those crops that will bring 
happiness aud profit without desiring and 
rejoicing over the misery and misfortunes 
of others. The speaker pictured the pio­ 
neer who left Virginia, went West and 
built his log cabin in advance of civiliza­ 
tion. 
In course of time others followed in 
his footsteps, and when he observed the 
smoke from their chimneys he pulled up 
stakes, the country was getting too thickly 
settled for him and again dived into the 
Western wilderness. 
Thus did he keep 
ahead of development until the western 
confines of the continent were reached, 
and has no knowledge of the improve­ 
ments that have so closely followed in the 
line of his footsteps. H e was 


TH E PIONEER WHO BLAZED THE TRACK 
For the grand march of civilization. He 
must, however, now give way to others— 
men like those who have entered southern 
California and made her what she is to­ 
day—men who will make investments, try 
experiments, and, if they are not success­ 
ful, sell out at a profit. Some enterprising 
men purchased near San Fernando 20,«XHJ 
acres of land, paying therefor $20 per acre. 
It was an old sheep rauge. They piped a 
stream 
of 
water 
upon 
the 
land, 
cut 
it 
up 
into 
twenty-acre 
tracts, 
and 
sold 
it 
readily 
to 
settlers at 
$150 per acre. Other similar tracts were 
divided, subdivided, split and cut up, sold 
to actual settlers, and 
the 
population 
doubled and trebled. 
The same thing 
must be done in northern California. We 
m ust not invite tlie im migrant here and 
upon his arrival show him a 40,000-acre 
field of wheat—such as are to be found in 
Colusa—and say, “ Is not that a fine body 
of grain ?” Nor must we drive him over 
immense tracts of lauds used only as stock 
ranges. 
He will not grow fat feeding his 
eyes upon the oceans of grain, nor gazing 
upon the hills and dales covered with 
droves of cattle. 
He will, if he looks long 
enough, become a tramp. W hat we want 
is a cutting up of these large land-holdings. 
We want men to get land, plant oranges, 
and await results. 
If lie desires to go 
into the wine business, see that he is 
placed in the foothills, where land can bs 
obtained, where he can grow the olive, 
orange and v in e; put him in the way of 
making for him self a home and becoming 
independent. If he gets discontented and 
desires to go somewhere else, buy hin> out 
Keep the ball a rolling ; talk your country 
up. Tlie country south is populated up to 
its water supply now. and the coming im ­ 
migrant must come north. 
All through 
northern California you have a climate so 
pleasant—a country in which there is no 
winter—that you should speak of it on 
every occasion as 


“ a WINTEP.LESS LAND." 
You have no idea how pleasantly that 
falls upon the ear of those in the East who 
are cursed with the severity of winter. Jruag 
ine the dift'erence of the wage winner out of 
employment in the East in winter with one 
similarly situated in California. There is 
a pinch about poverty in the East, especi­ 
ally in the long dreary winter months, that 
is unknown in blessed California. The 
poor families who eke out a miserable 
existence in the East during the protracted 
winter months, if they could plant them ­ 
selves in the wintcrles3 climate of northern 
California could grow into independence. 
They would become our wine-makers, our 
oil-pressers. This citrus fair occasions a 
tenderness more eloquent than the tongue 
of man can express. 
Here can be laid the 
foundation of m any a home, with all the 
comforts and luxuries of life, to the many 
thousauds of poor families who to-day in 
Eastern cities 
are shivering from cold 
and suffering from hunger. 
It lies with 
us to see that 
this fact of the salubrity 
of our climate, 
the richness of our soil, 
and the value of our product, shall 
be truthfully told, it is our duty to see 
that those people are brought here, in doing 
which we are conferring a philanthropic 
benefit on men, women and children, lead­ 
ing them out of an “ Egyptian bondage" 
and into “ a la n d flowing’with m ilk and 
honey." 
I have tried to give you an earnestness of 
what is in me. for the future of northern 
California. In my reiuarke 1 have in­ 
tended no reflection upon any old Caiifor- 
niaus; they had their duty to perform, and 
they have done it well.

LETTER FROM I. N. HOAG. 


Conclusions as to V alu ab le R esults A ris­ 
ing F ro m the C itrus F rlr . 
Eds. Rbcord-Uniok : I regret very much 
that my business engagements prevented 
m y attendance at the citrus fair now being 
held in Sacramento. 
W hen, about a year 
ago, in a letter from Chicago to Dr. Latham 
I suggested the holding of such a fair, I 
named December as the month in which it 
should be held. 
By the holding of the 
fair now, you have settle»! for all time and 
beyond all question the fact that the semi- 
tropical or citrus fruit belt extends from 
Sail Diego to Siskiyou, instead of being 
confined to the five southern counties, as 
has been claimed and as was generally be­ 
lieved. 
If the fair had been held in De­ 
cember it would at the same tim e have set­ 
tled another question equally well, but 
which I see is now disputed—namely, that 
the northern fruit ripens from one month 
to a month and a half earlier than the 
same varieties ripen in the southern coun­ 
ties. 
To my mind this question is already 
settled, but I see that my friend Mr. Holt, 
who represents, perhaps, better than any 
other man in southern California the opin­ 
ions and feelings of the people of that part 
of the State on that subject, raises a doubt 
as to 


EARLIER RI PEN [NO OF THE NORTHERN FRUIT, 
And, to support his doubt, says that much 
of the fruit exhibited is not fully ripe. 
However, he answers him self and his 
doubt when he says the fruit on exhibition 
is mostly seedling, while the grafted vari­ 
eties, like the navel and some others of 
fixed characteristics, now generally grown 
in southern California, ripen much earlier 
than seedlings. 
There is a natural and unanswerable 
reason why the fruit grown where the un­ 
broken coast range mountains shut off the 
influence of the ocean breezes and fogs 
should ripen earlier than where these 
breezes and fogs influence the atmosphere. 
The 
ocean 
equalizes 
the 
temperature 
through the whole year. 
In other worils, 
it deducts heat from tlie temi>erature of the 
spring, summer and fall, while the fruit 
is growing and ripening, and adds it to 
the temperature of the winter, thus pro­ 
longing the growing and ripening season, 
and m aking the fruit later. 
This fact 
should convince Mr. Holt, or any other 
man who reasons, and a demonstration 
should not be needed to convince. 


ARRIVING AT THE REAL FACT. 
But Mr. H olt has traveled a long ways 
on the road towards the truth on citrus 
fruit culture in central and northern Cali­ 
fornia since he left hom e. 
W hile in Los 
Angeles, in an interview published in the 
Herald, in speaking o f the proposed citrus 
fair at Sacramento Mr. H olt is reported as 
ridiculing the whole idea, by a remark that 
“ he did not believe in citnis fruit culture 
in a climate where the cultivator had to 
share his blankets with his 
orchard.” 
When Mr. H olt now says that he would 
sooner engage in orjnge culture in Oroville 
than at Los Angeles, he gives away all the 
salt, so to speak, there is in his position. In 
this he acknowledges that the inland citrus 
fruit belt produces healthier trees and 
brighter, cleaner and better fruit than local- 
ites exposed to the dampness and fogs of 
the sea. 


SUPERIORITY OF CITRUS FRUIT GROWS IN A 
DRY CLIMATE. 
But there is one poifit I wish to call 
especial attention to, that, so far, seems to 
have been entirely overlooked in the dis­ 
cussion o f this subject. 
It is this: 
That 
citrus fruits grown and ripened in a dry 
and warm atmosphere are sweeter and keep 
m uch better than those grown and ripened 
in a warm but humid atmosphere. This 
accounts for the fact which I have bad an 
opportunity o f observing w hile in the 
East, that the California oranges and lem ­ 
ons keep much better than the Florida 
oranges anil lemons. 
Now, the oranges 
and lem ons, grown and ripened in the in­ 
terior o! the central and northern section 
of the State, come to 
maturity 
while 
the atmosphere is still dry, before the 
rainy season fairly seis in, while those in 
the southern counties ripen rather in and 
attiieeud of the rainv .sta-.cn than before it 
begins. 
I had an opportunity o f observing this 
fact also while in t 'hii-ago. as I had fruit 
from tin* north and south on exhibition 
a a d tesiid dieir keeping qualities.

THINGS IN GENERAL AND OTHERS

A Quiet Sensation — Solitude Su­

The attempted sensation of the Hill- 
Terry marriage fell ven.- Hat here. 
Our 
San Francisco press has been aching for a 
long time for something in the way of a 
sensation, and at last it came from Stock­ 
ton— the home of the cranks—designated 
tinder our laws and legislation as a home 
for the insane. Judge Terry is a figure in 
the history ot this State. One thing in this 
connection is worthy of mention : that the 
brass-buttoned, blue-coated Barnes is not 
again going to lift his forefinger and point 
it at Sarah Althea in open Court, and say : 
“ You miserable woman—wretch ! 
You 
are trying to wreck the fortune of my 
client.’’ Barnes is afraid of Terry. This 
is a cold fact; and now that Allie Hill Is 
Mrs. Terry, the redoubtable hero of the 
Seventh Regiment, National Guard of the 
State of New York, who went on a thirty- 
days’ tour across the Long Bridge over the 
Potomac, and then, like 
the King of 
France with his thousand men, marched 
back again, is not so belligerent as he 
“ used to was.’’ Abusing Sarah Hill, and 
Mrs. Terry, are two diilerent conditions. 
However, the Sharon fight is the Sharon 
fight, and let the Kilkenny cats fight it out 
on their own line. 
CLERK m’cAETHY. 
While the absquatuiation. so to speak, of 
“ Jack" McCarthy was scarcely a nine- 
days’ wonder, there exists in this city con­ 
siderable speculation a3 to the motive of 
his sudden departure. Rumor has it that 
the mere debts that he owed were not the 
inducements to accelerate his hasfv flight 
o’er the placid waters of the Pacific’ to the 
land of the cannibal. There is a little 
thing in connection with a certain matter, 
wherein it was intimated that Supreme 
Court decisions were in the market for 
sale, barter, or advancement on the cal­ 
endar. This insignificant tridinjr with the 
right of litigants was, by an accident, ex­ 
posed. Result: The Supreme Court re­ 
ferred the matter to the Bar Association— 
an irresponsible and unofficial body — 
which referred thecase back to the Supreme 
Court. McCarthy, the Clerk of the Court, 
being gone, how easy to say that our great’ 
dignified and Supreme Court was uot to 
blame for Buckley’s connubiations, “ as 
all the dirty work was done by our Clerk, 
and he has gone where the woodbine 
tw ineth! ’’ If all this frivolous talk of 
malicious designers is true, McCarthy has 
made of himself a vicarious sacrifice that 
will give him a golden throne in the heaven 
of whitewash. 


SOLITUDE SUPREMACY. 
There is a funny little story going about 
as to San Francisco caste. I suppose there 
is not a Pacific coaster who has not heard 
of Nob Hill, and few who do not know its 
location. “ In my Father's house are many 
mansions," is a piece of Scripture which 
the Bonanzionaire, James C. Flood, has 
probably read, and he thought he would 
add one more mansion that would eclipse 
and overshadow tlie others. So he got up 
upon himself and he raked Europe and the 
quarries. carpenter shops, paint shops and 
forests of line woods, carvers and painters, 
sculptors and imported hod-carriers to 
build him a house on the hill where it 
would “ surely stand.” About the time 
that the brown-stone front began to assume 
the proportions of the Tower of Babel, 
Governor Stanford was elected to the 
United States Senate. Mr. Crocker’s busi­ 
ness required his presence in New York, 
Mrs. Hopkins preferred the climate of 
Massachusetts to that of California, and the 
immediate neighbors of Jim Flood were 
somewhere else. The house is very grand, 
and very expensive, but it stands alone in 
its glory, and Mr. Flood is, like ltobinson 
Crusoe, monarch of all he surveys—except 
the encroachments of ihe Chinamen, who 
are moving with solemn tread towards Nob 
Hill, and who are now within a stone’s- 
throw of our one and only browu-stone 
front. 


SELECTION OF JU R IES. 
The new Constitution left the question 
of the selection of juries in a very much 
mixed condition, and our blind boss was 
cute enough to appreciate the situation and 
fix up, with the connivance of one of our 
.Superior Judges, a little plan to nominate, 
select and control a Grand Jury that has 
been in session for some ten months. The 
object of this patriot was to secure a Grand 
Jury that would give him control of the 
police force for political purposes. 
But 
“the best laid schemes of mice and men 
gang aft agley,” and the boss wasn't big 
enough for his job. 
It was necessary to 
put a few respectable men on the jury, to 
give the body a tone, so to speak, and the 
result has been that Buckley lias accom­ 
plished nothing except arousing public 
sentiment to the danger of the Grand Jury 
system as defined by the new Constitution. 
Recognizing this sentiment, unu scenting 
the slumbering volcano, the Superior Court 
met in executive session, in which a reso­ 
lution was introduced anil passed that here­ 
after the jury panels should be drawn by 
the Presiding Judge of the Superior Court, 
instead of the Judges who try the criminal 
cases. Not at all strange to say, the Crim­ 
inal 
Department Judges (Toohy and 
Murphy), two gentlemen 
accredited to 
United States citizenship from Marseilles, 
France, voted against the resolution, but it 
was passed nevertheless. The point in this 
is that it removes our jury system from the 
realm ot bossism, the new Constitution to 
the contrary notwithstanding. Judge Ed­ 
munds was chosen as presiding Judge, und 
if he does not fairly fulfill his trust, the 
people of San Francisco will b • mistaken 
in their estimate of his integrity. 


IN INSURANCE CIRCLES 
Here there is a laugh over the threat put 
forth hv the London and Liverpool and 
Globe Insurance Company, that unless the 
United States reformed its currency, the 
company would withdraw its 
business 
from this country. As the story goes, a 
traveling agent of the company came here 
from Australia loaded with English sov­ 
ereigns. In paying off some hills he re­ 
ceived a few cart-wheel dollars, and pro­ 
tested as only a Britisher can protest when 
he thinks he is wronged. His money was 
perfectly good for anything he wanted to 
buy, but it was inconvenient, you know, 
and ’ow about the blarsted h’exchanges? 
S jmebody, to cuv him, told him to write 
to the Times; hut he said he would prefer 
to write to the main h’agencv at New York, 
and the result was the letter to McPherson. 


THE 
DYNAMITE SCARE, 
Which was a very thin sensation, has died 
a natural death. The men engaged in it 
were evidently mere tools, of whom I can­ 
not say, but it will come out sometime; 
but whatever may he developed, there will 
be no getting over the fact that our greatest 
detective, Ike Lees, has once more succeed­ 
ed in making himself ridiculous. 
The 
whole thing was a puppet-show, gotten up 
for display, but it fell as flat as Sam Patch 
on his last and fatal jump. It was intended 
to kill off Dr. O’Donnell as a thorn in the 
side of the Democratic party ; hut, if the 
Democratic party can find no better am­ 
munition for the comiug battle, it should 
either surrender to O’Donnell or go out of 
business. 
HARD TIMES. 
On all hands and on all sides one hoars 
the cry of hard times in San Francisco. 
From observation I am inclined to think 
that there is some exaggeration in this pes­ 
simism. It is true that the days of extrav­ 
agance—the two bits a drink.and when the 
waters of the bay came unto Montgomery 
street, have passed by. We have got down 
to a sort of a nickel basis, but it seems that 
those who have the courage to accommo­ 
date themselves to the changed conditions 
are fairly prosperous ; that is, they are well- 
fed and clothed and not in immediate ne­ 
cessity where they can find something for 
their hands to do and are willing to use 
the hands. 
ro L rrio s 
Are in a somewhat muddled condition in 
San Francisco, and the city is, to a certain 
extent, an index of the State. The bosses 
are at their wits’ end. They see, feel and 
know that public sentiment is aroused 


against the dictation of a few ignorant and 
disreputable men, and that the time is ripe 
for a revolt against permitting their princi­ 
ples and feelings to do used as footballs by 
such cattle. The bosses read the hand­ 
writing on the wall, and all the old rele­ 
gated fossils are coming to the front as 
servitors of an independent movement, 
which said bosses are, in a spasm of virtue, 
trying to get up and control. Independent 
movements can do no harm, as they will 
put the bosses in a maelstrom from which 
they cannot extricate themselves, and the 
result will be a victory for the Republican 
party throughout the State, if it is careful 
to select honest, vigorous and trustworthy 
men.

first settlers doubted the capacity of the soil 
for the production of an ything m ore than 
gra-s for grazing. 
As late as 183!», w hen I, 
with m y parents, arrived in California with 
our ox teams, after crossing the plains, we 
found th e only settlem ents were along the 
livers, an d were told th at all the good land 
was taken up. 
W hat are now the great 
w heat fields of th e greatest whcat-growin 
State in the U nion—a State th at in ISSt 
produced about G,000,000 bushels of this 
staple cereal—were then vast prairies, cov­ 
ered w ith droves of wild cattle, the only 
use for w hich they were considered valu­ 
able. 
T he first w ho attem pted to till the 
“ plains land," as it was called, w ere con­ 
sidered foolish. 
To-day they arc the pos­ 
sessors of fine hom es, and are considered 
fortunate. T he virtue of the plains land 
being discovered, it was soon taken up as 
far as to the border of the foothills. 
Our 
people began to concede th at any w here in 
the valley a good crop could he raised by 
proper tillage, but the sam e wise heads 
th at 
were 
forced 
to 
this 
adm is­ 
sion 
by _ the 
experience 
th at 
su r­ 
rounded them , w ould gravely tell you 
th at the foothills possessed no elem ents of 
production. 
I t is not ten years since timse 
who invested in foothill lands at an y price 
were considered as taking desperate risks. 
Y et to-day as good fruits as were ever raised 
in this or an y other country are those w hich 
find their way to m arket from the foothills 
bordering the great Sacram ento valley; and 
as show ing the extent o f the business in 
th at region, let m e state that from two sta­ 
tions in th e foothills ot the one county 
of Placer there were shipped this last sea- 
tson 5,1)31,130 pounds of fruit. 
T he entire 
f shipm ents from the foothills of th at coun­ 
ty for th e season aggregate, as nearly as 
can be 
ascertained, abont 7,OX),00*1 of 
pounds. T his is exclusive o f raisins and 
other cured fruits, and of citrus fruits, the 
shipm ent of w hich constitute a consider­ 
able item ; and it is exclusive also of the 
m any tons of grapes grow n in that region 
and m anufactured into w ine and brandy. 
R eferring to the foothills, inasm uch as 
they constitute an extensive area of n o rth ­ 
ern California, and inasm uch as their de­ 
velopm ent has at this tim e but fairly com ­ 
menced, I would like to say th a t from m v 
observation of a num ber of years I am 
constrained to believe th at th ey are des­ 
tined, in the com paratively n e a r’future, to 
becom e the most attractive portion of Cali­ 
fornia, and for hom es the m ost desirable. 
It is dem onstrated th at the soil and clim ate 
of the hills are particularly adapted to the 
grow th and early m aturity of ail th e staple 
fruits in the highest degree of perfection— 
not excepting the orange, the lem on, the 
olive, the pom egranate, the vine and the 
fig. as the exhibits here attest. 
O roville is 
in the hills, \ acaville and W inters are in 
the hills, Colonia is in the hills, Mokei- 
um ne H ill is in the hills. A uburn and 
New castle are in the bills. 
Each of these 
places is represented here by a liberal dis­ 
play of th e finest and choicest citrus fruits. 
T he clim ate of th e foothills is un p aral­ 
leled—above th e ocean fogs, yet below the, 
m ountain snow ; and in sum m er w arm 
hut dry and invigorating. 
W ater an d tim 
her are abundant for all necessarv p u r 
poses ; and the scenery—w ith the snow 
capped m ountains in tlie background and 
the great Sacram ento vallev. w ith its rivers

As show ing the possibilities of th e foot- 
hill^, in a general way, I m ay be perm itted 
to cite a ease or two tiiat have come w ithin 
th e s e .***d m y ow n observation. 
These 
instances, I believe, will be interesting to 
m any * .riiiom tans. as well a- to o u r visitors 
from other State*, since it is true th at m ost 
ot i:- as I have show n i:i th e outset, are 
prone t * * * - :ep;ii\:l regarding the true 
m erits of m uch of ottr own átate. 
lu 1 .**.. f*‘lm \\ ells m oved w ith his fam 
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uands. 
H e secured forty acres of land and i 
I went to work on it. 
H e is a hard w orking I 
I m an and has worked hard. 
In the fall of j 
18»t, when he was relating to me his ex- ' 
perience, he said h e had supported his I 
fam ily, had paid for his place, had that | 
year sold $2,500 w orth of produce from it ' 


and had ju st refused an offer for his land f 
and im provem ents o f $6,500. 
j 
A gain, fifteen years ago an industrious 
G erm an, som ew hat advanced in years, by 
the nam e of Jo h n Kaiser, w ent into the 
foothills and settled on 80 acres of land 
near the town of Loomis. 
H e had m et 
w ith m isfortune in previous investm ents, 
and was at the tim e $2,000 in debt. 
He 
com m enced by putting in a sm all patch of 
grapes, w hich he gradually increased until 
to-Jay he has 23 acres in full bearing. 
lie 
struggled along w ithout capital, and was 
twice burnt out of house and hom e. 
Now 
he has over 300 acres of land, has a good 
house, two good-sized granite w ine cellars, 
a distillery, suitable barns, 
convenient 
cooperage, a blacksm ith shop, and other 
necessary outhouses. 
H e has a num ber of 
horses, catüe and young stock, his old debt 
paid and this cellars full of w ine and 
brandy. 
In short, lie has on a sm ell vine­ 
yard paid his debt, built three sets of im ­ 
provem ents and bought a large piece ot 
land. 
H is stock on hand, together w ith his 
farm and im provem ents, arc estim ated to 
be w orth about $20,000. 
A nd again : Jerry f’orter w ent into the 
foothills seven years ago. w ith no capital 
except w illing hands and a determ ined 
will. 
H e sold out last fall, and left w ith 
betw een $6,000 and $7,000 in cash. 
These instances could he m ultiplied in- 
defiuitely, but it is not necessary. 
These 
are cases, as 1 have said, th at cante w ithin 
the scope of m y own observation. No doubt 
residents of the foothills from other sec­ 
tions could recite sim ilar instances. 
B ut it 
will he rem arked that these are exceptions 
to the rule. 
T hey are above an aver­ 
age, 
but 
not 
because 
the 
condi­ 
tions 
were 
m ore 
favorable 
to 
theui 
th an 
to 
others, 
hut 
because 
the 
m en nam ed possessed the elem ents of econ­ 
omy, industry, prudence, patience and 
forethought to a higher degree th an the 
average of m ankind. They are cited to 
show w hat m en possessing these character­ 
istics in a high degree can do in the vast 
and com paratively undeveloped foothill 
region of N orthern California. 
W e say v a s t! 
T his foothill region is 
vast. 
It 
ranges

great extent 
of 
rolling country the soil and tem perature 
and productive capacity are not m aterially 
dissim ilar at th e sam e altitude. 
T he foot­ 
hills. however, vast as are th eir extent and 
great and varied as are th eir resources, 
constitute but the fringe, as it were, to the 
great arable regions of northern California. 
T he Sacram ento vallev contains in round 
num bers nearly 0,000,000 acres o f land, or 
m ore th an th e total area of Connecticut 
and Delaw are com bined. 
N orthern Cali­ 
fornia, em bracing about 50,000 square m iles 
of territory, is an em pire w ithin itself. 
It possesses num erous advantages not pos­ 
sessed by the southern portion of this State, 
and yet its praises arc less sung, anil as a 
m atter of fact it is less know n abroad th an 
is southern California. 
Some have sug­ 
gested th at northern California is good and 
great and grand enough w ithout praising, 
w hile 
southern 
California, 
lik e 
the 
preacher's coffee, has to be praised in order 
to be sw allowed. 
We, how ever, are too 
m uch of a Californian to desire to reflect 
on any portion of our great State, or to 
detract one iota from the m erits due to any 
section. 
Southern California is great, anil 
its greatness and rapid developm ent teach 
us the w onderful possibilities of northern 
California, w ith its m ines, its tim ber, its 
greater rainfall, its inexhaustible w ater 
supply, its navigable rivers, its m ountain 
lakes and grander scenery, its greater ara­ 
ble area, its better transportation facili­ 
ties, its 
fogiess 
and cloudless sum m er 
skies 
and 
its 
w interless 
winters. 
It 
is 
well 
know n 
here 
th at 
all 
th e products for w hich C alifornia is fa­ 
m ous can be grown in as great quantities, 
and to as great a degree of perfection, in 
the northern and m iddle counties us in any 
other p art of the State. 
Indeed, th e great 
volum e of the w heat export goes from 
northern California, and of the 1,025 car­ 
loads of fresh fruits shipped from Califor­ 
nia during the past season, all bu t 06 car­ 
loads were from the central and northern 
portions of th e State. 
A bout 800 carloads 
were shipped front the Sacram ento district, 
show ing conclusively th at this city, the 
com m ercial center o f n orthern California, 
is also the great center of the C alifornia' 
fruit trade. 
But then you will stH*. W hat has these 
great and varied productions got to do 
w ith citrus fruits? 
W heat and hav are 
not oranges; peaches, plum s and pears are 
not lentous ; grapes are not olives. 
Very 
tru e; hut we have -aid this m uch to in d i­ 
cate briefly som e of the charaeteristu s and 
possibilities of northern California in gen­ 
eral. 
Now. if in addition we can scow 
th at northern aud central C alifornia is the 
natural hom e of the orange, it is to be 
hoped we shall not have talked in vain. 
In the first place, w hile claim ing th at 
northern California is the natural hom e of 
the orange, let us adm it that southern Cali­ 
fornia. in the production of th is rich and 
valuable fruit, is at present fur ahead o f us. 
N otw ithstanding this, however, I will risk 
repeating the prediction m ade in the New- 
Y ear edition of th e R ecord-Union by Dr. 
Frey, o f Newcastle, to the effect th a t in the 
course of tim e certain sections of northern 
California will he preferred for the produc­ 
tion of the citrus fruits. 
W e have show n how by gradual experi­ 
m ent, and alw ays in the' fitee o f popular 
prejudice, one afteran o th er of ou r resources 
has been unfolded. 
H ow at first it was 
said there was no farm ing land in Califor­ 
nia, and how, finally, th e alluvial soil of 
the river bottom s was adm itted to he good 
for farm ing. 
H ow for years th e plains 
land was regarded as worthless for w h e a t; 
and how they now constitute the great 
wheat fields of th e greatest w heat State in 
the U nion. 
H ow th e foothills were de­ 
spised fur their apparent barrenness, and 
how to-day they are giving proofs of be­ 
com ing the richest and best iru it region of 
the world. 
Those who have been here for tw entv- 
five or th irty years and observed lítese 
changes w ill'a d m it th at the proof of our 
capacity for the production of citrus fruits 
in 
northern California 
is to-day m uch 
m ore positive than was th e proof of the 
capacity of the foothills for th e production 
of such fruits as they are now noted, ten 
years ago. 
T he question w ill n atu rally be asked, 
W hy, if no rth ern California is adapted to 
the grow th of citrus fruits, is th e indus­ 
try so backw ard com pared to th e sam e in ­ 
dustry in southern C alifornia? 
T he a n ­ 
sw er is not far to seek. 
In tite first place 
it m ust be rem em bered th at em igration 
projects itself on lines of latitude in the 
m ovem ents of population. 
You trace na­ 
tionalities to their resting place generally 
on the line o f latitude from w hich they 
start. 
T he riwedcs ami Norw egians settle 
in M innesota and W isconsin. 
T he Span­ 
iards, Portuguese and Italians in Florida 
and Louisiana. So of our own States. T he 
New England States sent the overflow of 
population into New Y ork and northern 
Ohio, n orthern Indiana. Illinois and Iowa. 
T he old colonies of V irginia an d N orth 
C arolina settled in southern Indiana, south­ 
ern Illinois and M issouri. 
A people carry 
w ith them the agriculture w ith w hich they 
are m ost fam iliar. 
An em igrant from a 
com and w heat-raising country tests the 
value of the country to w hich he em igrates 
by its capacity to produce bread stuffs and 
m eats. 
N orthern California was settled 
largely from the N orthern States by men 
but little versed in fruit culture, and es­ 
pecially the culture of ait rus fruits. 
If the 
country north of Stockton had been settled 
by Portuguese, Spaniards, Italians and em ­ 
igrants from France, the region to-dav 
would doubtless be celebrated' for the va­ 
riety and quality and excellence of its 
citrus fruits. 
Gerkc. whose 100 acres of 
vineyard constituted the basis ol'Slanford’s 
vineyard at V ina, the largest vineyard in the 
world,w as a French.-Swiss,and front the vine 
grow ing region of Sw itzerland. 
T he first 
thought th at occurred to him in occupying 
his new hom e, as a transplanted inhab­ 
itant, was—" W ill the products I have been 
accustom ed to at hom e grow here?" 
H e 
m ade the experim ent, and found the a n ­ 
sw er to be in the affirm ative. 
B ut the 
w heat-raisers of B utte and Colusa cante 
from countries w here w heat and corn, cat­ 
tle and hogs were the chief objects o f agri­ 
cultural industry. 
On the other hand, 
there was a large infusion of Southern 
European elem ent in th e early settlem ent 
o f southern California. 
T heir habits and 
natures led them earlv to engage in the 
citrus fruit in d iu tiy , and to establish the 
adaptability o f th a r portion of th e State 
for tiie production of those fruits.

Some of its 
fruit, I believe, is here on exhibition. 
For 
seven or eight years its average yield has 
been a t least 1,600 oranges per annum . 
W hat was done by th e Rev. Mr. Peck was 
done by others in N orthern California. 
W hen trees thus planted liezan to bear 
fruit, and fruit, too, of th e brightest golden 
color and finest flavor, the reasoning m ind 
w ould

the orange can be seen grow ing and th riv ­ 
ing in nearly all portions o f northern Cali­ 
fornia. 
in Solano, at Vacaville. Vallejo, 
W inters an d all through the foothill por­ 
tions of th at county, we find the orange 
and other citrus fruits. 
In Yolo, a t W ash­ 
ington, and up and down tlie Sacram ento 
from th at place, grow ing citrus fruits are not 
rare. 
At W oodland, K night’s Landing, 
D avisville and in the Yolo foothills thev 
grow to perfection. 
In Colusa, at Orland, 
St. Jo h n ’s, Colusa. Princeton and all along 
th e Sacram ento in th at county, as well as 
in th e foothills of the Coast Range, are 
to he found the orange and other citrus 
fruits. 
In T eham a county they are grow ­ 
ing at Teham a, V ina and Red Bluff. In ail 
parts of B utte they can be seen. Oroville, 
in th at county, it is estim ated, has 3,000 
bearing trees. 
Y uba has citrus trees in 
m any localities. 
M arysville, the county 
seat, has 2,000 in bearing. 
All through tlie 
foothills o f Nevada, El Dorado, A m ador 
an d Calaveras the orange tree is growing, 
an d producing to perfection. 
Placer has 
several thousand 
trees, 
and 
shipped 
from the one station o f Newcastle alone 
up 
to 
Jan u ary 
2d, 
including a car­ 
load to Denver, 53,778 oranges. 
At all the 
principal points in 
Sacram ento county 
citrus fruits can be seen grow ing and hear­ 
ing. 
It is estim ated th a t citrus fruits are 
grow ing to-day in th e open air in more 
than 1,000 different places in n orthern Cal­ 
ifornia. 
It can safely be said th at we have 
passed beyond the stage of experim ents, 
and th at the phenom enal success that lias 
attended the planting of citrus fruits in 
northern 
California 
thus 
far 
will 
insure 
a 
great 
im petus 
to 
the 
business of th eir production in the future. 
O ur experience, if we h ad n o thing else to 
guide us, proves th at we have a clim ate 
adapted not only to citrus fruits, b u t to the 
production o f cotton, silk, tea, tobacco, 
olives and olive oil, figs, rgisins, dates, and 
fcvery kind of wine, table an d raisin grape 
in tlie world, 
But we have m ore th an our 
experience 
to 
dem onstrate 
the 
cli­ 
m atic advantages of central and no rth ­ 
ern California for 
the 
production of 
oranges, olives 
and 
other citrus fruits. 
W e find the hom e of the orange, lem on, 
citron, shaddock, and other citrus fruits 
will be found in the vicinity of Rome, 
Naples, Florence, M adrid, M arseilles, A l­ 
giers, Jerusalem , A lexandria, etc. 
The 
therm al condition necessary for the grow th 
of the olive is a m ean of the coldest m onth 
of 41°. 
T he sam e is substantially true of 
the orange. 
Bv com paring the tem ­ 
perature of northern California w ith tlie 
tem perature of the orange and olive cen­ 
ters o f southern Europe, the conditions 
here are found to be altogether favorable, as 
th e follow ing figures will show : 


pronounce 
m ost delicious California fruit that we ever 
tasted.” 
Perry A Co.. of Denver, Col., acknow l­ 
edging receipt o f a sam ple box o f oranges 
sent by the Co-operative F ru it Com pany at 
Newcastle, write, under date of Decem ber 
20, 1885, as follow s: 
“ Sam ple box of 
oranges received yesterday, and we wired 
you last night. 
T he oranges are a com ­ 
plete surprise, and we are in ecstacies over 
them . 
W hy did n 't we know they w ere so 
fine before? 
People were not ready for 
California oranges, and sm iled at th e idea 
of fruit from there that was of any account 
at this tim e of the year. 
B ut the sam ­ 
ple is 
beautiful, 
-and 
we 
can 
sell 
them 
for anything a person 
w ants." 
T he w iring was for a carload, w hich was 
sent a few days after receipt ot the telegram . 
M ankind naturally follows the orange. 
H e has done so in all ages. T he northern 
tribes of early Europe m ade raids on their 
southern neighbors in the hope o f possess­ 
ing them selves of their sunny clim e anil 
th eir orange groves. 
In the four years from 1880 to 1884 most 
of the southern counties of our State which 
advertised them selves as orange-growing 
counties doubled th eir taxable property, 
and no doubt their population. 
Los A n­ 
geles in th at tim e increased in population 
from 11,000 to 30,000. T he tacts of our 
capacities for tlie production of citrus fruits 
once know n, and people will flock here 
from all regions of the earth to enjoy our 
clim e and the m any advantages it ailords. 
By com parison, 'little, indeed, lias been 
done tow ard m aking know n the w onderful 
ros*,urces and advantages of northern Cali­ 
fornia. 
U ntil the organization of the 
N orthern California Im m igration Society, 
with headquarters in this city —a little 
m ore th an a year ago—there was no con­ 
certed 
effort 
to 
inform 
th e 
world 
regarding 
this 
favored 
portion 
of 
our State. 
T h at organization has not been 
idle. 
T his first citrus fair in northern Cali­ 
fornia is largely the outgrow th of its efforts. 
It has done good work and lots of it, and 
new com ers are already in our m idst and 
pleased w ith their location who. except for 
the efforts of tlie Im m igration Society, would 
have gone on to huv a hom e at a greater 
expense in som e tess favored 
locality. 
There is w ealth in im m igration, and all 
efforts to dissem inate tlie facts regarding 
northern California should be heartily and 
substantially encouraged hv every citizen of 
this favored portion of the State. 
W hile through the lecturers, papers and 
adv- rtising pam phlets sent broadcast by 
large landholders for speculative purposes, 
southern California has been read about 
and sung about by th e people of ail States 
and countries, there lias been none to raise 
his voice beyond the confines of the region 
itself in behalf of this northern portion of 
the State. 
It is tim e th at we begun to sing 
our own praises, a t least to the extent of 
m aking know n th e truth. 
B ut then, you say, if several m illions of 
people settle in N orthern California, and 
all go to raising oranges, w hat will wo do 
w ith the fruit? 
H av eu o fea ro f theorange 
m ark e t; 
an d 
as 
to 
the 
question 
of 
profit, 
th at 
m atter 
is 
easily solved 
Tlie area in th e world w here oranges 
can 
be successfully grow n 
is lim ited, 
w hile the consum ption of the fruit is u ni­ 
versal, ami will increase as the product be­ 
comes better know n and cheaper. W e have 
60,0u0,000 m ouths to feed in the U nited 
States. 
In 18!W th at num ber will have 
increased to 70,000,000, and in 1ÓÓ0 to 05.- 
000,OOo. and so on for a hundred years. 
W e shall have a m arket for all we can 
grow, if we plant out the w hole of n o rth ­ 
ern California, and even terrace steep h ill­ 
sides as they do in Jap an and China. 
In this connection I w ould say, Califor­ 
nia m ust necessarily resort to tlie growing 
of fruits or her comm erce w ill decline. 
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A u stralia a n d In d ia can 
pro*iduce bread- 
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stufis for the world. 
Every experim ent to 
carry w heat overland has failed, and I fear 
will continue to fail. 
W e are therefore 
forced to m ake the longest sea voyage on 
the face of the globe to reach the bread­ 
stuff m arkets of the world. 
Besides all 
this, the highest use to which land m ay 
be devoted ;s th at use w hich m akes the 
largest am ount of labor on each acre profit­ 
able ; 
or. stated differently, that land is 
best cultivated w hich gives profitable em ­ 
ploym ent to the m axim um quantity of 
labor on the m inim um quantity of land. 
There is the broadest question oi' states­ 
m anship and political econom y underlying 
this consideration. 
T he problem w hich 
anil it has been re- 
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Y ou will notice, by a com parison of these 
figures, th at A uburn, Sacram ento, M arys­ 
ville, Red Blufi, R edding and other places 
in northern California have a higher mean 
tem perature for th e coldest m onth than the 
cities of Rome, M adrid. M arseilles, Jerusa­ 
lem, etc., w hile the therm om eter «cquently 
fulls to a low er degree in Rome, .'vtplcs and 
M adrid, than in Sacram ento, M arysville. 
A uburn or Red Bluff.

As 
icrtlier proof 
tinder 
th is 
head, 
we 
find 
from th e 
m eteorological 
ob­ 
servations o f the Signal Service, the most 
reliable data possible, th at the m ean or 
average tem perature o f this portion of 
California for 31 years is 60°. 
W e find, 
further, that the isotherm al line of the 
m ean annual average tem poral lire of 66° 
F ahrenheit covers tiré finest citrus regions oi 
th e earth. 
It takes in th e fruit belt of 
Spain, Italy, A sia M inor, the countries 
ot

, 
. 
Egypt, 
the 
foothills 
of 
India | w “.‘«-'h proaim es a 
th e great 
valleys

across to m iddle and northern California 
as far north as Redding. 
Tiiis (V)' belt in ­ 
cludes the oldest and largest citrus fruit 
regions in the world. 
The regions in this 
isotherm al belt in Asia have 
produced 
citrus fruit in great quantities from a tim e 
long anterior to their w ritten history. W hen 
the valleys of the Tigris, the Euphrates 
and the Nile were m ost thicklv populated the 
people m ainly subsisted o n 'th e date. 
In 
Japan, w here th e citrns fruit business bus 
been so long established, the m ean average 
tem perature for the w inter m onths, as I 
learn from Dr. I.atham , who has resided 
there seven years, is 42 ‘.P. 
H ere the aver­ 
age for the w inter m onths is 4S.30. T here 
they have snow an d ice : 
here we have 
none to speak of. A ll the countries having 
the tem perature o f northern California are 
tlie richest fruit regions of the world. 
A 
close investigation w ill dem onstrate that 
no part of vine-clad France. Italy or Spain 
can com pare w ith us in our advantages for 
the production of superior fruits. 
T his m uch by way of dem onstrating that 
northern California is th e natural hom e of 
the orange. 
Now a m om ent to show w hy 
I beii* ve w ith Dr. F rey that it will in tim e 
be preferred by those designing to em bark in 
th eir production. As Dr. F rey savs, we have 
no chilly logs in sum m er to m ar the bloom 
or to sour tlie fru it; 
black scale, so com ­ 
m on in southern California, is to us u n ­ 
know n : our fruit, therefore, is handsom er 
and better, and consequently brings more 
in the m arket. 
T he average price realized 
by th e producer o f oranges in northern 
California this w inter is between two and 
three cents 
aprece. 
Again, 
owing 
to 
the 
absence 
of

cliillv sum m er 
fogs, 
such 
as 
prevail 
in 
die 
s**u:h- 
ern 
counties. 
o u r 
fruit 
ripens 
from 
a m onth to five w eek-, earlier than in 
Southern California. 
T his is another con­ 
dition favorable to he:ter ¡ rices. 
T he first 
oranges were shipped this season from 
\ ac&vi'te as early as the 1st o f Novemoer, 
and from th e foothills as early as the 2tst of 
th e sam e m onth. It is a fortunate condition 
for the orange-grower of northern Califor- 


garded as tlie highest problem o f civiliza­ 
tion—is how to support th s largest num ber 
of people on the sm allest area. 
T he cul­ 
ture w hich will profitably em ploy ten la­ 
borers on a single acre, is w orth to a coun­ 
try m ore than that culture which w ould 
profitably em ploy the labor of hut one man 
on ten acres. T he social, m oral and in ­ 
tellectual advantages arising from density 
of population, form s a part of the con­ 
sideration in favor of devoting the soil to 
th at character of culture w hich gives the 
m axim um o f em ploym ent on th e m ini­ 
m um of land, 
As the cultivation of fruit 
requires a higher intelligence th an the 
cultivation o f cereals, requiring a more 
intim ate know ledge o f the law s of germ 
life, of botany and of agricultural chem ­ 
istry, I apprehend th at the people devoted 
to such industry w ill necessarily possess a 
higher average intelligence th an ilpj peo­ 
ple devoted to the cultivation of wheat, 
com , etc. 
On this question o f staple fruit 
aud citrus culture, let m e say agalu there 
need be no fear of over-production. 
The 
objections usually urged on this ground 
j are often the m erest folly. E very country 
...i * i 
• . 
s a su fliojent am ount of any 
itote an im portant factor of 
i export teaches the world to rely upon 
th at country for tHat production. 
T he 
greater the production the greater the cer­ 
tainty of the m astery of the m arket. 
If California produced but 1,000 tons of 
w heat, in excess of hom e consum ption, it 
w ould be absolutely w orthless, because 
com m erce w ould not organize itself in such 
a way as to take th at w heat. 
T ransporta­ 
tion w ould be so heavy against it that it 
w ould never find its way to m arket. Sipii- 
lar results will attend the cultivation of ail 
fruits, citrus as well as other kinds. 
The 
danger or w ant of m arket will not he in 
over-production, b u t rather ir: under-pro­ 
duction. 
It is the pioneer stage o f fruit­ 
grow ing of any kind w hich is unprofitable. 
W hen enough has been grown to m ake its 
sale and movenaent a m atter o f first im ­ 
portance to comm erce and transportation, 
these great elem ents will adjust them selves 
to it as a rule, aud build it so firm ly into 
the groat world of com m erce an d financial 
activity th at it cannot he ignored. 
Now a word in conclusion 
to those 
in search o f hom es: 
W hile this State 
is young and developing, it offers su ­ 
perior 
advantages 
for 
the 
hom e- 
seeker. 
I often w onder th at more people 
from our over-crowded cities, where the 
chances for bettering th eir condition are 
very lim ited, do not seek tlie country, the 
hills or their valleys, secure a sm all piece 
of grouud on the best term s possible and 
plaDt a hom e. 
To those w ho are sober, 
industrious 
and 
patient. 
though 
of 
sm all 
m eans, 
northern 
California 
of­ 
fers superior advantages 
for 
securing 
hom es, and our hom e-ow ners, ou r lan d ­ 
o vtiers arc our best citizens. 
A land of 
true hom es, som e one has said, is a land of 
true greatness 
Therefore, let us all strive 
to possess ourselves of a hom e for our ow n 
sake, for our fam ily's sake, and for th e 
sake o f our country.

SPEECH OF GENERAL N. P. CHIPMAN. 
T he next speaker introduced was G eneral 
N. P. C hipm an, of Red Bluff, who said : 
Mr. President: 
I have been requested to 
occupy fifteen m inutes of th e tim e of this 
convention in portraying th e advantages o f 
Teham a county as a region for grow ing 
citrns fruits. 
I w ant to say, M r. President, 
that you have curtailed m y duty a t th e 
w rong end of th e proposition. 
Y ou ought 
to dim inish the area or enlarge th e tim e. 
1 desire also to enter a m ild protest 
against the effort to induce settlers to com e 
into our part of th e State on th e single ad­ 
vantage of its being adapted to citrus fruits. 
You all rem em ber the story of the P rince 
who m ade up his m ind to m arry the young 
lady only w ho w ould fit a certain glass slip­ 
per. w hich he by accident picked u p in the 
m idst of an assem blage of very charm ing 
and beautiful m aidens. 
H e found her in 
tiie kitchen finally, after having rejected, 1 
have no doubt, a score or m ore lovely crea­ 
tures, any one of w hom w ould have m ade 
him a good wife, possibly better than C in- 
drella. 
Indeed, if th e size o f the foot was 
to be the s 
i •/*.*r non, I could have found a 
m illion for hiiu any day in tlie kingdom o f 
China. 
1 have alw ays thought the Prince 
of the Cindreila story was n very narrow ­ 
m inded and foolish fellow. 
O ur wives 
m ust have som ething m ore than sm all 
feet, Mr. President, and to apply the story, 
our orchardists m ust look to som ething 
m ore than oranges and lem ons. 
\\ e w ant diversity of products. 
There is 
a certain charm associated w ith the orange 
grove th at don’t belong to th e apple orchard 
or the w heat field. 
But we c an 't build up 
a country out of poetical effects. 
A fter ail, 
th e struggle for existence im plies a tussle 
w ith occupations taking final shape in 
dollars and cents. 
As I understand this m ovem ent, how ­ 
ever, it is not to put forward the Sacra­ 
m ento valley as the hom e of the orange 
especially, hut to convince the world that 
oranges arc now, and can hereafter hi* grown 
here successfully and profitably, and th at 
hom e-seekers who come to our coast deter­ 
m ined to settle w here citrus fruits m ay be 
raised need not go to Los Angeles or River­ 
side unless they choose to do so. 
I believe th at this exposition has, by its 
exhibit, full dem onstrated the adaptability 
of our soil an d clim ate to th e grow th of 
the-e fruii.s. 
W e challenge a careful study 
of tlie conditions requisite to success, and 
we m ay confidently assert th at they w ill he 
found anyw here in the Sacram ento valley 
and its adjacent foothills. 
1 cam e here 
skeptical. 
A year ago 1 advised your Sec­ 
retary against m aking an effort sim ilar to 
this one. 
I thought our country had so m uch to 
com m end it, apart from orange-grow ing, 
th at we should be w asting our efforts to 
hold out w hat seemed to m e a false hope 
of com peting w ith southern California in a 
direction w here natural conditions were 
apparently against us. 
I begin to th in k I 
was m istaken. 
In several counties repre­ 
sented here the orange crop already figures 
in commerce. 
T he specim ens they present at this fair 
com pare favorably w ith any in the m arket. 
F rom m y own county we bring you 
oranges, lem ons, olives and pom egranates. 
They are no hot-house products ; the trees 
th at bore them have stood the cold of 
m any w inters w ithout covering of any 
kind, and were nipped by no frost. 
The 
lem ons sent here by G. G. K im ball, of Red 
Bluff, were grown upon a tree now fifteen 
years old, and has. borne fruit regularly for 
years, and was never protected from frost.. 
Oranges are hero from trees plated by Mr. 
Cone ai’i.l Mr, Crot?er and others, som e of 
w hich bore the .third >ear from planting. 
They grow in black loam in th e bottom 
land's, and they grow on th e red and gray 
hills of the highlands. 
T hey have had a 
variety of exposures w ith lik e success. 
I am prepared to yield to these convinc­ 
ing evidences, and so should any reason­ 
able person he w ho is seeking the tru th . 
B ut. M r. President, now th at T eham a 
county bus recorded herself beside the 
orange-grow ing counties of th e valley, I 
wish to use the rem aining m inutes given tne 
in a brief outline description of the county. 
From foothiU to foothill on our south 
line is a breadth of 43 m iles : at Red Bluff 
a breadth of 35 m iles, and at our no rth line 
42 m iles ; aud a length of 4<J m iles, m aking 
over one m illion acres, substantially all o f 
w hich m ay he cultivated to cereals or iruits. 
T h is vast area is fringed on the east and 
west by noble m ountain ranges teem ing 
with a w ealth o f grasses an d of m erchant­ 
able tim ber. 
The State of Delaware could be placed in 
this valley, w ith land to spare. 
R hode 
Island could find easy footing an d not en­ 
croach upon the m ountains. 
M uch of this land is rich bottom loam 
and adobe; and a large am ount is level 
plains o f deep soil and rich in p lant food, 
w hile other is rolling hill land, very pro­ 
ductive of plant r ' 
Thousands of acres 
of rich an d productivo lands lie outside of 
this and at greater elevation, hut capable 
of producing th e finest fruits and vegetables 
and grain. 
I invite attention to th e display o f M r. 
W heeler H azen, from a farm 2,000 feet 
above sea-level. 
Intelligent people in San Francisco ask 
lue how we spend tlie long w inter m onths 
in the m ountains at Red Bluff. 
I am often 
com m iserated by friends in our chief city 
for being locked up in the w inter snow s of 
the Sierras for six m onths o f the year. 
There is room for m issionary work here^ 
a t hom e, 
1 would like to fee! th at grow n­ 
up m en and women in California, ii no­ 
where else, could be m ade to know that th e 
navigable w aters of the Sacram ento river 
at R ed B luff do n ot go rushing down 
a rocky canyon on a grade of 100 feet to 
the m ile; aiid that the seventh in rank 
of w heat-grow ing counties an d the fourth 
in wool does not lie in th e heart of the 
Sierran. 
I would like to im press the sim ­ 
ple s*ml.s of our m etropolis who have 
heard o f G overnor Stanford’s 3,000-acre 
vineyard in T eham a county that it is not 
situated on top of Lassen Buttes. 
Pardon me. Mr. President, for obtruding 
a com parative table of m inim um and m ean 
tem perature an d rainfall for Red Bluff, 
Sacram ento and Los Angeles. 
From ¡i 
table published in a reliable form I find 
that from 1875-6 to 1882-3, as given bv th e 
U nited States Signal Oflic s, for a period of 
seven years, the m inim um tem perature a t­ 
tained at Los Angeles was 28’ F a h re n h e it; 
Sacram ento, 22°; Red Bluff, 
24°. 
The 
m ean tem perature for th e sam e period 
w as: 
Los Angeles, 66°; Sacram ento. 01°; 
' 
Red Bluff, 64°. 
There was one day in 1883 
when «lie therm om eter registered 19?. 
In 
1884 the lowest was 22 '. an d in 1835,30°. 
Our dgnal officer, Mr. W illiam s, inform s 
m e th at our lowest m ean tem perature for 
eight years was 25.7°. 
H e also said th at 
the difference in th e hum i lity here and a t 
Los Angeles would give u**'an advantage 
of 5°. 
W e know as a fact th at w ith th e 
tem perature at and below freezing point 
ice does not form in our vallev and vegeta­ 
tion is not bitten. 
Mr. W illiam s also gave 
m e tim fact from his records th at in eight 
years tlie percentage of clear days was .60; 
of fair days .21. and of rainy. .1!)! 
\ \ iiy is it, Mr. President, people rush off 
to “ see N aples and die," w hen they ran 
com e to Red Bluff and bask in her su n n v 
clim e, and not feel obliged to die at all? 
I have plucked oranges at lovClv Borren to 
and looked out over the Buy of'N aples a t 
V esuvius, w hile th e juice ran dow n m y 
chin—1 mean th e juice of th e orange—but 
I assure you it was no ** weeter t han from one 
gathered from a Red B luff tre e ; an d as for 
\ esuvius, I would rather look upon grand 
old M ount Shasta any «ay, and the waving 
w heat fieles of the Sacram ento valley, th an 
th e lazy blue w aters of Naples. 
T h e average rainfall for seven years at 
Los Angeles has been 12 inches, at .Sacra­ 
m ento 1!), at Red B luff 27. 
I quote from 
th e table already referred t >. 
Mr. W ill­ 
iam s says—incipriing l s s j 
to D ecem ber 
31st—our average for eight years has been 
28.42 inches. 
I hope you will pardon m e one or tw o 
m ore words. 
V iticulturists and orchardists have fre­ 
quently called attention to T eham a county 
as possessing the highest and best condi­ 
tions for fruits and vines, and yet but little 
has been done. 
Good land is plentiful an d 


cheap. 
W herever fruit-grow ing has been 
attem pted success has attended th e effort. 
N ear the village of V ina a narrow strip 
o f land on Deer creek is being cultivated 
to fruits by C hinam en in a very slipshod 
a n d im perfect m anner, and yet they sell 
about $75,000 w orth of dried fruits an n u al­ 
ly. 
Good cultivation ought to double this 
result, and, bail as it is, th e incom e is rive 
tim es as m uch as w heat would produce on 
th e sam e acreage. 
If we have not the 
hom e o f the orange, w hich is perhaps yet 
to be proved, we have the hom e of greatly 
m ore valuable fruits, in m y judgm ent, and 
we have a clim ate agreeable enough for 
anybody who don’t w ant to be an angel 
forthw ith. 
One wora about the dreaded n orth wind. 
W hen L ieutenant Craig was in charge of 
th e Signal Corps of th e coast, he visited 
R ed B luff to confer w ith the officer in 
charge there. 
The conference was m ainly 
about the north wind. 
L ieutenant Craig 
advanced the theory, w hich is confirm ed, 
by observations of th at corps, th at the 
blasting effects of the north w ind is dim in ­ 
ishing year by year. H e says the increased 
production of trees and cereals an d cultiva­ 
tion of the soil increases the hum idity of 
th e atm osphere, and results in charging it 
w ith m oisure and the neutralization of its 
desiccating 
effects. 
T ree-planting 
w ill 
ultim ately em asculate th e north w ind as a 
pow er for evil, and m ake it as welcom e for 
its sanitary results, an d to dim inish ex­ 
cessive m oisture, as it is now dreade 
But, Mr. President, 1 am adm onished 
iiat m y tim e has expired. 
I w ould like to 
dw ell upon the varied resources of my 
c o u n ty : I would delight in draw ing you a 
picture of its w ealth of charm s for phy­ 
sical existence, of its beautiful w om en and 
brave m en, but, out of consideration for 
som e of our sisters who are not so richly 
blest, 1 refrain. 
M y people besought m e not to overdo 
o a r m erits, and, above ail things, to respect 
th e feelings of others. 
I now give the floor 
to our generous rivals. 


SrEECU OF JtJDGE C. S. LOTT. 


Judge C. S. Lott, of Oroville, was the 
n e x t speaker. 
H e said he bad been in ­ 
vited to address those present upon \h e 
subject of fruit culture in B atte county. 
H e had prepared no w ritten speech ; all he 
knew upon the subject was w hat he liad 
■earned irom his experience in citrus cult­ 
u re ; th at he could give in a few words, and 
th eir fruits now on exhibition were a fair 
sam ple of the possibilities of th eir soil and 
clim ate. 
W e are proud of our exhibit, j 
w hich we th in k eauuot be equaled else­ 
w here. 
T he first orange tree planted in 
B utte county was at Bidw ell’s Bar, eight 
m iles above the tow n of Oroville, on the 
S outh fork of the Feather river. T his tree 
w as procured in 1859, by Robert T. Van 
O rden, for Judge Lewis. 
A nother, pro­ 
cured about the sam e tim e, was set out at 
O phir, the original nam e of the town of 
O roville. T he oranges, the s. ed from w hich 
produced those trees, was eaten in Sacra­ 
m ento by Mr. M orrell. O ne was from Aca­ 
pulco, the other a B urgam ot from Italy. 
T h e seeds were planted in this city, and the 
tree th at w ent to B idw ell’s Bar w as from 
th e Acapulco orange. 
It is now 31 years 
o f age. and has been hearing 19 years. 
It 
was five years old when it was transplanted 
from Sacram ento to Bidwell s Bar. being 
conveyed th ith e r in a tub of earth, and 
from th at tree sprung ail the '«-incipal 
seedling fruit in and around Oroville. T he 
lem ons are all from seeds from fruit im ­ 
ported from Sicily. 
It can be tru th fu lly 
stated lh at all our citrus fruits have im ­ 
proved upon th e original. 
Mo country 
ever rai-ed an orange or lem on th at will 
no t thrive better an d produce m ore lu x u ri­ 
antly in B utte county than in its native 
country. 
T he 
average 
tem perature of 
B utte county, both day an d night, is lower 
iiian that of any of the coast counties. 
T h a t is the secret surrounding the fact th at 
o u r fruit ripens several weeks sooner than 
does the oranges of Los Angeles and R iver­ 
side. 
W e have w arm nights as well as 
days. 
In southern California their days 
are as w arm as ours, blit th eir nights m uch 
cooler. 
W e have no dam p fogs, no heavy 
d ew s; 
hence the superior quality an il 
flavor of our fruit. T he speaker stated the 
num ber of bearing trees in B utte county, 
■md the num ber of voting trees lately 
out out. 
He said 
he waó often a^ked 
í tiie m any varieties of seedling fruit did 
not deteriorate. To all such inquiries be 
positively answ ered no. 
They are larger 
producers their fruit thinner skinned, and 
of better tlavor th an any grow n south of 
an Francisco. T he Bidw ell B ar tree pro­ 
duces good seed, and trees raised from the 
seed o f one crop are ju st the sam e one sea­ 
son w ith another, all good producers of 
m ilur ouality: retaining their best quali­ 
ties. T he oranges raised in B utte county 
w ill 
se'l 
for good 
and 
rem unerative 
prices 
at 
all 
tim es 
and 
anyw here. 
We 
have a dem and 
for 
all 
of 
it 
at 
ou r 
very 
doors. 
T here 
is 
no 
danger of over-production. 
T h e great 
northw est w ants all we can raise at good 
an d rem unerative prices. 
T ransportation 
.s our greatest trouble, and as that is con- I 
stantly being facilitated and corrected, such 
a thing as an over-production in the line 
o f citrus fruits in northern California is 
m e of the im possibilities. T his is not the 
tim e, neither is it the place, to discuss 
other horticulture or agriculture pursuits, 
.»r the developm ent of any o th er o! our 
m any great and im portant bust ness interests. 
For that we have our annual State agricult­ 
ural fails and stock exhibits. We are here 
to talk about our citrus products, com pare 
notes, add to our stock ot know ledge unon 
th at subject, and show the world th at we 
ot northern California have an industry 
worth the consideration of all, apparently 
in its infancy, hut w ith all the character­ 
istics indicative of a g ia n t: an industry 
th at u il! increase and im prove in character 
henceforw ard. 
G rafted trees th at com e from the south­ 
ern portions of the ¡state, if not protected, 
will not stand our clim ate. 
W e have tried 
them , but all experim ents have m ore or 
iess failed. T he fruit we have in B utte now. 
specim ens of which are on exhibition, has 
becom e acclim ated. They stand the coid 
of our \v in te r: the frost lias 110 effect upon 
cheru; live out in the open air. 
It don’t 
pay to im port trees from southern Califor­ 
nia, hut our seedling varieties thrive well. 
W e csn form our trees on seedling stocks, 
an d thus secure any variety we desire. 
A 
few m ornings since, at Oroville, th e m er­ 
cury stood at 2t>°. 
T he young orange 
shoots shook the m autle of frost from 
th eir beautiful 
leaves, and 
w hen 
the 
sun arose, were not injured in the least. 
T he limes, m ore tender th an the oranges, 
w ere not injured by the cold w eather. ~ In 
B utte we have twenty-five or th irty varie­ 
ties of oranges. They, as m ir exhibits 
show , are as to size and quality,"equal to 
th e best, and grow in the open air w ithout ; 
th e least protection, apparently as hardy j 
us any of the trees cultivated. 
It requires 
labor no more skilled than is necessary to ¡ 
th e successful cultivation o f our com m on 
orchard fruits. The olive does no t prop­ 
erly 
belong 
to 
th e 
citrus 
lam ily, 
bu t 
is 
a 
precursor 
o f 
the 
or­ 
ange 
W herever the olive succeeds there 
also the orange will grow. 
T he entire Sac­ 
ram ento valley and its adjoining foothills 
w ill grow th e olive in its greatest ¡lerfection. 
e have on exhibition oranges from Biggs j 
Station grown in black adobe land. 
It io I 
pretty fruit, nicely flavored, but does not j 
do so well as in the light, loatuy soil of the 
foothills. 
The foothill soil is w arm , sandy, i 
a n d has a natural ¡subsoil drainage. 
Give j 
it w ater and you will get in return fine 
wood and fruit. 
The top soil is a rich, 
strong loam, and the 'subsoil is gravel, 
bow lders and sand. 
T he seedling or native oranges produce 
a t ages varying from seven to twelve, 
alth o u g h m any bear at five. 
T he first ! 
orange trees iti his section were set out for 
ornam ent, shade, and to add pleasure to 
hom e surroundings. 
They did not expect 
in those days, w hile planting trees to ; 
beautify their doorvards. that in succeeding ' 
years citrus fruits would be a leading ex- 1 
p o rt to th e Eastern S tates; that w hat was ; 
th en being placed out solely w ith the idea 
o f pleasing the eye would lit a future day 
becom e so great a source of profit. 
" He 
th a t plants a tree is a public benefactor” isa 
tru e saying iu their ease, as the pres­ 
en t sacccsstul exhibition bears testim ony. 
H ere 
we 
are 
in 
a belt 
w hich 
w ul 
produce oranges, lim es and lem ons th at we 
can com pare w ith the m ost favored land 
on earth w ithout any fear o f the result of 
com parison. 
W e invite you to come h an ­ 
dle them , eat them . pass them around to 
y o u r friends. T his citrus exhibit will have a 
good effect. W e want you to call and see for 
yourselves, for “ seeing is believing.” 
An 
w n la r dem onstration of a fact is w orth 
m ore than all the new spaper articles ever 
w ritten or the m ost labored efforts at ora­ 
to ry . 
T he new spaper articles w ill do for 
o u r benighted brethren who live in th e less 
favored clim es east of the Rocky M ountains, ¡ 
b u t we w ant our own people to see for 


them selves, and pass judgm ent upon our 
productions. T ake and eat, come and look, 
see w hat we raise, behold w hat we can 
produce. 
W hen th e m an from M innesota 
sees th at in California we raise to the 
greatest perfection everything th at is pro­ 
duced in his State, and realizes also that 
we are living In a country w here th e olive 
and orange grows to perfection, he will 
realize som ething of the possibilities of 
B utte county. 
In 
th a t county there 
are

In 
th at county alone, rich in everything re­ 
quisite to its prosperity, is such an area, 
in size 25 by 45 miles." Invite all 
your 
triends to Butte county, and there they 
will find a big-hearted, hospitable people, 
who are as m uch to be adm ired for their 
m any good qualities as are their peerless 
oranges now on exhibition. 
B utte was 
one of th e original counties o f th e State, 
and at one tim e was as large as the State 
of M aine. 
W e have throw n off several 
counties, but still have a 
big county 
left. 
Come 
up 
and 
see 
us. 
in our happy foothill hom es, bask in the 
sun in our orange groves, partake o f our 
delicious fruits, gaze upon our beautiful 
scenery, breathe our pure and invigorating 
air, and wc will give you o u r step-ladder 
and allow you to pluck and eat oranges 
from th e topm ost boughs o f our favorite 
trees. 
Come up to O roville and we will 
show you around. 


SPEECH OF HON. X. D. RIDEOUT. 
X. D. Rideout, representing Y uba-coun­ 
ty, was the next speaker. 
H e said : 
iff. ['resident, Lidie:: and Gentlemen : 
1 
have been selected to speak for the counties 
of Ytiba, Sutter and Colusa, so far as relates 
to the question o f citrus fruit-growing. 
W hile I am 
to present the 
possibili­ 
ties of th at particular section, I do not feel 
called upon to exalt its m erits, at the ex­ 
pense of th e rest of northern California. 
We, in those counties, recognize and con­ 
cede the advantages for citrus fruit-grow ing 
of all our neighboring counties, and we 
hereby extend to all of them our heartiest 
congratulations upon their exhibits here at 
this fair. 
Y uha, S utter and Colusa counties are situ ­ 
ated on the th irty -n in th parallel of north 
latitude, and in the heart of the Sacra­ 
m ento valley. 
W e have in these counties 
warm , sloping foothills, and level, rich 
valley lands. 
O ur m ean an n u al tem per­ 
ature is (i0o Fall.; our m ean m inim um 
tem perature for w inter is 45°; our m ean 
for sum m er is 82’ ; our average rainfall is 
23 inches in the valley and 30 inches in the 
ioothilis. 
W e havo a netw ork of stream s 
of w ater from which, if needed, we can 
flood all the lands. 
W e have tim ber and 
building m aterial in abundance for all 
purposes. 
W e have no w inters in the 
sense in w hich th at term is com m only 
used ; no snow , ice or sw eeping w inds. 
T hat severest o f 
tax-m asters—w inter— 
levies no tribute upon labor and capital 
there. 
It is now a th ird of a century since 
citrus fruit trees were first grown in the 
central counties for w hich I speak. 
Or­ 
anges, lem ons, lim es, olives, pom egranates, 
figs and other sem i-tropic productions have 
been grown in all parts of those counties 
during all these years. 
Speaking for those counties, we say to you 
th at we have progressed beyond th e stage 
of experim ent, and are standing upon the 
solid ground of proved and established 
facts. 
In Colusa there are citrus trees in 
ail parts of the county. 
A t O riand there 
are bearing trees oil tile high plains and on 
the red soils, and citrus fruit is grow n at 
W iilow s under the sam e conditions. 
A t 
St. Johns, on the black soils of the Sacra­ 
m ento, there are old trees th at have been 
prolific bearers for years, and also at Co­ 
lusa. Princeton and other places along the 
Sacram ento river. 
In Sutter county the experim ents in 
sem i-tropic fruit-grow ing go hack alm ost 
to the settlem ent there by General Sutter, 
long before the A m erican occupation. 
In 
Y uba county, ail along the foothills, in the 
valleys and on the plains, oranges, lem ons, 
limes, olives, pom egranates, and a long list 
of other sem i-tropic fruits, have been ex­ 
tensively grown for tw enty-five years. 
In 
the city o f M arysville there are 2,000 bear­ 
ing orange trees. T hey have grown w ith­ 
out any protection against frosts, and have 
never suffered in th at respect. 
T he Sicily lem on is grow n there in m any 
places, and flourishes as well as on its n a ­ 
tive soii. 
T he fig and olive are comm on 
shade and ornam ental trees around dw ell­ 
ings. 
In M arysville there are olive trees 
o f the M ission variety th at overtop two- 
story houses and have been bearing olives 
for tw enty years. 
There is no reason w hy all of the coun­ 
ties f. ir which I speak should not rivai 
Spain in tiie products of the olive tree. The 
question of citrus fruit goes beyond the 
m ere grow th of oranges and lem ons. 
It 
involves alm ost unlim ited 
possibilities. 
T he clim ate o f th e orange and pom egranate 
products the sugar, silk, cotton, rice, indi­ 
go, tea, coffee and tobacco of the world. 
These are the great articles o f comm erce 
th a t line tiie shores o f ail nations w ith 
m asts and w hiten all seas w ith sails. 
It 
is this citrus clim ate that has given history 
its grand em pires and its m ost dense popu­ 
lations. 
Assyria. Egypt, India, C hina and 
Japan are exam ples in ancient and m odern 
tim es of w hat citrus clim ates have done. 
W ith our higher civilization, there is no 
reason w hy th e counties for w hich I speak 
and 
the others in northern California 
should not he as rich and prosperous as 
any spot o f earth. 
In Spain, in this citrus 
belt, there are 5,000,000 acres of olive trees. 
T hey produce annually $300,000,000 w orth 
of olive oil alone, and it is said that if th e 
cultivation there was thorough the product 
w ould be doubled. 
Five m illion acres of 
land in th e valley of the Sacram ento, then, 
could be m ade to yield $i >00.001,000 w orth 
of oil. T he three counties ot Yuba, Sutter 
and Colusa have 2,500,000 acres of land, 
and they could produce $300,000,1 x*o if they 
were planted in olives. 
I speak of this to 
illustrate w hat the possibilities are in a 
citrus clim ate. 
T his question involves in ­ 
terests too large to be discussed in a ten- 
m inute speech. 
In conclusion, let m e say 
th at the people w hose m outhpiece I am 
congratulate their neighbors upon the won­ 
derful beautv and variety of tlieir exhibits 
here, and will be ready to compete with 
them in another fair another year, when, 
at an earlier season, we can show w hat we 
can do in the way of citrus growths. 


SPEECH OF HOX. GROVE L. JOHNSON. 
H on. Grove I.. Johnson was n e s t intro­ 
duced and spoke as follows : 
Mr. President. I.idies and Gentlemen : 
In 
the m onth of May. last year, w hen I had the 
pleasure and the h o n o rto offer the rem arks 
at a banquet given by the Board of Trade 
of Sacram ento to the press of California. I 
m ade the statem ent th at northern Califor­ 
nia could m atch southern California, fruit 
for fruit, vine for vine, orange for orange, 
and not fear the com parison. 
At that 
tim e, I presum e that m any people consid­ 
ered w hat I said as a m ere "boast, a flower 
o f speech, a rhetorical flourish. 
Now. I apprehend that every person who 
is inside of Sacram ento at this tim e and 
has seen the exhibition in the ball adjoin­ 
ing tliis will say th at what I said was true 
and lias been proven to be th e fact. 
‘ In this exhibition vve have the oranges 
and lem ons of Riverside—the far-famed 
R iverside land of this State, presum ably 
selected for the purpose—placed on exhibi­ 
tion side by side w ith those of the counties 
I speak for, and of the other counties of 
northern < alifornia : and the citrus fruits of 
northern California will take the palm 
for size, for beauty, for fhape and for good­ 
ness. 
Too long have j>eople talked solely 
about the beauties of southern California 
and its adaptability for the production of 
citrus fruits, 
it has grown alm ost to be a 
m atter o f history th at southern California, 
and that ]>art of the State only, can grow 
certain fruits, 
it has alm ost seemed, from 
the speech and w riting of people, that there 
w as no other par; of the State th at could 
raise citrus fruits but southern California. 
F.xamine the Am erican Encyclopedia, and 
read w hat it says upon th e subject of 
lem ons, and you will find it therein record­ 
ed that the southern portion of California 
w ill grow them in profuse product. 
Read again in the sam e encyclopedia 
about oranges, and you will find th at it 
m akes the statem ent th at they grow lu x u ­ 
riously in Florida, and are also produced 
in th e southern part of California. 
It has 
been reserved for you th at I see before m e 
now, som e o f you ladies and gentlem en 
from Placer county, som e of you ladies and 
gentlem en from Sacram ento county, aud 
som e from the other counties of the State— 
it b.is been leserved for you, the producers 
of northern California, to cause to be re­ 
w ritten th e encyclopedias of the world. 
B onaparte m ade necessary a new science 
of w a r. Stanley m ade necessary a new 
geography; Copernicus a new astronom y; 


Stephenson a new law of m otion ; Edison 
and Bell a new rule of talking and com ­ 
m unication betw een points; and it has 
been the good fortune o f you producers 
of northern California to prove by your 
laiiors and your etlbrts th at it is tim e to 
have a new o r an am ended and rew ritten 
A m erican encyclopedia, w hich shall tru th ­ 
fully speak o f the possibilities of the soil 
and the capacity o f northern California, 
not only for th e harvests already accorded 
it, but tor tiie production in exhaustless 
quantities and splendid perfection of those 
citrus fruits liitberto claim ed as the b irth ­ 
right of southern California. 
You have heard to-night in reference to 
th e counties o f 
th e tar north, 
w here 
Shasia’s su m m it kisses th e clouds, from an 
eloquent, learned and able gentlem an, who 
has 
epicted to you the beauties of that 
country and its possibilities lor m an. 
You 
have 
heard 
about 
the 
country 
and 
the counties im m ediately south of Te­ 
ham a. w here the valleys of the foothills 
second the labor o f m an w ith apparent 
understanding of his efforts, and where 
first the m ountain breezes fan w ith h ealth ­ 
ful glow the cheeks of th e tired w orker of 
the cities, from th e two representatives, 
one from B utte and th e other from Y uba 
and Sutter, w ho have so concisely and 
eloquently 
stated 
th eir 
resources and 
beauties. 
It has fallen to m y lot to say som ething 
to you in reference to w hat m ay be term ed 
the lower belt o f counties iii th e citrus 
region of northern California—ten in n u m ­ 
ber. 
I dreaded, w hen asked to talk to­ 
night, to assum e the task of saying any­ 
thing of such a kingdom , of such" an em ­ 
pire as these ten counties com prise w ithin 
them selves. 
T here are El Dorado, A m ador, Calaveras,' 
N evada and Placer counties form ing the 
m ountain part of this reg io n ; Napa, So­ 
lano, Sacram ento and Yolo th e valley por­ 
tion, w hile Sonom a com bines both in a 
large degree. 
This, as I say, is an em pire in itself. 
Over 4,000,000 acres of land in these ten, 
containing every variety of soil, and speci­ 
ally adapted by reason of its peculiar con­ 
dition for the raising of the citrus fruits of 
th e w orld; lying in the very belt that, like 
the girdle of Puck, encircles the earth, and 
w ithin w hich can be found all th at is neces­ 
sary for the life of m an. 
T here is no need for me—no need for 
anyone—to speak of the grains or other 
produce of these ten counties. 
\Ve have üie best grain, we have the best 
fruit, we have the best horses, tiie best 
m en, the best women, the best schools, the 
best everything; or. at least, if we have not 
th e best, they are ju st as good as anybody 
else s in the world, and that m akes them 
the best. 
But so far as this question of the citrus 
fruits is concerned, it has only been of late 
years th at people have been w illing to 
consider or believe in the capacity of these 
counties to vie successfully w ith any coun­ 
try in the w orld in the production (if citrus 
fruits. 
B ut look around in the hall adjacent and 
see the various exhibits. 
A t this late hour I will not attem pt to de­ 
tail the exhibits there found, except to say 
that I see a gentlem an before m e who has 
there exhibits of tw enty different varieties 
of oranges, and another who has exhibits 
of twenty-five different varieties of oranges, 
all from Placer county alone. 
You will 
see from every other county in these ten, 
rich and rare clusters o f citrus fruits that 
w ould m ake th e m outh of an anchorite 
w ater w ith desire to taste. 
Y ou will see 
that Yoio county, from its valleys and its 
plains, has sent forth here to us not only 
the orange, not only th e lem on, but also 
the olive and the oliye-oil, equal, if not 
superior, to any that is in the m arket. You 
will see th at El Dorado county, w hich was 
once noted only for its gold, now sends 
dow n its fruit in capacious profusion, and 
you w ill also see th at all th e other coun­ 
ties in these ten—Solano and Sonom a. 
N apa, and even Calaveras, th at land of 
m ountain crag—from twelve hundred feet 
above th e sea. the oranges sent to swell 
this ¡air, and show the world w hat the soil 
in these ten counties can produce, are beau­ 
tiful 
in 
form 
and 
luscious 
in 
taste. 
Nevada, 
loo, 
gives 
its 
quota 
to the 
exhibition, 
and 
show s 
w herein 
its 
m iners 
can 
m ake new 
fortunes. 
Our 
own Sacram ento—and you will pardon m e 
for saying a tvord in favor of it—our own 
Sacram ento, the Capital county and the 
Capital city uf the State, has been well to 
the front in its production of citrus fruits 
in tiiis fair. 
As a Sacram entan, as well as 
a Californian, I am proud of Sacram ento 
and its exhibits. 
From these counties 
come, as you can see, lem ons that Sicily 
cannot surpass nor Florida e q u a l; oranges 
that In d ia cannot m atch nor southern Cal­ 
ifornia attain ; olives th at Spain hi rself 
w ould envy, dates th a t Egypt's Nile need 
n ot sham e to own, and Saladin him selt 
would praise to e a t: pom egranates th at old 
Father A braham w ould have prized, and 
persim m ons th at even th e M ikado of Japan 
w ould put upon the list for fiia own private 
supply, w hile the raisins, th e grapes, the 
English w alnuts and the alm onds come 
here in such glorious sizes an d in such am ­ 
ple profusion, and spread before us so lav­ 
ishly and so richly, that it m ust m arvelous 
seem, indeed, not m erely to the strangers, 
but even to the old residents of the State. 
Placer county, too, has sent here som e 
tea grow n in its soil, thus seeking to rob 
C hina o f its m onopoly. 
You, sir, th at I see 
there, and you. sir, th a t I see here of the 
old ' lfiers of th e State—the argonauts of the 
Pacific coast, the m en who cam e here across 
th e plains in ox team s, or across th e ocean 
in the b rig ; 
cam e here to gather and to 
dig, and to toil and to work for gold ; cam e 
here believing, as you did in those days, 
th a t California was nothing but a gold field 
—tell me, did either of you ever dream at 
that tim e that California contained w ithin 
itselt an Italy, contained w ithin itself an 
India, a Spaiii and a France, w here all the 
citrus fruits w ould grow.

California contained, right in its own bor­ 
der, all the clim ates ot all the good coun­ 
tries Tft th e world, and th at here in Sacra­ 
m ento, upon th e plains that, w hen 
I 
cam e 
here, 
over 
tw enty years 
ago, 
were considered waste land alm ost, that 
there w here the bedrock that surrounds our 
Florin comes up and fights alm ost w ith the 
air, oranges and olives could be grow n, and 
th at from the ranges along near Brighton 
our friend, Dr. M aulove, could bring up 
such English alm onds as he has on exhibi­ 
tion here. 
No, none of us ever thought or 
dream t of it. 
A nd. you, if there be any 
here to-night, w ho have sim ply come to the 
State to-day, come here as a visitor, a 
friend, though stranger, did it seem to you 
th at in northern California, wtiere we have 
the frosts th at have w hitened the streets 
and the houses, and the trees for th e past 
few days, did it seem to you, could you"be­ 
lieve th at northern California could vie 
w ith tiie favored portion of the State th at 
we have read and heard so m uch about, 
southern California, in a citrus fair ' 
No. 
You, sir, did not, in the early days, nor you, 
nor I, nor any of us. 
B ut it is h e re : and 
thank God it has come here to stay w ith us. 
It is but the beginning of the good tim e. It 
has dem onstrated to us here, as was said by­ 
Judge Lott and General C liipm an, that not 
m erely th e raising of oranges, or of lemon», 
or of dates, or of pom egranates or any of 
the kindred fruits, can be profitably carried 
on, but th at here, in northern California, 
we can produce all th at m en wish to eat 
and to drink, th at m en need to clothe them ­ 
selves w ith, and that, in addition to the 
necessaries of life, under the skies of n o rth ­ 
ern California the luxuries of the table can 
be furnished equally as well as in any 
o ther part of the globe. 
Men like m e, that 
are consum ers only, are proud o f the re­ 
sult of this exhibition ; we are proud o f it 
because it dem onstrates w hat northern 
California can d o ; because it displays w hat 
hum an energy can accom plish : because it 
dem onstrates possibilities of the counties of 
northern California, and because, also, it 
gratifies that pride of hom e and country, 
w hich wells up instinctively in th e heart of 
every m an. 
Y ou th at are th e producers; you that, 
like the gentlem en I see before m e who I 
know, have contributed so m uch to the 
success of this fair, have a right to rejoice 
and he proud. 
T he counties th at you rep­ 
resent ail th an k you. and are proud of it. 
T he whole State" of California rejoices in 
the fact th at the golden sands of the rivers 
of northern California no longer form the 
sole and only product o f the State, but th at 
the golden yield of th e orchards an d vines 
o f th e m en who have farm ed and dug the 
soil rivals in value and, indeed, excels, even 
the gold th at has been dug from th e u n ­ 
w illing ground and launched in to 
the 
w orld o f commerce. 
A nd we o f the w hole State, northern 
California and southern California alike,

M ARIA M ARIAN!. 


In the year 1011 lived, in an obscure street 
of Cologne, a poor lady nam ed M aria 
M ariani. 
W ith an old servant as her sole 
com panion, she occupied a sm all house 
p artly fallen into decay, still boasting, how ­ 
ever. two front windows, w hich illum inated 
this sad abode. 
N othing could be more 
m iserable than the fu rn itu re of th e estab­ 
lishm ent. 
Two beds, already the prey of 
insects, two tables and a few ricuety chairs 
constituted, w ith a m eager assortm ent of 
kitchen utensils, the entire w ealth of the 
tw o wom en. 
N otw ithstanding the furrows 
in her face, w hich were evidently th e result 
of seventy years' experience of life in m any 
pliases, M aria M ariani still preserved the 
rem ains of an enchanting beauty. 
T he 
grace of every m ovem ent and the unusual 
dignity of h er m anner produced a lasting 
im pression w hen, upon rare occasions, she 
encountered 
strangers. 
Living in 
the 
strictest isolation and avoiding all in ter­ 
course w ith her neighbors, she never left 
her house except to purchase the neces­ 
saries of life. 
H er m eans o f subsistence 
consisted of a pension, w hich she drew 
regularly twice a year. T he street in which 
she lived knew her only by the soubriquet 
of “ the old n u n ,” and she was treated w ith 
m uch respect by its inhabitants. 
M aria 
M ariani lived ordinarily in a room on the 
first floor, w here she occupied herself w ith 
an endless piece o f em broidery; the serv­ 
ant, as old as herself, had h er lodging in 
the upper story, w hich served also a s a 
kitchen, and her spinning-w heel stopped 
only when the last ravs o f the sun sank 
below the ledge of her little w indow.

" I envy thee, B rigitta,” said her m is­ 
tress, w ith a sigh. 
“ Alas 1 I am also a 
m other, and I should be happy! 
W ith 
three children, possessing rank, fortune 
and glory, here I am , forgotten in m y 
m isery, and w hen I ask them for assist­ 
ance they call m e im p o rtu n a te ! thou art 
fortunate, B rigitta. to have so obedient a 
s o n ; m ine are hard and ungenerous.” 
“ My poor la d y ! 
B ut Joseph love3 m e 
so tenderly.” 
“ T hou breakest m y heart, B rig itta ! Thou 
üttle know est m y suffering ! 
An unhappy 
m other, 1 have been likew ise a m iserable 
wife. 
A t the end of m any w retched years 
m y husband died, the victim of an assas­ 
sination. 
A nd who, th in k est thou, was 
accused o f his m urder? 
1 ’ 
In the pres- 
enee of m y children, at th e instigation of 
m y eldest soil. I was accused of this abom ­ 
inable crim e!” 
“ But, m y lady, you were acquitted.” 
“ Yes, but not cleared. 
A ll! had i been 
a sim ple peasant instead o f a w om an of 
rank, m y innocence w onld have been 
proved to all the world. 
B ut m y enem ies 
thought it would be m ore to th eir advantage 
to leave a stain upon m y nam e—to exile 
me, and to abandon m e to th e situation in 
w hich 1 find m yself.” 
"F o u r m istress!” said th e old servant, 
softly. 
M aria M ariani hid h er face in her 
hands and spoke no m ore th at night. 
As the servant continued 
to spin she 
turned over in her m ind various circum ­ 
stances connected w ith ' “ tiie old n u n .”

priest. 
Leave us, B rigitta,” said her m istress. 
T he old servant obeyed respectfully, and 
th e y were alone. 
" W hat news have you for m e father ?’ 
asked M aria M ariani. 
“ News from France.” 
“ G ood?” 
“ Som e th at will be so in the end.” 
“ T hen the stars have not deceived m e.” 
“ W hat, m ad am e!” said the priest in a 
severe tone, " y o u still p u t faith in th at 
lying astrology! 
Believe m e, it is a tem pt­ 
ation from Satan w hich you ought to resist. 
H ave you not real sorrows enough w ithout 
subjecting yourself to im aginary ones ?” 
“ If it is a weakness, 1 share it w ith m any 
noble souls ! 
W ho can doubt the influence 
th a t celestial bodies exercise over things 
terrestrial ?”

A C u rio u s a n d E x te n siv e C o lle c tio n , w ith 
I n te r e s tin g F a c ts. 
Most m en, and even some women, wouid 
find m uch to interest them in a unique col­ 
lection w hich is now on exhibition in E d­ 
inburgh, and w hich is catalogued in the 
Scotchman of th at city. 
It is a collection of 
(>,000 pipes of all nations, the who»- valued 
at T8.U00. 
T he interest of the collection to 
sm okers is sufficiently obvious, aud if m an 
sm okers should too hastily determ ine that 
an assem blage of tools for b urning tobacco 
had no interest for them , they would m ake 
a great m istake, for, besides its curiosities, 
the collection contains for those who can 
find it m uch inform ation as to the artistic 
and m echanical developm ent of the nations 
w hich sm oke, and w hich of them do not ? 
W hat a progress is involved, for instance, 
in the passage from the English sm all- 
bowled clay pipe of 16.0 to 1750, to speci­ 
m ens of blue W edgwood or W orcestershire 
an d Stafford ware, and w hich doubtless 
deserve their description as exquisite. 
Or, 
com paring nation w ith nation, as well as 
pipe with pipe, w hat inference w ould not 
the student of anthropology, w ho had no 
o ther source of inform ation, draw from 
tw o pipes—one rude like those from Sibe­ 
ria, w ith stem s m ade from thong-bound 
slips of of wood, and the other fashioned 
as sym m etrically as any statue? 
Or who, 
considering the nature of its intended 
services, w ould hesitate to say th at pipes of 
gems and precious m etals, like those from 
! central Asia and T urkey, betoken a bar­ 
I baric taste in com parison w ith the beauti­ 
ful and com paratively cheap bowls ot Ve­ 
netian glass or Sevres ehinaw are, in w hich 
m aterial goes for nothing, and fitness and 
w orkm anship for all ’ 
W e would not even 
infere.itiallv say that anything, is good 
enough to burn tobacco in ; on the contrary, 
jasper, agate, jade and serpentine, or the 
silver used in Japan, and the polished 
precious stones used in Circassia, are none 
too good, b ut only a w om an, a dandy or a 
savage would use them to put fire in. 
O ther national characteristics are expressed 
in these pipes. 
T he Swiss and the Scandi­ 
navians carve th e irs; bowls of painted 
porcelain are com m on in G erm any; R us­ 
sia sends som e stem s “ em broidered ' w ith 
flow ers; and an A m erican In d ian 's pipe is 
decorated w ith scalps and w om an's w ork 
in beads and porcupine quills. 
A m ong 
the curiosities is a pipe w hich belonged to 
the 
C uiporation 
of Cologne, and was 
sm oked by “ the giant ” o f th eir guild pro­ 
cessions ; one has a cluster o f live bowls, 
but it does not appear how m any are 
sm oked at once: another has a how! for 
each day in the week. 
In the D utch case 
is the “ bridegroom pipe,” a long clay dec­ 
orated 
w ith 
gaudy 
ribbons, w hich is 
sm oked only on the wedding day and its 
anniversaries; th ereis a tom ahaw k pipeaud 
a 1’olvnesian club pipe, w hich are equally 
useful in peace or w ar; and finally, there 
is the “ biggest" pipe, of w hich the" stem is 
five feet eight inches long, the dim ensions 
ot the bowl not being given. 
A suspicion 
arises that this is m erely a show pipe, and 
so it is probable that a pipe ordered some 
two or three years ago by a Russian Count 
from a m aker in this city rem ains on the 
records as th e biggest pipe intended for 
actual use. T he block of m eerschaum from 
w hich it was cut weighed, when ready for 
»lie stem , ju st h alf a pound, and m easured 
91 inches from the outer edge to the join*. 
T he stem was m ade from a single piece of 
clouded am ber 81 inches long, and was 
joined to the bowl by a silver screw. 
T he 
total length was 171 inches, the weight was 
14 ounces, and the cost only $200, as the 
bowl, though nicely 
shaped, was 
not 
carved at all.

T he fig w as one of the principal articles 
of sustenance am ong the ancient Greeks. 
i he Spartans, also, used it upon their pub­ 
lic tables. 
From H ellas, at som e pre-his- 
toric period, it was transplanted to Italy 
and th e adjacent islands. 
I’liny, the h is­ 
torian, enum erates m any varieties, and 
adudes especially to those from Ebusus 
■ the m odern Ivica) as m ost esteem ed by 
the epicures of th at day : w hile he de­ 
scribes those of hom e grow th as furnishing 
a large portion of the food of th e slaves of 
Rome, particularly of those em ployed in 
agriculture, by w hom great quantities were 
consum ed in the fresh state at th e period 
of the fig harvest. 
In the Latin m yths the fig plays an im ­ 
portant part. 
H eld sacred to Bacchus, it 
was em ployed in religious cerem onies ; and 
the fig tree w hich overshadow ed R om ulus 
and R em us, the tw in founders of im perial 
! Rome, in the cave of the wolf, and re- 
j garded as an em blem of the future prosper- 
j ity of their race, testified to th e high value 
l placed upon th e fruit by the nations o f an- 
| tio u ity ; w hile its universal cultivation in 
all the countries bordering upon the Med­ 
iterranean at the present day proves con­ 
clusively th at it has lost none of its 
popularity as a prim e neeessiiy am ong a r­ 
ticles of food and diet. 


ITS USE AS AX ARTICLE OK FOOD. 
The fig still constitutes a large part of the 
food of tlie^ natives of western Asia and 
southern Europe, both in its fresh and 
dried states. The trade in the edible tig is 
one of long standing and of considerable 
im portance in the region devoted to its 
cultivation. 
Figs are easily preserved by 
sim ply drying in the sun, th e sugar, which 
they contain in abundance, being thus ren­ 
dered available fpr th eir preservation. R e­ 
cently the fresh fruit ha- been preserved in 
tins, also; but th e am ount used in this 
form is very insignificant as yet, in com ­ 
parison w ith tiie quantity preserved by 
drying. 
T he statistics of its use or con­ 
sum ption as an article of food in 
the 
U nited States are m atters of conjecture only, 
but the day is speedily approaching when 
it will take a front rank, and its im port­ 
ance will receiv" a prom pt and hearty 
recognition as one of the most healthv anil 
nutritious of all the edible fruits know n 
to m ankind. 
Of the dried and pressed 
fruit, the im ports into Great B ritain alone 
average six to seven thousand tons a n n u al­ 
ly, th e following being the official returns 
for the five years ending in 1S7G :

B ru m o f t h e M ic r o s c o p e .—T he origin 
of the microscope, th at m ost im portant in ­ 
strum ent of m odern research, is lost in the 
m ists of antiquity. 
A rock-crystal lens 
and a microscope engraving were u n e arth ­ 
ed by Layard at Nineveh, and m any of the 
gems in the B ritish M useum could "not pos­ 
sibly have been cut by their ancient en­ 
gravers w ith unassisted’ sight. 
loiter evi­ 
dence of the use of water-tilled glass globes 
as m agnifying and burning glasses is fur­ 
n ished by Plinv, Seneca and Plutarch. 
A lhazen, the A rabian, m ade know n in 
Europe the m agnifying pow er of lenses 
about the eleventh century. 
It is gen­ 
erally 
believed 
th at 
th e ■ first 
m icro­ 
scope w ith double glasses was invented by 
Jansen in 1599, although Roger Bacon is 
credited w ith a previous invention at O x­ 
ford iu the thirteen th centurv. 


No s c f p e k e b from any scrofulous disease, 
w ho will fairly try A yer's Sarsaparilla, 
need despair of a cure.

Ix 1850 “ B row n’s B ronchial Troches ” 
were introduced, and from th a t tim e th eir 
success in Co’.ds, Coughs, A sthm a and 
B ronchitis has been unparalleled. 


T he greater part (about four-fifths) of 
these im ports cam e from ilsia M inor, the 
rem ainder being the product of various 
M editerranean countries. 
T he value of figs im ported into the 
U nited States in 1884 am ounted to nearly 
four m illions of dollars, and w hile the im ­ 
ported fig is only consum ed in this country 
by the w ealthy, a t present, we shall soon 
be able to dictate our own term s to im ­ 
porters, as I know we shall lie able to sup­ 
ply a cheaper and m ore delicious article, 
w hich will be w ithin th e reach of rich and 
poor alike. 


v a r ie t ie s a n d c u l t u r e .. 
Figs usually bear two crops, one in the 
early sum m er from the buds of the pre­ 
vious year, th e other in the autum n from 
th e spring grow th. 
T he latter forms the 
chief harvest of nearly all the varieties ex­ 
cept the San Pedro—tiiis being the earliest 
and largest of all know n tigs, the first crop 
of this variety being the heaviest. 
T his 
excellent fig is know n in D alm atia as 
Sm ckva P etrovacia; nam ed after St. Peter, 
because com ing to m atu rity there about 
the 29th of Ju n e in each year, th at being 
the day of St. l ’etcr and St. Paul, and is 
highly esteemed for table use only. 


THE WHITE ADRIATIC. 
D uring the Fruit-G row ers’ Convention 
held at Sa:i Francisco in Septem ber, 1»84. I 
exhibited both ripe and cured dried tigs of 
the W hite A driatic variety. 
Tiiis great fig 
was unknow n up to that tim e to our fruit­ 
growers. but its m erits were quickly estab­ 
lished by the sam ples exhibited^ w hich 
were abundantly tested by com petent ex­ 
perts, both in the ripe and cured state, and 
pronounced 
to 
be 
the 
long-Iooked-for 
variety w hich 
was destined to become 
the 
com m ercial 
tig 
of 
the 
future. 
1 have been identified w ith the fm it inter­ 
ests of this State for 23 years, and have 
often read in the public press productions 
of em inent m en expressing th eir pride in 
the great possibilities o f our noble State, 
and decluring th at the m an w ho should in ­ 
troduce a good fig or olive, would be cher 
islied as a benefactor by all his country­ 
m en. 
I cannot say th at I have accom ­ 
plished m ore th an m any others have done 
who have taken an interest in the progress 
and prosperity of our Slate, but I do claim 
th at 1 was the first m an who brought rHis 
valuable fig to th e notice of the public, and 
nam ed it the W hite A driatic: and I hon­ 
estly believe it is destined to prove of im ­ 
m ense value in the near future as one of 
the m ost profitable of all our fruit trees, 
and bring com fort and fortune to tnanv a 
hum ble hearth. 
. 


LOCALITIES ADAPTED TO ITS (iROW Tfi. 
In the native hom e o f the w hite A driatic 
tig it is know n by the D alm atian nam e of 
Suselica—pronounced " Shoo-shea-!it-za”— 
and m eans th e drying kind. As one of the 
principal points in its favor, I m ay m en ­ 
tion its early m aturity, the trees producing 
fruit the first year after transplanting. 
Often the fruit is visible on nursery stock, 
and last fall I saw two ripe tigs on a tree 
only three feet high. 
W herever fruit trees 
are grow n w ithout irrigation the A driatic 
will thrive, but in all arid regions it m ust 
be watered at least three tim es a m onth 
u ntil the 1st of A u g u st; after that the 
w ater should be taken off entirely, and the 
fruit will then m ature evenly, com m encing 
about the m iddle ot A ugust and con­ 
tinuing u ntil w inter. 
LTliis will occur ir. 
all localities throughout the San Joaquin 
and Sacram ento valleys and surrounding 
foothills, as well as in the southern coun­ 
ties, especially around Vacaville, Stockton, 
Mode-to, Merced, Fresno, Tulare. Sacra­ 
m ento, M arysville, Oroville, Chico. R iver­ 
side. San Gabriel. Santa Ana, A naheim . 
Los Angeles, Pasadena and th e San Diego 
country, 
it is a w ell-know n fact that figs 
in Napa, Santa Clara and A lam eda have 
done poorly, hut if there is any desire on 
the part of fruit-grow ers of the 'ast-uanied 
counties to try to grow the A driatic fig. m y 
advice to them is to plant two or three trees 
and watch the result. 


( ULTIVATION AND PROPAGATION. 
In ail cases w here too m uch w ater is 
given to the A driatic fig during the su m ­ 
m er season, and 
persistently continued 
during th e ripening tim e, th e fruit will 
sour and rot or split, and will be of no 
value for any purpose. 
If th e soil is poor, 
give it a top-dressing of barnyard m anure 
early in the season, before the spring rains 
are over, bu t a sandy loatn will be found 
the most suitable for its successful culture. 
I do not recom m end th at figs should be 
planted in orchard style, but rather along 
fences and avenues, where the land in the 
im m ediate vicinity will be left undisturbed. 
W eeds should be removed by baud or by 
hoeing, but in 110 case should the ground 
be plowed or cultivated. As to distance, you 
can plant therii as close as tw enty-four feet 
and as m uch further apart as you please. 
The trees should be cut about six to fifteen 
inches above th e ground, according to the 
size of the tree to be transplanted. 
T he 
sm aller the tree the better chances o f suc­ 
cessful grow th after transplanting. 
All figs are easily propagated from c u t­ 
tings, bu t should first be rooted in the 
nursery beds, w here they can be- (properly 
cared for u n til well rooted. 
M ake the cu t­ 
tings eight to tw elve inches in length, being 
careful in all cases to cut at the m iddle of 
the node or joint, leaving the node at the 
baso of th e cutting, because it there forms 


granulations from w hich th e sm all fibrous 
roots spring readily, an d the success o f the 
cutting-is thus assured, the top bud of the 
cutting being left on a level w ith the su r­ 
face of the ground. 


PROPER METHOD OF DRYING FIGS. 
Figs should be hand-picked w hen the 
skin is fully cheeked, th at is to say, show ­ 
ing sm ail w hite seam s upon th e surface— 
by w hich tim e th e fru it has reached its 
m aturity. 
Be careful to pick or pinch the 
fig close to the lim b o f th e tree, so aa to 
leave all th e stem on th e fruit, otherw ise 
it w ill be seriously injured for drying p u r­ 
poses. 
It m ust be dried upon trays in the 
nun, care should be taken th at they shall 
be turned over at least once a day, unt'.l 
th e greenish tinge 
entirely 
disappears, 
w hen they are ready to be taken in-doors 
for packing. 
W hile drying, th e figs should 
never be left out in th e open a ir after 5 
o'clock p. m ., nor should they be exposed 
to the sun again u n til all the dew is dis­ 
persed in the m orning, as th e least m ois­ 
ture will entirely spoil their tlavor and ap ­ 
pearance, and render them unfit for use. 
Avoid packing w indfalls, because they are 
u tterly w orthless for com m ercial purposes, 
and will greatly detract from th e value of 
a w hole consignm ent, perhaps lead to its 
final 
rejection. 
Before 
packing, 
the 
figs 
should 
be 
hastily 
dipped 
in clean boiling-hot sea-w ater, to guard 
against all danger of attack from the w orm 
so destructive to th e f r u it; 
tiien properly 
packed and thoroughly pressed in tin cans, 
herm etically sealed and labeled. 
In all 
cases the "tig should be left in its n a t­ 
ural 
state and sugar or other confec­ 
tions 
discarded. 
T hese 
directions m ust 
be strictly 
observed 
if 
you 
w ish 
to 
obtain a choice article that w ill com m and 
ready sale and top prices in th e m arket. 
Even our com m on black fig, treated ac­ 
cording to the above m ethod will "astonish 
the natives.” 


THE HOME OK TH E ADRIATIC FIG , ANO DALMA­ 
TIAN METHODS. 
Scarcely a day passes since I presented 
tiie W hite A driatic to th e public, but I am 
obliged to answ er m an y questions in re­ 
gard to this valuable tig. 
It is grow n very 
extensively for profit in D alm atia—a coun­ 
try sim ilar to our C alifornia foothills in 
appearance, w ith a great difference as to 
the quantity and depth of th e soil. 
T he 
California foothills w ould be a great gift to 
D alm atians, as they could then find plenty 
of roil in w hich "to p lan t th eir fig trees, 
olives and vines. As D alm atia is the hom e 
of all three of these, I wish to describe th e 
prim itive m ethods w hich are stil! pursued 
there. 
In the first y ’uce, all tiie clear land 
is planted to olives, grain, fruit am i vege­ 
tables, w hile the steep, hilly country is 
worked u p w ith picks and crow bars, so 
th at 
every 
sm all 
or 
large stone is 
turned 
over 
and 
over, 
and 
every 
handful 
of 
soil 
is 
picked 
up 
by scraping each hole and crevice. 
As 
they go they build benches of the stones, 
after the style o f th e steps to a house, and 
every eight feet a grapevine is planted, 
w here a basketful of soil can be given to 
each vine, the balance being n o thing but 
rocks; w herever a receptacle is found so 
that three or four bushels of earth can be 
spared for one spot, there is w here a fig 
tree is planted. 
T hese vines and fig trees 
never receive an y attention b u t pruning, as 
no hoe or cultivator can be used around 
them . 
1 rem em ber 
seeing weeds grow 
very tall in the spring of th e year upon 
those benches am ong the rocks, w hich 
were' pulled by band and parefully dried 
for hay, or fed to anim als w hile green, as 
nothing of the sort is allow ed to go to 
waste. 
Even the grape cuttings are fed to 
m ules and horses in the w inter tim e, or 
they are cut up and used for bedding for 
th e anim als, and afterw ards for m anuring 
the scanty soil. 


A WORD ABOUT THE OLIVE. 
I had no intention of introducing th e 
olive into this article, but am so astonished 
at th e ignorance show n by careless wTiters 
for the press, in asserting th at it will thrive 
in the poorest, rocky soil, w ithout any care 
or attention w hatever, th at I cannot forbear 
interpolating at present a word upon the 
subject. 
Not only is it not true tiiat the 
olive will thrive in poorest rocky soil, but 
it m ust be carefully planted in good soil, 
be well cultivated an d judiciously pruned, 
otherw ise it wiil never prosper. 
T he fig 
m ust be planted w here it w ill receive no 
cultivation,.and no pru n in g is necessary, 
unless to keep the branches from spreading 
too m uch, especially w hen planted along 
roads or avenues. 


VARIETIES OF FIGS FOR SPECIAL USES. 
T he W hite A driatic fig should be :uo 
only kind planted in this country for dry­ 
ing, w hile the Petrovacia. th e Carghigna, 
Cernica an d Zím ica will he choice vatieties 
for table use : bu t these cannot now be ob­ 
tained in any quantity, w ith the exception 
the I’etrovat m <>r Sun Pedro. 
T he other 
varieties, of w hich 1 have im ported several, 
will be offered at som e future tim e w hen I 
can first show the fruit. T hey are n ot o f 
the drying kind, but art- m ost excellent 
table varieties. 
As soon as they fruit, I 
sh all be m ost happy to present them to 
fruit-grow ers for exam ination and com par­ 
ison, but will nut attem p t to offer any trees 
for sale u n til the qu ality of the fruit can 
be dem onstrated. 
T he W hite A driatic is 
th e strongest 
grower an d best bearer of the figs. and 
will be th e leading stock in ray nursery, 
w hich will be devoted 
in 
the 
future 
chiefly to the propagation of figs. o liies 
and shipping grapes. 
T he Buliach P ro­ 
ducing and M anufacturing Com pany, of 
which I am a m em ber, w as influenced, at 
first, to start the nursery, no t as a business, 
but to propagate choice" trees and vines for 
its own planting; and now. having 300acres 
cl trees and 90,000 choice grape vines, is 
am ply contented w ith the results o f ifs la­ 
bors, an d intends hereafter to introduce 
only such varieties of figs, olives and grapes 
as it hopes wiil be f general benefit to the 
grow th and prosperity of the State a t large. 


A p p a r e n t 
D is t a n c e o p t h e S u n 
a n d 
M o o n . —'To determ ine how far off'th e moon 
actually appears from th e eye the late 
Motis. P lateau devised an ingenious experi­ 
m ent, w hich m ay be repeated by anv p er­ 
son. 
Looking steadily at th e full m oon a 
few m om ents, h e turned suddenly round 
tow ard a wall, and noted th e size of the 
dark accidental or com plem entary image 
when 
projected 
on 
th e wall. 
W hen, 
by 
m oving 
forw ard 
or 
backw ard, 
this spectral im age ¡3 m ade to assum e 
the size of th e real m oon, it m ust appear 
to be the sam e distance from the observer’s 
eye, and M ons. P lateau found his distance 
from the wall to he about fifty-six yards. 
In a sim ilar m anner M ons.Stoobant proved 
the sun’s apparent distance to be about 
fifty-three vards. 


T h e C o u r s e o f t h e G u l f S t r e a m C u r ­ 


r e n t .—Paul Bert read a paper at the last 
m eeting of the French Academ y of Sci­ 
ences on th e experim ents lately set on 
foot by the H ereditary Prince "of M on­ 
aco, w ho was him self present at the m eet­ 
ing, w ith the object of determ ining the 
course of the current of the G ulf Stream . 
The received belief is th at after passing 
the Azores it flows in a northeasterly d i­ 
rection, w ashing th e shores o f the northern 
countries’ of Europe: but th is theory has 
never been scientifically 
verified. " The 
Prince took several h undred floats to the 
Azores last sum m er, and, sailingin a n o rth ­ 
erly direction, he dropped them one by 
one into the ocean, allow ing an interval Jf 
a m ile or two betw een them . 
In the in ­ 
terior of each is a paper giving th e latitude 
and longitude of th e spot w here it was 
dropped, and m ariners have been requested 
through the usual channels to note the 
tim e and piace of th eir picking u p any of 
them they m ay happen to fall in w ith. "If a 
sufficient num ber o f these observations can 
be collected a m uch-needed light will, it is 
hoped, be throw n on th e direction an d ve­ 
locity of the G ulf Stream . 
So far only 
three of th e iioats have been recovered 
irom the ocean, under circum stances, it 
m ust be added, w hich 
seem to m ake 
against the received theory. 
Instead of 
being tound a t a point northw ard of that 
w here they were deposited, thev had float­ 
ed considerably south of it, an d were cast 
ashore on the Eastern Azores.—[St. Jam es 
Gazette.

h e b o a r d o f t r u s t e e s o f t h e c i t y 
of sacram ento do ordain aa follow s: 
Section 1. Ail bodie*ofdeceused persons here­ 
after buried in any of the public cem eteries or 
other buriel places of the city of Saerr.mento, 
which a t the time- of interm ent are intended to 
be exhum ed and rem ovtd beyond th e bounda­ 
ries of the State of California, shall be inclosed 
in an air-t'ght cast-iron casket, or in a box of 
suitable dimensions, m ade of redwood boards 
nut less than OHe inch in thickness, and lined 
w ith shect-lead, not less than five pounds to the 
square foot, w hich shall be soldered by a li­ 
censed pinmbcr. Such box shall have a brass 
vent screw one and a half itidies in diam eter 
with standard thread, and with a flange and 
lock-nut. which said vent screw shull be sol­ 
dered to the lead on the inside of th e bottom of 
the box, six iuches from the foot end of the box. 
Section fl. Before the bodies are interred the 
lock-nuts m ust be removed from the box so as 
to leave an escape therefrom of all corruption 
into the earth; and when the bodies are ex­ 
hum ed, and before their rem oval from the 
grave, the nuts m ust again be adjusted to the 
box so as to prevent the escape of any foul gases 
or m atter. The boxoreasketm ust not be opined 
Section 3. Every burial so made shall have 
the nam e and age of the deceased, together with 
the date and cause of death plainly written 
prim ed or engraved upon the outside of the box 
or casket, and w hich shall be in the English 
language.

Section 4. All caskets or boxes so used as 
herein provided, shall be subje t to th e inspec­ 
tion of the President of the Board of Health or 
Health Officer of this city before interm ent 
Section 5. Any persons vio'ating any of the 
provisions of this ordinance, upon conviction 
shall be imed not m orethan live hundred d o l­ 
lars, 01 by im prisonm ent in the t'itv Prison ior 
not more than ten days, or by both sueli line 
and imprisonment.

As new sewers are constructed, all cesspools and 
vaults upon adjacent property and accessible to 
such sewers shall be connected therew ith, and 
be constructed or reconstructed so as to conform 
to the provisions of this section.

leading features of the California exhibit, 
and as since then a vast num ber of addi­ 
tions have been m ade, the tim e is now ripe 
for a continuance of this very interesting 
subject. 
O n th e form er occasion, and for excellent 
reasons, th e headquarters were not ready 
for th e reception of guests. 
Two h an d ­ 
some. lofty and cheerful room s, brightly 
curtained and tastefully furnished, now 
form a verv desirable place of call, not 
only for visiting Californians, bu t for all 
w ho care to avail them selves of the pleas­ 
an t welcome alw ays extended to strangers 
by Com missioner Turril!. 
Probably the 
m ost conspicuous feature here is a really 
tine library o f the publications of the re­ 
now ned firm of A. L. Bancroft & Co., San 
Francisco. 
T his liriu enjoy a national rep­ 
utation, and although m ost of th eir books 
treat on subjects connected w ith the Pacific 
and W estern States, their adm irable facili­ 
ties and the completeness and the econom y 
o f their system have on m any notable oc­ 
casions tem pted Eastern authors to resort 
to them lor publication. 
In their Educational D epartm ent, th e 
sam e firm show s botanical, geographical 
and other charts ; m aps of California and 
o f the w orld; school apparatus,etc. 
T hen 
there is a very com plete and adm irably a r­ 
ranged set of school books, readers, m an u ­ 
als, etc. 
The magnum opus of th is great 
firm is, however, the “ H istory of th e P a ­ 
cific Coast States and T erritories,” by H u ­ 
bert Howe Bancroft, the founder of the 
house. 
T his noble work is still in pro­ 
gress, but forty volum es have already been 
published. 
In their com pilation no less 
than 14,000 authors were consulted. 
M r. 
Bancroft has the largest and most valuable 
library and m anuscript collection in the 
country on Pacific coast subjects. 
H e has 
practically ransacked the world in getting 
them together. 
The walls of th e room are adorned w ith 
som e exceedingly clóver oil paintings by S. 
M. Brookes, 
representing 
bunches 
of 
grapes, apples, and a rem arkably natural 
m an's hand, which has been greatly praised 
fcy good judges and artists. 
T. M. A ntisell, o f San Francisco, su p -1 
plies an upright grand piano th at received 
th e gold m edal here last year ; and m any a 
visitor has sighed w ith satisfaction reclin­ 
ing on R úndelPs com bined cam p chair and 
. bed, in th e corner. 
It is now high tim e to leave these hos­ 
pitable quarters and to refer to the botani­ 
cal display collected and arranged by Mr. 
and Mrs. J. G. Lem m on. 
It contains 1,000 
specim ens, ami has been arranged w ith ex ­ 
traordinary skili and patience. 
A ll the 
native plants of the Pacific coast are to be 
seen m ounted on card-board, and a feature 
has been m ade of the honey-producing 
and m edicinal varieties. 
Forage plants, grasses, etc., are all in 
their place. 
T here are several rem arkable 
specim ens of the Dnrlingloma Californita, 
an insectivorous plant—a natural fly-trap 
w hich som etim es grows large enough to 
catch hum m ing-birds as well. 
T he elabo­ 
rate system of deception by w hich the vic­ 
tim is ensnared into the low er portion of 
th e plant, from w hich there is no re tu rn ­ 
ing, is w onderful beyond description. 
T he 
p lant thrives upon its prey th u s captured. 
It is quite rare, and is found in the high 
regions of Sierra Nevada. 
A m ong the new am i rare varieties m ust 
be noted the native potato, discovered in 
A rizona l»y Mr. Lem m on. 
T his is the first 
ever found in N orth Am erica, and potato 
cultivators are now experim enting w ith it 
w ith a view to bringing the new blood into 
th e potato fam ily, and so w arding off m any 
o f th e diseases to w hich the old varieties 
are subject through over-cultivation. Ferns 
arc here in great variety. 
Mrs. Lem m on 
contributes to this departm ent a set of very 
beautiful water-color paintings, including 
a •* snow plant.” one of the truest anS 
m ost accurate overseen. 
On leaving th e 
Botanical D epartm ent the exhibits of pho­ 
tographs at once attract the eye. 
T he work of the studio of Taber, of San 
-risco, is here in every conceivable va- 
„

leet above the sea. Com m issioner T urril! 
lias placed a scale m odel of a geological 
survey, w hich forms an excellent adjunct. 
M essrs. Taber’s exhibit contains life-like 
portraits of G overnor Stanford, President 
of th e Southern Pacific C om pany; of Vice­ 
President Charles Crocker, and other em ­ 
inent m en, and views o f m any of th e 
prom inent buildings and institutions of 
th e Stale. 
N ear at h and is a case of excellent in ­ 
s tan tan eous views of th e Yosem ite valley, 
taken in w inter and sum m er, in sunshine, 
cloud and storm , by George Fiske. who 
lives in the valley. 
These were contrib­ 
uted by Messrs. Sanborn and V ail, of San 
Francisco.w lio also show som e particularly 
m eritorious chrom os of fruit executed by- 
Ed. liosqui. 
Each of these requires tw enty 
to th irty printing operations, and can 
hardly be distinguished from water color 
paintings of the best class. 
Over $20,000 
Las been invested in plant for this process. 
In addition to the photographs referred 
to there is a large num ber o f views taken 
by local artists, illustrating scenery, farm 
and m ining life, etc., all over the State. 
T he railroad shops o f the Southern P a ­ 
cific C om pany send blue prints o f their 
locom otive “ El G ubernador,” the largest 
ever built, w ith a cylinder of 21 inches, a 
35-incli stroke, 14 wheels and w eighing 73 
tons. 
T here are also prints of their other 
engines and of snow plows. 
In thifc neighborhood, too, is a stand of 
very beau’iful etchings of the Missions of 
California, w hich apart from their artistic 
m erits possess a strong historical interest. 
('. E. W atkins lias a case of views o f th e 
picturesque H otel del Monte, M onterey, 
California, a very charm ing w intes resort 
w ith unsurpassed horticultural gardens.

California.

T here 
is nothing of the kind excelling it in th e 
Exposition. 
Messrs. Christie & Wise, of .San F ra n ­ 
cisco, have a com plete display of line wool, 
as shipped. 
It is m uch adm ired by ex­ 
perts, and its high quality universally con­ 
ceded. 
T here is also an effective m ohair 
exhibit, from S. B. Bailey, of San Jo3e. and 
another from J. E. Pleasants, of Santa 
A na. The^.tst things to be noted in this sec­ 
tion of th e space are two large cubes o f sole 
leather, from J. C. R ued A Co., San F ran ­ 
cisco. w hich. In point of quality, is fully in 
harm ony w ith the high standard attained 
th roughout the California displays. 
A nu here, for the present, this sketch 
m ust end, but not w ithout a word as to th e 
gentlem an by whose labor, indefatigable 
zeal, and utter disregard of tim e, trouble or 
expense such splendid results have been 
achieved.
